Must  Supply  People  Few 

or  Many. 


W'iishinst.in,  July  S.— The  commis- 
sioner of  internal  revenue  has  issued 
the  following  circular  to  all  collectors 
regarding  the  sale  of  internal  revenue 
stamps: 

In  view  of  the  large  number  of  stamps 
that  have  been  placed  in  the  hands  of 
follect.irs,  the  continued  complaints  of 
insurfiiient  supply  received  from  tax- 
payers indicate  that  such  stamps  are 
I'einR  lK>usrht  up  for  speculative  pur- 
poses in  some  instances,  and  in  others 
that  there  has  been  a  supt-rabundance 
til  precaution  to  secure  an  ample  sup- 
ply. 

C>Ilectr>rs  should  exercise  great  care 
in  sellLngr  adhesive  stamps  to  make  surt- 
that  a  fair  distribution  of  th-  stamps 
nee»?ed  by  th.'  taxpayers  is  not  prevent- 
ed by  either  cause  above  stated. 

In  no  case  should  the  purchasers  be 
I'orniitted  to  take  more  than  a  -".veek's 
supply,  and  where  the  purchaser  in 
1<..  MttMl  near  the  collector's  office  only 
.1  sufficient  supply  for  twj  or  three  days 
i«hould  be  ?old. 

Complaints  reach  this  offlce  that  in 
some  instances  collectors  and  deputies 
have  refused  to  sell  less  than  an  entire 
j'heet  of  adhesive  stamps  to  a  pur- 
chaser. This  practice  must  be  discon- 
tinued, as  taxpaying  purchasers  must 
I*  supplied  with  what  they  may  need. 
Inquiries  are  received  in  regard  to 
igencies  for  the  sale  of  these  stamps 
pistmasters.  banks,  etc.  In  all  such 
vases  they  have  been  referred  to  the 
•collectors  of  their  respective  district.*, 
who  should  advise  them  that  they  can 
procure  the  stamps  at  a  discount  of  1 
per  cent  of  the  face  value  on  each  pur-- 
chasf  amounting  to  1100  or  more.

F'or  a  political  conventlin, 
assembled  to  place  in  nomination  candi- 
dates for  the  various  state  offices,  to  have 
neglected  or  refused  to  clearlv  .ndicateits 
po.sltlon  upon  any  and  alt  of  these  vital 
subjects  would  have  been  an  act  of  the 
grossest   perfidy  and  cowardice. 

And  yet.  that  is  predselv  what  the  late 
Repabllcan  state  convention  of  Minnesota 
has  again  done.  Although  fully  two  weeks 
had  elapsed  from  the  making  and  pub- 
Il.shing  of  our  declaration  of  principles 
and  charges,  that  convention  designedly 
ignored  and  evaded  each  and  every  one 
of  them.

It  was  the  largest  aggregate 
by  any  session  since  the  civil  war,  and

•Separate  measure  since  the  $7.".0,000.000 
single  appropriation  In  lS6o.  Thr 
naval  appropriation  provided  for  sev- 
eral new  battle;<hips.  four  monitor*, 
sixteen  torpedo  boat  destroyers,  twelve 
tirpedo  boats  and  one  gunboat. 

The  urgent  deficiency  bills  all  carried 
provisions  for  aggressive  work  In  thf» 
prosecution  of  the  war.  The  general 
deficiency,  enacted  in  the  last  ddys. 
carried  a  provision  for  refunding  the 
indebtedness  of  the  Central  and  West- 
ern Pacific  railroads  to  the  govern- 
ment. 

Cuba  and  Hawaii  were  the  impirtant 
matters  of  debate  and  provoked  tli-- 
most  widespread  interest.  Hawaiian 
annexation,  finally  passed  at  the  close, 
was  agitate<l  throughout  the  session, 
first  in  treaty  form  in  executive  session, 
last  In  open  sessions  by  resolutions  ac- 
cepting the  ce.-plon  of  the  Islands  by 
the  Hawaiian  government.  There  were 
a  number  of  messages  from  President 
McKinley  bearing  on  the  Cuban  situa- 
tion, ranging  from  the  subml.sslon  of  a 
report  itpon  the  Maine  disaster  and  the 
consular  reports  to  a  call  for  a  declara- 
tion of  wa'r. 

The  first  real  war  legislation  was 
when  congress  placed,  without  limilji- 
tions,  JaO.OOO.OOO  in  the  president's  han<lii 
as  an  emergency  fund  for  national  de» 
fense.  Party  lines  were  swept  away 
and  both  houses  unanimously  roted  their 
confidence  in  the  administration.  Soon 
after  a  bill  reimliursing  the  surviv>r>' 
of  the  Maine  disaster  for  their  losses, 
not  to  exceed  n  year's  pay.  with  a  sim- 
ilar amount  to  those  who  perished.  b'»- 
came  law.  On  April  11  the  president 
in  a  message  left  the  Cuban  issue  in 
the  hands  of  congress.  Resolutions 
were  soon  enacted  and  became  a  law 
April  H».  declaring  that  the  peiple  of 
Cuba  ought  to  be  and  are  free  nnd  in- 
dependent, and  demanding  that  f.pain 
relinquish  its  authority  and  withdraw 
its  land  and  naval  forces  from  Cuba 
and  Cuban  waters,  and  directing  the 
use  of  our  land  and  naval  forces  t.> 
enforce  the  resolutions. 

The  declaration  of  war  was  passed  by 
congress  and  approved  on  April  25. 
Subsequent  legislation  gave  free  ad- 
mission to  all  military  and  naval  sup- 
plies purchased  abroad  by  this  govern- 
ment; allowed  temporary  fortifications 
to  be  constructed  on  the  written  con- 
sent of  owners  of  land,  and  prohlbit-'d, 
under  executive  diseretion,  the  export 
of  coal  or  other  war  material,  and 
three  days  before  the  declaration  of  war

Uncle  San  Will  Pay  Cost  of  Carrying 
Shipments. 

Washington,  July  8.— Hon.  J,  F.  Me- 
llne,  assi^tan^  treasurer  of  the  United 
States,  has  issued  the  following  circu- 
lar concerning  the  issue  of  minor  coin: 

"The  ac  making  appropriations  for 
sundry  ci/ll  expenses  of  the  govern- 
ment for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30.  1898.  contains  a  provision  as  follows; 

"The  secretary  of  the  treasury  is  au- 
thorized and  dfrected  to  transport  from 
the  treasvry  to  sub-treasuries,  free  of 
charge,  m  nor  coin  upon  requests  to  do 
so;  provided  that  an  equal  amount  In 
coin  or  currency  shall  have  been  de- 
posited In  the  treasury  or  such  sub- 
treasuries  by  the  applicant  or  appli- 
cants. 

"For  the  purpose  of  carrying  this  en- 
actment into  effect  the  following  regu- 
lations ar-  hereby  promulgated: 

"Upon  the  deposit  of  an  equivalent 
sum  in  U  lited  States  currency  or  na- 
tional ban  i  notes  with  the  treasurer  or 
any  assis!ant  treasurer  or  national 
bank  dept  Bitory,  1  cent  bronze  and  f.- 
cent  nickel  pieces  will  be  paid  in  any 
amount  b  '  the  treasurer  or  a.sslstant 
treasurers  in  the  cities  where  their  sev- 
eral oflice;  are,  or  will  be  sent  by  ex- 
press, in  :  urns  of  $20  or  more,  at  the 
expense  of  the  government,  or  by  regis- 
tered mail  in  like  sums  at  the  risk  of 
the  consigiee.  registration  free,  as  the 
depositors  may  request,  from  the  most 
convenleni  treasury  ofHce.  For  this 
purpose  drafts  may  be  sent  to  the 
treasurer  ir  the  assistant  treasurer  in 
New  York  payable  in  their  respective 
cities  to  the  order  of  the  officer  to 
whom  seni.  Drafts  on  New  York  city

Iron  Highways    Coming   Out  of  Re- 
ceivers' Clutches. 

Chicago,  July  S.— The  liailway  Age 
tomorrow  will  say:  During  the  past 
half  year  receivers  have  been  ai)point- 
ed  for  only  seven  railway  companies, 
with  an  aggregate  of  J47  miles  and  a 
combined  capital  and  bonded  debt  of 
$2.">,400,000.  This  statement  compares 
with  twenty-seven  receiverships,  an 
a.ggregate  of  52S2  miles,  and  a  capital 
and  bonded  debt  of  $370,800,000  in  the 
first  half  of  1893.

London.  July  s.— The  Pall  Mall  Oaz  tt 
this  afternoon  pul-Ii-shed  a  letter  fronr 
La  Palmas,  capital  of  the  Canary 
i.vlandj-'.  in  which  the  writer  says,  undtr 
diU'  of  July  1:  In  view  of  the  prcspec- 
tive  visit  of  the  Americans,  the  Span- 
iards are  busy  at  th  ir  defenses.  .\t 
present  the  means  of  repelling  attack 
are  miserably  inadequate. 

They  consist  of  a  battery  of  mixeil 
smooth  bore  .'ind  rilled  muzzle  loaders  on 
the  heights  overlooking  this  harbor;  six 
ob.solete  field  guns,  mirth  of  the  mole; 
>^\\  gun  battery  in  the  .Triill<r\-  liiirr.-nks 
within  the  town  and  a  t^mall  .saluting  bat- 
tery. With  modern  long  range  guns  the 
Amiricans  could  quickly  wreck  the  b:it- 
teri-  s  I'roin  out.'^ide  the  zone  of  the  Span- 
ish  fire. 

The  Spaniards  boast  of  11,000  Infantry 
here,  but  It  Is  Improbable  that  they  will 
be  able  to  muster  over  TiOOO.  The  soldiers 
are  drilling  fiuess-'antly  and  fatigue  [lar- 
ties  are  tbrow:ng  up  earthworks  .ind  eii- 
trenchinK  the  heights.  The  tnops  are 
armed  with  the  new  long  range  ritle.  Sev- 
eral camps  are  visible  rrom  the  harbor, 
but  persons  not  connected  with  the  serv- 
Ic*    are   imt  allowed    to   approach    them.

it  contained  a  picture  and  lock  of  hair 
of  her  dead  mother.    She.  of  course,  de- 
sired  ti   have   the   renalrs   made   by   a 
first-clasB  Jeweler,  so  she  intrusted   the 
locket  to  the  care  of  her  brother,  who 
was   acquainted    hi    the  jewelry    trade. 
The  brother  was  about  to  go  on  a  trip 
through  New  York  state,  but  he  prom- 
ised  t:)   leave  the  locket  with   a  Phila^ 
delphia  Jeweler  on  his  way  to  the  train 
and   return   the   receipt    by   mail.     Two 
days  later  Mrs.  Kennedy  received  a  let- 
ter from  her  brother,  who  said  he  would 
bring  the  lot-ket  with  him  when  he  re- 
turned,  but   did   not   mention    where   It 
was  being  repaired.     Early  in  Septem- 
ber  a   dispatch   came   .sta-ting   that    the 
brother  had  died  suddenly  In  Utica  and 
th\at  the  body  and  effects  would  be  sent 
on  at  once.    Some  time  later  Mr.s.  Ken- 
nedy   remembered    lier    locket,    but    al- 
though she  made  a  thoiDugh  search  of 
her   brother's    papers   and   clothes,    she 
could  flrvd  no  trace  ot  It.    Inquiries  were 
made  of  all  the  large  Jewelers,  and  ad- 
vertisements were  inserted  in  the  news« 
papers,    but      the      locket    was      never 
found. 

Last  Wednesday  a  forlorn  tramp 
came  to  the  Kennedy  residence  and  was 
given  something  to  eat.  In  return  h(v 
did  sHime  work,  and  Mrs.  Kennedy  de- 
cided to  give  him  a  suit  of  her  brother's 
clothes,  which  she  had  keot.  The  "hib-j" 
seemed  very  gra/teful.  and  afler  donnin.c 
the  suit  left.  Thursday  he  returned  ami 
flrave  Mrs.  Kennedy  a  piece  of  paper  hr* 
had  found  in  the  vest  lining.  It  proved 
lo  be  a  receipt  for  the  lorvg-lost  locket, 
which  had  been  loft  wj^h  a  well-known 
firm  of  New  York  .iewelers.  To  avoid 
any  risk  Mrs.  Kennedy  went  tJ  New 
York  in  person  on  Friday  aiid  recovered 
her  locket.

President  Signs  the  Resolutions  and 
Completes  the  Act. 

Washington,  July  8.— It  was  Ivy  a 
ceremony  of  the  simplest  character  that 
the  resolutions  annexing  the  Hawaiian 
islands  to  the  ITnited  Slates  last  even- 
ing were  enacted  finally  into  law.  It 
occurred  in  the  cabinet  room  of  the  ex- 
ecutive mansion,  and  only  six  i)cr.sons 
besides  President  McKinley  were  pres- 
ent. 

At  6:40  o'clock  Alonzo  IL  Stewart, 
assistant  door  keeper  of  the  senate,  ar- 
rived at  the  White  House  with  the  en- 
grossed copy  of  the  resolutions  signid 
by  Speaker  Pro  Tomixue  Payne  .und 
Vice  President  Holiart.  George  B.  Car- 
tolyou,  .assistant  secretary  to  the  presi- 
dent, receipted  for  the  resolutions  in 
the  usual  form  and  then  notified  the 
president  that  they  had  arrived.  Th:i 
president  said  simply  that  he  woirid  sign 
the  resolutions  immediately,  and  a  few 
minutes  later  a  little  group  waa 
gathered  about  the  cabinet  table  to  wit- 
ness the  completing  of  this  important 
legislation. 

Those  that  comprised  the  group  were 
Mrs.  McKinley,  Secretary  Cartolyou. 
Mr.  Stewart,  Capt.  B.  F.  Montgomery 
of  the  signal  corps,  who  is  in  charge  of  . 
the  war  room  at  the  White  H-)use; 
Capt.  Charles  Leffler.  the  president's  ' 
confidential  messenger,  and  George  B. 
Frease,  postmaster  at  Canton,  the  presi- 
dent's home  city. 

Precisely  at  7  o'clock  the  president 
affixed  to  the  resolutions  these  words 
which  made  them  law: 

"Approved  July  7.  189S.  William  Mc- 
Kinley." 

Before  rising  fr  >ni  the  table  Presi- 
dent McKinley  also  approved  the  gen- 
eral deficiency  l)ill,  the  last  of  the  great 
appropriation  measures  passed  by  the 
present  congress. 

The  president  presented  to  Mr.  Stew» 
art  the  pen  with  which  he  signed  the 
Hawaiian  resolutions,  and  it  will  be 
preserved  by  him  as  a  souvenir  of  an 
act  that  will  make  history  for  the  United 
States.

He  came 
here  on  the  steamer  North  Land  on  its 
la.st  trip.  He  Is  a  Russian  Jew,  Is  30  y>ars 
of  aRe,  r>  feet  5  inches  tall,  with  brown 
hair,  a  small  moustache  and  a  nose  that 
looks  as  if  it  had  been  broken. 

The  alTalr  occurri.l  about  !>  o'clock. 
Bloodstone  seated  him.>M>|f  on  the  end  of 
the  pl«-r  and  drank  the  fatal  dose.  It  aj)- 
parently  btinR  his  plan  either  to  throw 
himself  Into  the  lake  afti-rwards  or  that 
his  body  would  fall  in.  His  struRKles  as 
the  ptdson  burned  into  his  vitals,  how- 
ever, attracterl  the  attention  of  two  men 
who  were  strolllnir  on  th*-  jiier  and  lln'y 
rushed  to  him  and  ilriipRfd  him  back  on 
the  i>ier,  eat<  hiniT  hini  Just  as  h.-  wis 
abi>ut  to  fall  into  the  bike.  .\s  they  beat 
over  him,  the  mon  noticed  the  odcu-  of 
earbolic  acid.  The  police  and  coro:ii'r 
were  telephonoil  for,  but  lUoodstonc  w  i.-; 
ilead  before  medleal  alil  arrived.  .\ 
search  of  the  vi<lnlty  resulted  in  the  Hml- 
ins  of  a  cf>rk  smelllnjj  strongly  of  ear- 
bolic acl<l. 

The  body  waK  taken  to  L)urkai.'.< 
morKue,  when-  a  post  morlem  examina- 
tion -was  held  hy  « •oroner  ICklunil.  assist- 
e.l  b\  Urs.  M<.\ullfr.-  and  MctJilTert.  hy 
which  it  was  ascertained  that  ileiith  was 
caiiscil  by  carbolic  acid.  The  dead  man"s 
mouth  and  st.>mach  were  terribly  buriie.l. 
and  Dr.  Kklund  sabl  that  at  least  thie.- 
.>unc»'S  of  the  fluid  must  h.ave  been  taken. 
The  coroner  rlc<  bled  that  no  in<iuest  woiiio 
be  necessary.

There  was  a  large  attendance  al  the 
First  Methodist  church  last  evening  to 
hear  Dr.  Humason's  thanksgiving  ser- 
mon. This  was  the  first  service  along  toe 
line  suggested  by  President  McKlnleys 
proelahiation.  It  is  likely  that  other  Du- 
luth churches  will  hold  similar  services 
Sunday. 

Dr.  Humason's  effort  was  a  patriotic 
and  soul-insplrlng  recital  of  the  details 
of  the  war.  He  gave  splendid  praise  to 
President  McKinley,  calling  him  "iliat 
grand  and  noble  Christian  man  wnuse 
lirBt  wish  Is  that  the  jieople  of  the  I'r.ited 
States  shall  bow  before  God  and  give 
thanks  for  the  marvelous  suc-ess  of  tli«" 
Amerlenn  arms,"  He  said  there  was  ao 
■louhi  but  that  God  had  chosen  our  nation 
to  do  this  noble  Work,  that  we  were  his 
UiKtrimielit,  .ind  that  it  \,as  meant  that 
we  should  be  the  ones  to  free  and  rai.-^o 
the  Cubans  from  their  bondage.  He  re- 
ferred to  the  wonderful  successes  at 
Manilla,  where,  with  the  destruction  of 
the  Spanish  fleet  there  was  not  one  pre- 
cious American  life  lost. 

In  the  battle  at  Santiago  when  the 
IJrooklyn  was  hit  forty-five  times,  but  cine 
'Ife  was  given  for  the  country.  After  do- 
ing such  fearful  execution  at  Manilla  and 
Santiago  the  sum  total  of  the  Americans 
killed  during  the  naval  battles  was  but 
one  man.  He  said  he  believed  It  was 
God's  will  that  Schley,  who  had  dis- 
eovvered  the  fleet  of  Cervera,  should  b" 
given  the  grand  opportunity  to  crush  itie 
enemy  he  had  found  an<l  trai)ped.  The 
Spanish,  he  said  were  brave  and  fearless 
men,  Hghting  with  a  desperate  valor  that 
excited  the  admiration  and  esteem  of 
their  enemies,  but  that  such  coura,;e 
could  not  blind  the  world  to  the  fact  that 
they  were  cruel.  Ignorant  and  llliterat.'. 
I  hey  were  fighting  for  the  wrong  cause 
and,  however  much  desperate  valor  thev 
niight  display  it  was  God's  will  that  thev 
shfuihl  be  punished  for  their  reign  of  ter- 
ror, misrule  and  cruelty,  and  that  we 
were    picked    of   all    the    nations    of     the 

^^'.wl''..'"  ^"^  ^'"''  '•"■  ^"<'   «»tl   humanity. 

With  beautiful  words  he  described 
Dewey,  "The  Hero  of  Manilla."  He  Ka\e 
high  praise  to  Hobson,  but  said  it  should 
be  remembered  that  the  crew  that  accom- 
panied him  were  entitled  to  as  mil- h 
praise  for  they  also  went  Into  the  verv 
laws  of  death  that  thev  might  serve  the 
starry  banner  that  floated  above  their 
heads.  Not  only  that,  but  every  man  that 
volunteered  to  go  was  as  brave,  as  patri- 
otic and  courageous  as  Hobson  and  his 
crew  for  they  were  filled  with  regret  anri 
envy  that  they  could  not  give  up  tiKir 
lives  in  the  nation's  service.  Dr.  Huma- 
son  spoke  of  the  need  of  a  larger  navy 
and  s.iid  that  henceforth  we  would  be  \\ 
nation  with  new  Ideas  and  broader  views 

Dr.  llumason  was  followed  by  Rev  1; 
II.  Craig,  of  Fergus  Falls,  whose  address 
was  fervent  and  patriotic.  He  said  he 
oiil  not  care  to  see  the  war  end  just  yet 
He  wanted  to  have  Havana  jjunlshed  "an.i 
'■ha.stlsed.  He  .said  that  In  her  harbor  Iv- 
ing  In  the  mud  and  slime  and  tilth  isa 
torn  and  twisted  mass  of  wreckage  that 
was  once  one  of  the  fine  shii)s  of  *he 
American  navy.  He  said  that  there  were 
brave  sailors,  some  of  whom  were  ijtiil 
in  that  mass  of  ruins  that  should  be 
avenged  before  the  war  should  ceas- 
After  singing  "America,"  several  of  those 
present  spoke.  Dr.  Humasoii  will  leave 
oil  a  vacation  trip  Saturday.

In  hi.s  complaint,  filed  In  the 
i)fllce  of  the  clerk  of  district  court  at 
.■>:30  o'clociv  last  night,  he  says  simply 
that  he  is  a  judgment  creditor  and 
that  the  sheriff  has  returned  unsatisfied 
an  execution  apsiinst  the  compai^y.  He 
does  not  state  that  the  company  is  in- 
solvent, but  say.s  that  any  suspen.slm

Washington,  July  8. — The  house  ad. 
journed  precisely  at  2  p.  m.  amid  cheers 
followed  by  singing  of  patriotic  songs. 
Representative  Bromwell,  of  Ohio.  pro» 
posed  three  cheers  for  President  Mc* 
Kinley,  which  were  given  twice  r^ver 
by  the  Republicans;  then  followed 
cheers,  joined  in  by  the  entire  house, 
for  Admiral  Dewey  and  Gen.  Joe 
Wheeler.  The  whole  house  was  one 
vast  demonstration,  and  flags  were 
passed  about  to  every  member  and  were 
enthusiastically  waved,  while  the  mem. 
'bers  sang  the  close  of  the  Fifty-fifth 
congress. 

A  sensational  scene  in  the  house  to- 
day followed  a  motion  of  Mr.  Handy  to 
strike  out  portions  of  partisan  i/.^marks 
of  Mr.  Ray  in  a  speech  n/ade  yester- 
day. 

Mr.  Cannon  denounced  the  Democrats 
for  delaying  legislation.

PRIVATE  MAILING  CARDS. 


Provision  of  the   New  Law  Govern- 
ing Their  Use. 

Many  Inquiries  have  been  received  at 
the  postofflce  regarding  the  new  law  per- 
mitting the  transmission  of  private  cards 
bearing  written  messages  for  1  cent.  The 
law  is  as  follows: 

"That  from  and  after  July  1.  1898.  it 
shall  be  lawful  to  transmit  by  mail,  at 
the  postage  rate  of  a  cent  apiece,  paya- 
ble b.v  stamps  to  be  aftlxed  by  the  sender, 
and  under  such  regulations  as  the  post- 
master general  may  prescribe,  written 
messages  on  private  mailing  cards,  such 
cards  to  be  sent  openly  in  the  mails,  to 
be  no  larger  than  the  size  tixed  by  the 
convention  of  the  Universal  Postal 
union,  and  to  be  approximately  of  the 
same  form,  quality  and  weight  as  the 
stamped  postal  card  now  ',n  general  use 
in    the    United    States." 

Cards  must  conform  to  certain  rules, 
among  which  are  the  provision  that  they 
must  be  not  larger  than  the  ordinary  "H  ' 
postal  card,  which  is  3V4  by  .5>i  inches. 
The  quality  must  be  atjout  the  same  as 
tho  government  cards,  and  the  weight 
must  be  about  the  same.  They  must  bear 
in  printed  letters  certain  devices  pre- 
scribed by  law.  A  1-cent  stamp  is  to  be 
used.

TROOPS  FOR  HONOLULU. 


X.VV   York.  July  S.— A  di.spatch  to  the 
Herald  from  off  Santiago  de  Cuba  says: 
Your  correspondent  -saw   Mr.     Hobaon 
after  he  had  made  his  report   to  Ad- 
piiral  Sampson  and  he  consented  to  give 
the  Herald  a  fuller  interview  about  his 
experiences.  He  spoke  in  glowing  terms 
of  the  courage  and  bravery  of  his  crew. 
■■\Ve   have  been   thirty-three  days   in 
a   Spanish    prison,"    said    Mr.    Hobson. 
"and    the   more    I    think   about    it,    the 
more  marvelous  it  appears  that  we  are 
alive.       It  was  about  3  o'clock   in   the 
morning  when  the  Merrlmac  entered  the 
narrow  channel  and  steamed  in   under 
the  guns  of  Morro  castle.      The  stillness 
of   death    prevailed.       It  was   so   dark 
that   we  could   scarcely  see   the   head- 
land.      We   had    planned    to   drop   our 
starboard  anchor  at  a  certain  point  to 
the   right   of   the  channel,    reverse   our 
engines    and     then    swing    the    Merri- 
m.ic  around,  sinking  her  directly  across 
the  channel. 

"This  plan  was  adhered  to.  but  cir- 
cumstances rendered  its  execution  im- 
possible. When  the  Merrlmac  poked 
her  nose  into  the  channel  our  troubles 
commenced.  The  deadly  silence  was 
broken  by  the  wash  of  a  small  boat  ap- 
proaching us  from  the  shore.  I  made 
her  out  to  be  a  picket  boat.  She  ran 
close  up  the  stern  of  the  Merrlmac  and 
fired  several  shots  from  what  seemed 
lo  be  3-pounder  guns.  The  Merrimac's 
rudder  was  carried  away  by  this  fire. 
That  is  why  the  collier  was  not  sunk 
across  the  channel. 

"We  did  not  discover  the  loss  of  the 
rudder  until  Murphy  cast  anchor.  We 
then  found  that  the  Merrimac  would 
not  answer  to  the  helm  and  were  com- 
pelled to  make  tho  best  of  the  situation. 
The  run  up  the  .channel  was  very  ex- 
citing. The  picket  boat  had  given  the 
alarm  and  in  a  few  moment.s  the  guns 
of  the  Vizcaya.  the  Almirante  Oquend.. 
and  of  the  shore  batteries  were  turned 
upon  us.  Submarine  mines  and  tor- 
pedoes also  were  exploded  all  about  u.s. 
adding  to  the  e.xcitement.  The  mines 
did  no  damage,  athough  we  could 
hear  the  rumbling  and  could  feel  the 
ship  tremble. 

'We  were  running  without  lights  and 
only  the  darkness  saved  us  from  utter 
destruction.  When  the  ship  was  in 
the  desired  position  and  we  found  thit 
the  rudder  was  gone.  I  called  the  men 
on  deck.  While  they  were  launching 
the  catamaran  I  touched  off  the  tx- 
plosives.  At  the  same  moment  two 
torpedos  fir»-d  by  the  lieina  Mercedes 
struck  the  Merrlmac  amidships.  I 
cannot  say  whether  our  own  explosives 
or  the  Spanish  torpedoes  did  the  work, 
but  the  Merrimac  was  lifted  out  of  the 
water  and  almost  rent  asunder. 

"As  she  settled  down  we  scrambled 
overboard  and  cut  away  the  catamaran. 
A  great  cheer  went  up  from  the  forts 
and  warships  as  the  hull  of  the  collier 
foundered,  the  Spaniards  thinking  the 
Merrimac  was  an  American  warship. 
We  attempted  to  get  out  of  the  harbor 
on  the  catamj^ran,  but  a  strong  tidf 
was  running  and  daylight  found  us 
still  struggling  in  the  water.  Then,  for 
the  first  time,  the  Spaniards  .saw  us 
and  a  boat  from  the  Reina  Mercedes 
picked  us  up.  It  was  then  shortly 
after  5  o'clock  in  the  morning  and  we 
had  been  in  the  water  more  than  an 
hour.  We  were  taken  aboard  the  Reina 
Mercedes  and  later  were  sent  to  Morro 
castle. 

"In  Morro  we  were  confined  in  cells 
in  the  inner  side  of  the  fortification.^ 
and  the  first  day  the  fleet  bombarded 
Morro  I  could  only  hear  the  whistling 
of  shells  and  the  noise  they  made  when 
they  struck,  but  I  judge  from  the  con- 
versation of  the  guards  that  the  st\elH3 
did  considerable  damage. 

"After  this  bombardment  Mr.  Rams- 
den,  the  British  consul,  protested  and 
we  were  removed  to  the  hospital.  There 
I  was  separated  from  the  other  men  in 
our  crew  and  could  see  them  only  by 
special  permission.  Montague  and 
JCelly  fell  ill  two  weeks  ago.  suffering 
from  malaria,  and  I  was  permitted  to 
visit  them  twice.  Mr.  Ramsden  was 
very  kind  to  us  and  demanded  that 
Montague  and  Kelly  be  removed  lo 
better  quarters  in  the  hospital.  This 
was  done. 

."As  for  myself,  there  is  little  to  say. 
The  Spaniards  were  not  disposed  to  do 
much  for  the  comfort  of  any  of  the 
prisoners  at  first,  but  after  our  army 
had  taken  some  of  their  men  as  pris- 
oners thejr  treatment  was  better.  Food 


was  scarce  in  the  city  and  I  was  told 
that  we  fared  better  than  the  Spanish 
oflic'rs."

July  8.— Capt.  Frederick 
Sharp,  an  expert  diver,  and  the  chiof 
of  the  Merritt-Chapman  Wrecking 
company's  force,  will  have  charge  of 
the  wrecking  outfit  which  sails  from 
Norfolk  today  to  the  coast  of  Cuba, 
with  the  hope  of  saving  some  of  the 
vessels  of  Admiral  Cervera's  fieet. 

Capt.  Sharp  will  make  a  thorough  ex- 
amination of  the  vessels  of  the  Spanish 
fleet  to  ascertain  how  many  can  be 
.^ved  and  brought  to  American  waters. 
The  wreckers  are  most  confident  of 
savmg  the  Cristobol  Colon,  Admiral 
Cervera's  flagship.  If  she  is  worth 
the  trouble  Capt.  Sharp  said  he  would 
have  no  trouble  in  fioating  her  and  tow- 
ing her  to  Key  West. 

The  expedition  will  be  one  of  tli" 
l.irgest  ever  made  up  by  the  Merritt- 
Chapman  company,  and  the  crews  of 
the  company  may  remain  off  Cuba  for 
an  indefinite  period.  Capt.  Sharp  had 
charge  of  the  Merritt-Chapmjiu  ropces 
when  they  went  to  Havana  harbor  to 
make  an  effort  to  raise  the  Unit'-d 
States  battleship  Maine.

Poston,  Mass.,  July  S.— The  Plant  Hn 
."teamcr  Halifax  has  arrived.  havln>g  on 
board  162  survivors  of  the  French 
steamer  La  Pourgogne.  which  was  sunk 
in  a  coHisi.m  with  the  .ship  Cr.nnarty- 
shire  oiT  Sable  island,  last  Monday,  (in 
ihe  passage  from  Halifax  the  La  Bour- 
gogne's  passenger  list  was  car  fully  re- 
viFed.  and  it  was  shown  that  there  w-tc 
714  souls  ab.iard  the  steamer,  of  which 
.■>.".o  were  ilnnvncii  and  164  saved. 

On  arriving  here  the  shipwrecked 
men  were  given  every  necessary  atten- 
tion. Each  one  was  prsvided  with  a 
ticket  for  New  York  and  special  elec- 
tric cars  were  in  waiting  to  convey  th"^ 
passengers  to  the  Providence  station, 
where  they  were  put  on  board  a  train 
biund  for  New  York.  Their  stories  of 
experiences  were  thrilling,  and  many  of 
them  gave  horrifying  details  of  brutal- 
ity, if  not  of  murder.  pos.«ibly  never 
equalled  in  the  history  of  the  merchant 
marine.  Among  the  survivors  there 
were  a  few  who  ould  speak  English 
well,  but  most  of  them  could  cummuni 
cate  only  through  an  interpreter.  There 
were  Swiss.  French.  Germans,  Belgians. 
Italians  and  Arabians.  Some  of  them 
showed  the  marks  and  bruises  received 
during  the  terrible  struggle  f£ir  life. 
Among  those  on  board  the  Halifax  mi 
one  could  be  found  who  was  on  deck  at 
the  time  the  collision  occurred. 

The  only  man  saved  from  La  Bour- 
gogne who  was  on  deck  when  the  ship 
?truck  was  Mr.  La  Cas.se.  who  left 
Halifax  by  rail.  La  Ca.sse  left  Halifax 
saying  he  had  enough  of  the  sea.  Mrs. 
La  Casse.  the  only  woman  saved,  ac- 
comitanled  her  husband  on  the  train. 

The  survivors  agree  that-  when  the 
La  Bourgogne  was  struck  by  the  Crom- 
artyshire the  shock  was  not  great. 
Therefore  it  is  believed  that  many  of 
the  passengers  never  aw.ike.  The  state- 
ments  as  to  the  time  intervening  be- 
tween the  collision  and  the  sinking  of 
the  \a  Bourgogne  vary  greatly.  Some 
say  ten  or  fifteen  minutes  and  others  say 
thirty  or  forty-five  minulcs.  while  one 
man  was  certain  it  was  a  full  hour.  The 
blow  struck  the  La  Bourgogne  was  on- 
that  could  never  be  provided  against  by 
water-tight  doors. 

Among  the  remarkable  escapes  weto 
tho.«e  of  three  stokers  of  the  I..a  Bour- 
gogne. Louis  Le  Julien,  Jean  Alvany 
.Tnd  Francois  Fmilli  are  the  stokers. 
They  were  In  the  stoke  hole  when  the 
accident  occurred.  Their  story  in  sul>- 
stance  is  as  follows:  The  engines  wen^ 
stopped  after  the  collision  and  subse. 
quently  were  started  In  the  hope  of 
beaching  the  steamer  on  Sable  island. 
About  five  minutes  after  the  crash  the 
water  began  to  come  Into  the  t>oiler 
room,  and  soon  it  rushed  in  in  great 
volume.s.  The  pumps  were  tried,  but  to 
no  avail.  The  water  pyt  the  fires  out 
and  the  engines  stopped.  The  chief  en 
eineer  gave  orders  to  close  the  water- 
tight doors,  but  even  when  they  were 
clo.sed  the  water  came  In  almost  as  fast 
as  before.  Then  all  hope  was  aban- 
doned and  the  engineer  blew  twice  on 
the  whistle,  the  signal  for  all  to  escape 
who  could  do  so.  There  was  a  rush, 
but  about  fifteen  men  were  drown»>d  in 
the  stoke  holes  and  engine  room.  Three 
men  who  succeede<l  In  getting  out 
found  that  all  the  boats  had  left,  ami 
they  at  once  plunged  into  the  sea.  Th.y 
were  picked  up  later  and  taken  on  boarj 
the  Cromartyshire. 


London,  July  8.— The  oflficlals  of  the 
Spanish  embassy  here  .say  they  have 
no  knowledge  of  any  peace  negotiations 
being  on  foot  at  present. 

A  dispatch  from  the  United  States 
declaring  that  the  Americans  are  un- 
able to  capture  Santiago  de  Cuba  and 
that  the  "perpetual  strain  has  broken 
the  men's  nerves  and  constitutions 
bringing  them  to  the  verge  of  disaster  " 
unless  reinforced,  is  published  conspi- 
cuously here  and  has  also  been  tele- 
graphed  to  Madrid. 

The  Times  today  publishes  a  long  let- 
ter from  one  of  its  correspondents,  K 
W.    Knight,    dated    from    Havana,    on 
June6,  in  which  the  writed  gives  details 
of  his  difficult  landing  In  Cuba,  experi- 
ences in  prison  and  release.      In  regard 
to  the  condition  of  affairs  in   Havana 
Air.   Knight  says  he  found   the  city   in 
a  very  different  condition  than  that  «le- 
scribed  in  the  American  press  and  that 
the  town  is  perfectly  quiet.       Continu- 
ing he  says,  that  there  are  no  signs  of 
popular  excitement  and   no   intimation 
of  a  general  massacre    of      foreigners 
which  has  been  foretold. 

The  correspondent  also  says  there  are 
no  signs  of  famine  in  Havana,  though 
he  admits  it  Is  true  that  provisions  are 
very    dear    and    that    there    is    distress 
among  the  poor  who  are  without  work, 
owing  to  the  blockade,  but  hi*  adds  that 
the  distress   is   no  greater  than   some- 
times experienced     in       London.       The 
present    attitude    of     the       population 
civil    and    military,    the    Times     corre- 
spondent says  he  can  hardly  speak  of 
coo  highly,  adding:  "There  is  no  excite- 
ment and  no  fear,  but  a  dignified  calm 
resolve  to  defend  the  country  bravely 
All   here   eagerly   desire   an    "American 
force   to   land   in   Cuba  in   order   to   try 
conclusions    in    a    fair    fight    with      the 
Spanish    troop.s.       The  latter,    I    think, 
will  give  a  good  account  of  themselves 
when  the  time  comes." 

Washington,  July  8.— It  can  be  stated 
authoritatively  that  no  overtures, 
toward  peace  have  been  received  up  to 
the  time  of  the  caliinet  meeting  today. 
At  the  same  time  cabinet  member-' 
look  upon  the  situation  as  having  mor" 
factors  conducive  to  peace  #han  at  ar.y 
time  heretofore.  It  WTuld  be  no  sur- 
prise If  peace  overtures  came  to  tlie 
.government  any  moment,  either  direct- 
ly from  Spain  or  through  .some  inter- 
mediary. This  is  f-lt  to  be  so  imminent 
that  it  leads  to  numerous  rumors  that 
actual  overtures  liave  been  made,  but 
the  reports  are  premature  and  are  ba.sed 
on  expectations  rather  than  anything 
tangible. 

This  is  not  only  the  oflficJal  statement 
of  government  authorities,  hut  the  same 
view  is  taken  at  the  British,  French, 
German  and  other  foreign  embassies 
and  legations,  where  It  is  stated  that 
the  peace  movement  has  not  assumed 
definite  form,  but  that  aJl  circuni 
.stances  tend  In  the  direction  of  a  desir? 
by  Spain  to  terminate  the  conflict.  None 
of  the  foreign  representatives  have  yei 
received  instructions  to  act. 

At  the  British  embassy  specific  in 
quiry  was  made  concerning  a  published 
report  that  Sir  Julian  Pauncefote  had 
made  indirect  overtures  to  the  pre.sl- 
dent  looking  to  peace,  and  that  th* 
president,  while  declining  Intermedia- 
tion, had  said  he  would  agree  to  peacf 
If  Spain  applied  direct  on  certain  stated 
terms.  The  embassy  authorized  a  full, 
explicit  and  com|)lete  denial  of  the  re 
port.  The  amba.ssador,  it  was  stated, 
had  not  seen  the  president  of  late,  and 
no  overtures  of  any  kind  had  been  mad? 
by  him  to  the  United  States.

RAIN  A\  ST.  LOUS. 


Immense  Damage    Done  By 

Greatest  Downpour    on 

Record  There. 

St.  Louis,  July  8.— All  records  were 
oroken  in  St.  Louis  and  vicinity  by  the 
heavy  rainfall  of  yesterday  and  last 
night.  Reports  from  all  sections  of  the 
city  indicate  that  the  damage  done  by 
this  great  body  of  water  mounts  up 
int>  ti;e  hundred  thousands.  In  the 
twenty-four  hours  ending  at  6  a.  m.  5.6 
inches  of  rain  fell.  The  greatest  pre- 
vious   fall    was    on    the    night    of   June 

15-16,    1888,    when    the    record    was    4  64 
inches. 

The  low  and  badly-drained  sections 
of  the  city  are  badly  Hooded,  cellars  are 
filled  and  the  low  stories  of  many 
houses  are  wet  with  several  feet  of 
water.  In  the  outlying  districts,  morft 
especially  in  Cheltenham,  the  water* 
ros«  to  such  a  height  that  it  threatened 
the  residents,  who  sought  safety  on  im- 
provised rafts.

who  sent  out  the  announcement  to  the 
Cuban  troops  that  President  McKin- 
ley was  hurrying  as  fast  as  it  was  pos- 
sible for  a  man  to  hurry.  He  admires 
the  system  under  which  the  United 
States  is  governed,  and  has  urged  up- 
on Masso  the  desirability  of  exactly 
copying  our  constitution  and  bylaw?. 
After  the  charge  of  Roosevtlftj 
rough  riders  Garcia  sent  a  letter  to 
Roosevelt,  and  to  the  courier  who  car- 
ried the  message  he  said:  "Tell  him 
that  the  last  wish  of  Garcia  will  be 
gratified  when  he  shall  have  seen  Mc- 
Kinley and  shaken  his  hand."

American   Officers    Before    Santiago 
Not  Expecting  a  fight. 

In  front  of  Santiago.  July  8.  via 
Kingston.  July  9.— (Copyright.  1SS8,  by 
the  Associated  Press.)— There  has  been 
absolutely  no  change  in  the  situation 
at  Santiago  during  the  past  t.venty- 
four  hours.  The  Spanish  authorities 
are  takin.g  time  to  consider  the  prope- 
sition  to  surrender  and  no  answer  will 
be  made  before  tomorrow  noon.  Cable 
operators  at  the  request  of  Spanish  offi- 
cials have  been  allowed  to  enter  San- 
tiago and  the  matter  of  the  surrender 
of  that  citv  is  now  being  considered 
with  Madrid  direct.  The  general  feel- 
ing among  the  American  officers  is 
that  the  surrender  will  be  made,  not 
necessarily  tomorrow  (Saturday),  but 
they  believe  that  date  will  be  the  Ih'- 
ginning  of  the  linal  negotiations.  The 
Spanish  authorities  request  that  here- 
after all  cominunlcations  to  them  be 
made  in  Spanish  as  "the  officers  who 
did  the  translating  for  us  are  no  longer 
with  us." 

Orders  have  been  issued  that  ejch 
regiment  In  the  American  lines  hoist 
a  flag  on  the  trenches  in  front  of  the 
position  it  occupies.  This  gives  the 
Spaniards  an  excellent  Idea  of  the  ex- 
tent and  location  of  our  lines,  and  it 
also  makes  an  imposing  appearance. 
Yesterday  nearly  a  score  of  standards 
were  fluttering  at  different  points  along 
the  works,  which  are  now  nearly  four 
miles  long  and  enclosing  the  city  on 
two  sides. 

It  has  been  proposed  that  a  battalion 
of  sharpshooters  be  formed  from  each 
regimental  battalion  in  the  army,  to 
be  commanded  b^  officers  of  practical 
proficiency  as  marksmen  and  hunters. 
It  is  said  that  this  battalion  would  be 
able  to  clear  the  ration  of  the  pestifer- 
ous guerrillas  who.  from  tree  tops  or 
other  covers  make  many  attempts, 
some  of  them  successful,  to  assassinate 
wounded  men  as  they  are  being  car- 
ried to  the  rear.

fXTOLLING  OUR  NAVY. 

English     Weekly     Newspapers    Say 
Good  Things  About  It. 

I..ondon,  July  9.— The  weekly  news- 
paper.-; today  in  di.s(  us.sing  the  war  .ill 
pay  glowing  tributes  to  the  American 
navy.  Even  the  Sunday  Review  says: 
"It  i.s  impossible  not  to  feel  a  certain 
pride  in  these  achievements  of  men  of 
our  own  race.  Every  Englishman, 
too,  vill  remember  that  it  was  the  iios- 
session  of  this  same  quality,  the  tine 
marksmanshi|)  whii  h  the  Americans 
displayed  which  gave  us  victories  both 
on  land  and  sea  from  Crecy  to  the  Cri- 
mea, and  somethln.g  peculiar  and  nol)Ie 
happened  in  this  (\^\a  which  showed  in 
a  far  higher  way  the  kinship  between 
the  two  peoples:  'Don't  cheer.'  shouted 
Capt.  Phillip.  'The  poor  devils  are 
dying.'  It  seems  to  us  that  this  ex- 
pression of  tender  sympathetic  human- 
ity is  Just  as  fine  as  the  'Kiss  me. 
Hardy'  of  the  dying  Nelson." 

The  Spectator,  in  a  long  article  on 
the  same  subject,  say.s:  "The  first 
thought  of  all  Englishmen  is  that  the 
Heet  did  its  work  sr>lendidly.  The 
whole  performance  of  Admiral  Samp- 
son's fleet  was  in  accordance  with  the 
best  traditions  of  .\nglo-Saxon  navies 
and  every  Englishman  has  read  of  their 
doings  with  a  tlush  of  pride.  There 
was  the  same  old,  hard  pounding  as  the 
Elizabethian  sea  dogs  used;  the  same 
curious  mixture  of  steadiness,  daring, 
coolness  and  reckless  dash.  The  mora' 
aspect  of  what  was  almost  the  first  and 
of  what  may  be  the  last  fleet  action 
between  the  Spanish  and  English  races, 
is  very  much  alike.  In  both  cajses  it 
was  the  man  behind  the  gun  who.  in 
the  last  resort,  won  the  battle.  The 
battle  shows  that  the  American  navy 
is  a  most  efficient  flshting  machine.  We 
did  not  need  to  be  told  that  here.  We 
knew  it  already  and  realized  of  what 
stuff  the  lion's  whelps  are  made. 
They,  however,  did  n<Jt  know  it  on  the 
continent,  though  they  appareptly 
know  it  now."

Samps(  n  at  th.lr  meeting  three  days 
ago.  The  details  of  the  plan  to  be  pur- 
sued are  r. it  yet  known  either  to  the 
na\y  d<>purtment  or  th  war  depart- 
ment, having  been  laft  entirely  within 
the  discretion  of  Sampson  and  Shafter. 
each  acting  in  his  domain,  the  sole  in- 
/(luf'tlcn  laid  ujnn  them  being  to  confer 
and  co-operate  to  the  single  end  of  cap- 
luring  Santiago. 

It  is  assumed  at  the  navy  department, 
however,  that  Sanip.son  will  follow     his 
former   plan   of   pounding   away  at    the 
fcrtificati>ms  until  he  has  silenced  them, 
and  then  pursuing  this  up  by  possessln.?

All  that  came  from  him  last  night 
was  A  brief  report  as  to  the  condition  of 
the  wrecks  of  the  Spanish  vessels.  The 
•  Himiral  has  had  some  of  his  experts  ex- 
amine the  ships  as  they  lie  beached  and 
the  report  is  encouraging  to  the  author- 
ities who  are  jileased  with  the  prospects 
of  recovering  some  of  these  sessels  and 
adding  them  to  the  American  nav.v.  The 
only  approach  to  this  type  of  armored 
crpisers  are  the  New  York  and  Brooklyn. 
In  the  terrible  running  duel  of  sixty  miles, 
the  Spanish  vessels  showed  more  than 
once  the  pos.sibilit.v.  not  only  to  escape, 
but  of  making  a  destructive  fight,  had 
they  been  handled  with  anything  like  the 
skill  antl  coolness  disol;^-ed  by  our  own 
naval  commanders.  Th^  Colon,  in  par- 
ticular, came  very  near  getting  away  al- 
together and  from  Cant.  Evans' .recital  of 
the  chase  it  apiiears  that  had  it  not  been 
for  the  Oregon's  splendid  service.  the 
crack  Spanish  cruiser  might  have  escaped 
to  the  westward  to  give  our  navy  end- 
less trouble  before  being  run  down. 


Washington.  July  9.— The  belief  that 
a  peace  movement  will  l>e  inaugurated 
continues  strong,  but  the  definite  an- 
nouncement is  made  that  no  such 
moveinenl  has  taken  form'  thu.s  far. 
The  state  department  again  today  ;iu- 
thoritatlvely  stated  that  no  peace  over- 
tures, direct  or  indirect,  official  or  un- 
official, had  been  submitted  to  this  gov- 
erntnent.  At  the  same  time  similar 
statements  came  from  authorized 
sources  at  the  »ritish.  French,  German 
and  other  embassies  and  legations.  It 
is  stated  broadly  in  these  official  quar- 
ters that  whatever  may  be  the  hope 
or  expectation  of  Spain  toward  peace, 
the  matter  thus  far  is  confined  entire- 
ly to  the  other  side  of  the  water  and 
has  taken  no  form  either  before  the 
authorities  here  or  before  the  foreign 
representatives  of  these  powers,  who 
would  be  most  likely  to  speak  in  the 
event  of  a  peace  mo\  ement. 

In  view  of  this  condition,  officials  are 
surprised  at  the  explicit  reports  that 
<me  power  or  another  has  already  taken 
the  initiative  on  some  branch  or  an- 
other of  the  present  confiict.  One  re- 
port was  to  the  effect  that  the  German 
•ambas.sador  and  Ru.ssian  ambassador 
called  together  at  the  state  department 
yesterday,  the  inference  being  that  they 
had  an  important  mission  relative  to 
the  Philii. pines.  Neither  the  Russian 
ambas.'^ador  nor  (terman  ambassador 
was  in  Washington  yesterday.  Dr.  Von 
Holleben,  the  German,  being  in  New 
York,  and  Count  Cassini,  the  Russian, 
at  Narragansett  Pier. 

The    first    secretary    of    the    German 
embassy,  IJaron  Speck  Von  Steniburg. 
lalled   yesterday   and    today,    his   visits 
being  frequent,  but  with  authority  the 
statement   is   made   that   his   calls   had 
no  reference  whatever  to  peace  or  the 
Philippine  island.^.       Jt  is  regarded  as 
unaccountable  that  reports  of  such  im- 
portance should  be      i)ublished       when 
both  ambassadors  are  away  and  no  ac- 
tion fd"  the  character  stated  is  on  foot. 
Another  report  states  that  Great  Bri- 
tain is  moving,  one  version  being  that 
Sir  Julian  Pauncefote  has  made  over- 
tures to  the  president;  another  that  Sir 
Drumn.oiid-Wolffo.  the  British  ambas- 
sador at  Madrid,  has  received  from  the 
Spanish   a    proposition   and   has   trans- 
mitted it  to  the  United  States  ambas- 
.sador,  Mr.   Hay.  at  London.   As  to  Sir 
Julian  Pauncefote,       the      amba.ssador 
himself  authorizes  the  most  explicit  and 
sweei)ing  denial.    He   has   not  seen    the 
president  for  a  month  and  he  has  not 
aproached  any  official   of   this  govern- 
ment,  officially  or  unofficially,   on   the 
subject  of  peace. 

As  to  Sir  Drummond-Wolffe,  there  is 
no  means  of  knowing  what  he  did 
at  Madrid,  but  the  officials  here,  |rov- 
ernment  and  diplomatic,  dismiss  th' 
report  in  view  of  the  well-established 
facts  here.  The  state  department  ha;-; 
received  no  such  proposition  from  Am- 
bassador Hay  and  it  would  be  advised 
at  once  if  anything  of  this  nature  had 
come  through  Sir  Drummond-Wolffe  oi 
any  other  source.  .That  Sir  Julian 
Pauncefote  is  not  apprehending  any 
such  movement  on  the  part  of  Great 
Britain  is  indicated  by  his  departure 
today  for  Pequot.  Conn.,  for  the  sum- 
mer. He  had  remained,  not  because  of 
the  war,  but  because  the  new  treaty 
of  reciprocity  relating  to  the  British 
West  Indies  had  advanced  to  a  stage 
where  only  two  or  three  minor  points 
remained  open.  With  the  adjournment 
of  congress  the  senate  was  not  here  to 
ratify  the  treaty,  even  if  completed,  so 
there  is  no  further  urgent  demand  foi 
his  presence  in  Washington.  The  treaty 
goes  over  probably  until  autumn. 
While  making  it  clearly  understood 
that  no  peace  movement  whatever  has 
been  inaugurated,  the  offiuials  continue 
to  believe  that  some  movement  may 
assume  definite  form  at  any  moinent. 
Such  a  movement  would  be  of  such  su- 
preme importance  ihat  the  officials 
deprecate  the  reports  that  it  actually 
has  occurred.

BAD  CLEVELAND  FIRE. 

In  Which  Some  Human  Lives  May  Be 
Sacrificed. 

Cleveland,  Ohio,  July  9.— Fire  broke  out 
shortly  after  noon  today  in  the  5-story 
brick  building  occupied  by  the  Brltlon 
I'rinling  company  on  Erie  street,  near 
Vincent.  The  llames  spread  so  quickly 
that  a  number  of  employes  were  shut  olf 
from  escape  by  the  stairway  and  elevator, 
and  jumped  from  the  windows  of  llj=> 
third,  fourth  and  fifth  fioors. 

It  is  rejiorted  that  several  have  been 
killed  or  fatally  injured;  a  second  cull 
for  ambulances  has  been  sent  out. 

John  Arbrandt.  of  913  L.ogan  avenue, 
who  jumped  from  the  third  floor  was  al- 
most instantly  killed:  John  Callahan,  a 
fireman  of  No.  1  company,  was  fatally  in- 
jured by  falling  terra  cotta;  W.  E.  "I'ot- 
ter,  who  jumped  from  a  window  is  bo- 
litved   to  be  fatally  injured. 

11  is  thought  other  persons  in  the  l)uild- 
Ing  were  cut  off  from  escape.  The  binld- 
ing  was  gutted.  The  loss  is  estimated  at 
$100,000. 


LUMBER  YARDS  BLAZING. 

Bad  Fire  Raging  Among   Pentwater, 
Michigan  Mills.

destroyed,  and  the  flames  are  still  beyond 
control.  It  is  expecte<l  that  the  loss  will 
reach  $75,000,  about  half  covered  bv  in- 
.surance.  The  Ludlngton  department  is 
helping  to  fight  the  fire.

Columbus,  Ohio,  Juiy  9.— John  Carson 
and  James  Page,  carpenters,  fell  sixty 
feet  from  a  scaffold  at  the  East  Side 
High  School  today,  resulting  'n  the  death 
of  both.  The  third  man  was  pinned  to  the 
roof  by  ropes  and  escaped  with  slight  in- 
juries. 


Next  Week. 

San  Francisco,  July  9.— Maj.  Gen. 
Otis  will  hasten  his  departure  for  Ma- 
nilla in  accordance  with  instructions 
from  Washington.  He  may  go  on  either 
the  Peru  or  City  of  Puebla,  which  are 
expected  to  sail  not  later  than  the 
middle  of  next  week,  without  waiting 
for  the  other  vessels  now  being  pre- 
pared for  use  as  transports.  On  reach- 
mg  Manilla  Gen.  Otis  will  probably  as- 
sume command  of  all  the  troops  in  the 
field,  leaving  Gen.  Merritt  to  take 
charge  of  his  duties  as  governor  gen- 
eral. It  is  stated  that  Brig.  Gen.  H.  C. 
Otis  will  accompany  the  major  general 
and  that  Gen.  Miller  will  assume 
charge  of   troops   remaining  here. 

The  Eighth  California  regiment  is 
likely  to  be  sent  to  Honolulu  to  garri- 
son that  city.  It  can  be  prepared 
tor  active  service  in  a  few  days  and  its 
departure  would  not  weaken  the  Philip- 
pine expeditionary  force  now  here. 
The  choice  lies  between  this  regiment 
and  the  Sixth  California,  supplemented 
by  the  Washington  volunteers.  The 
arrival  of  fifteen  recruits  from  Kansas 
will  more  than  fill  the  signal  corps  and 
it  will  likely  go  with  the  next  expedi- 
tion. The  Utah  troops  have  received 
their  final  equipments,  but  are  still 
short  twenty-one  horses.  Strict  orders 
have  been  issued  for  the  sanitary  im- 
provement of  Camp  Merritt. 

FREIGHT  TRAINS  COUIDE.

Pittsburg.  July  9.— Two  freight  fvoins 
collided  at  Farley,  Pa.,  on  the  Pitts- 
burg &  Connellsville  road,  this  morn» 
ing.  Engineers  Dougherty  and  Towner, 
Conductar  Snyder  and  two  brakemen 
and  a  colored  tramp  were  slightly  and 
Engineer  Haynes  was  fatally  injured. 
One  engine  was  destroyed  and  several 
cars  derailed.  An  error  in  orders  was 
probably  the  cause.

The  »4d  stamp  con- 
tains a  picture  of  AorangI  or  Mount 
Crooke.  the  highest  peak  in  New  Zea- 
land. The  scene  on  the  Id  stamp  is  a 
view  across  Lake  Taupo,  the  largest 
lake  In  the  North  island,  the  blue  2Vid 
stamp,  which  is  likely  to  be  the  most 
often  seen  in  England,  represents  the 
southern  end  of  Lake  Wakatipu.  The 
design  on  the  3d  stamp  gives  a  pair  of 
sacred  hula  birds,  the  feathers  of  which 
were  worn  in  the  hair  of  the  Maori 
chiefs  alone.  On  the  6d  stamp  appears 
the  well  known  apteryx  or  kiwi,  and 
on  the  Is  an  exceedingly  well  executed 
pair  of  kakus,  the  wild  hawk-like  par- 
rot of  the  New  Zealand  forest.  A 
Maori  war  canoe  is  figured  on  the  8d 
stamp,  surrounded  by  the  fronds  of  a 
tree  fern  and  other  foliage.  Th«  4d 
and  9d  stamps  attempt  to  depict  the 
Pink  and  White  Terraces  destroyed  In 
the  eruption  of  1885.

Bess    Is    on 


WHAT  AILS  DILITII-.' 

What  is  thi'  matter  with  Duluth? 
Two  answers  to  this  cjuestlon  have  re- 
cently been  suggested— one  by  Mr 
Hartley,  who  contends  that  the  high 
rate  of  taxation  and  the  manner  in 
■which  the  trades  unions  are  conducted 
are  keeping  capitalists  away  from  th.« 
city  and  causing  them  to  seek  inv-st. 
inents  elsewhere;  the  other  by  Presi- 
dent McEwen  of  the  Trades  assembly, 
conternling  that  the  trades  unions  have 
been  a  benefit  to  the  city  and  tha*. 
townsite  boomer.^,  franchise-holding 
corporations  which  try  t>  evade  pay- 
ment of  personal  property  taxes,  large 
land  owners  who  seek  legal  technical- 
ities to  defeat  the  collection  of  really 
taxes,  and  others  of  that  class  are  re. 
sponsible  for  injuring  the  city  and 
ciunty's  financial  condition  and  dis- 
crediting the  city  in  the  eyes  of  inves- 
tors. 

The  Herald  believes  that  President 
McEwen  has  hit  the  nail  on  the  head. 
He  has  stated  clearly  and  concisely 
v\hat  is  the  matter  with  Duluth.  Tax 
dodgrers  are  the  greatest  enemies  to  the 
city's  progress  and  prosperity.  The 
trades  unions  may  not  always  be  right 
in  the  policy  which  they  pursue. 
Frequently  misguided  and  hot-headed 
agitators  lead  them  into  unwise  atti- 
tudes and  injury  results,  but  as  a  rule, 
organized  labor  aims  t)  benefit  the 
■whole  community.  The  Herald  knows 
of  no  Instance  wh«re  the  unions  havo 
caused  an  undue  increase  in  wages. 
Well-paid  labor  will  not  injure  any 
community,  nor  will  it  scare  capita* 
seeking  investment.  The  most  pros- 
perous communities  in  the  country  are 
those  where  labor  is  well  paid.  Every 
merchant  in  the  town  is  benefited  by 
the  presence  of  labor  which  is  well 
paid  and  thus  able  to  live  •.veil  and  pur- 
chase a  few  of  the  luxuries  as  ♦well  as 
the  actual  necessities  of  life. 

The  curse  of  any  community  «s  the 
tax-dodger— the  man  or  corporation 
that  adopts  every  possible  device  to 
evade  the  payment  of  taxes.  Con- 
spicuous in  this  list  in  Duluth  appear 
the  corporations  which  hold  franchises 
for  public  utilities,  which  were  given 
these  rights  and  privileges  without  any 
compensation  and  have  charged  the 
citizens  the  highest  rates  for  the  ser- 
vices they  perform  which  they  could 
hope  to  collect.  Only  a  short  time  ago 
■we  saw  the  gas  and  water  company 
transfer  its  property  to  its  bondholders 
and  cheat  the  city,  county  and  state  out 
of  taxes  amounting  to  $60,000,  and  now 
the  street  railway  company  has  hicn 
placed  in  the  han<ls  of  a  receiver,  and 
the  probability  is  that  the  city  and 
county  will  lose  Its  taxes  for  1895,  1890 
and  1897,  aggregating  nearly  $23,000.

or  the  platforms  of  the  liepublican  stata 
conventions  in  Minnesota  f.n-  the  pas' 
six  years  will  shjw.  In  July.  1894,  the 
plank  adopted   was  as  follows: 

"The  Republican  parly  believes  in  the 
use  of  both  gold  and  silver  as  money 
maintaining  the  substantial  parity  of 
value  of  every  dollar  in  circulation  with 
that  ol  every  other  dollar.  It  believes 
m  binietalli.sm.  ajid  that  the  restoration 
»f  silver  as  ultimate  money  to  the  cur- 
rency of  the  world  is  absolutely  neces- 
sary for  business  prosperity,  in-opcp 
rates  of  wages  and  the  welfare  of  the 
people. 

"Holding  these  views,  we  believe  it 
sliould  be  the  policy  of  the  United 
Slates  to  do  everything  in  its  power  t  > 
promote  the  restoration  of  silver  to  the 
world's  currency." 

In  1896  came  the  .straddle.  The  state 
fonvention  did  not  draw  a  financial 
plank  of  its  own.  Imt  contented  itself 
with  the  following: 

"We  endorse  most  heartily  the  plat- 
form adopted  by  our  national  Republi- 
<an  conventiim  at  St.  Louis,  and  j.r..- 
nounce  it  to  be  our  rule  of  action  and 
onr  pihtical  creed;  and  to  the  prin- ' 
ciples  which  it  so  fitly  declares  wd  pledg  • 
our  unqualified  suiiport." 

Sonje  people  may  have  forgotten  what 
tne  St.  Louis  platform  did  say  on  th« 
money  question.  The  plank  was  as  fol- 
l(»ws: 

"The  Republican  party  is  unreserved- 
ly for  s  >und  money,  n  caused  the  en- 
actment of  the  law  providing  for  the 
resumption  of  specie  payments  in  1,S79 
Since  then  every  dollar  has  been  as 
good  as  gold.

The    rank 
and   file  usually   is  sati.sfied.     It  is   the 
crowd    which   works   with    the   machine 
and  are  in  politics  for  what  thev  can  gel 
out  nf  it   that  is  always  badly  broken 
up  at  the  defeat  of  any  particular  can- 
didate,   and   so   it  was   this   time.     The 
machine  was  for  Van  Sant.  the  Morris 
men    were    anxious    for    Collins  -rdmply 
because  they  had  to  be  to  pay  a  polit"- 
ical  debt,  and  the  balance  did  not  much 
care.     There    is    one    claps    of    Republi- 
cans   in    Duluth    who   were    very    much 
interested  in  who  the  candidate  should 
be,   however,   and   they  are  just  now  in 
the  predicament  of  the  man  sitting  on 
a   red   hot   stove— they   are   mighty   un.

Manufacturers     Association 

Holds  an  Excellent 

Meeting. 

The  meeting  of  the  Manufacturers' 
association  last  r.ight  at  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  was  largely  attended.  The 
main  object  of  the  assiKiation  is  to  help 
the  cause  of  the  Home  Consumers' 
league  in  every  manner  iKJSsible  and  to 
encourage  home  buyers  to  purchase 
those  articles  that  are  made  or  grown 
in  Duluth  in  preference  to  goods  and 
breadstuffs  that  are  importad  into  the 
city.  The  prevailing  idea  seemed  to 
be  that  there  were  many  consumers  in 
the  city  that  favored  protection  to  the 
home  industries  and  many  more  who 
Would  jiurchase  himie  produc-ts  ex- 
clusively if  approached  in  the  right 
way  and  their  attention  called  to  the 
purpcfse  and  aim  of  the  movement. 

At  last  nights  meeting  a  committee 
w  as  prevent  from  the  Home  Consumers' 
league  and  the  policy  of  the  organiz- 
ations working  in  tonjunction  was  dis- 
cussed. P^very  effort  will  be  made  to 
increase  the  manufactories  of  Duluth 
by  the  league  and  any  aid  they  can 
give  will  be  extended.  It  was  reported 
that  some  dealers  were  unable  to  get 
the  home  products  and  an  effort  will 
be  made  to  see  that  all  the  merchants 
handle  as  much  as  po.ssible  of  Duluth 
goods. 

It  is  probable  t^at  about  Aug.  1  there 
will  be  an  ofceuing  of  the  market  hall, 
l)receded  by  a  parade  in  which  all 
the  dairymen  and  market  gardeners 
will  take  part.  It  is  likely  that  pro- 
ducts and  wares  will  be  placed  on  ex- 
hibition   for    three    months. 

The  Home  Consumers'  league  report- 
ed that  Its  organization  is  complete, 
there  being  120  vice  presidents  from 
all  the  social,  fraternal  and  religious 
organizations  and  lodges. 

A  manufacturers'  committee  was 
chosen  to  arrange  for  the  parade,  the 
committee  appointed  consisting  of  P. 
S.  Anneke,  Richard  Selwood,  C.  H, 
Thornton,  H.  R.  Elliott  and  W.  Bu- 
chanan. 

Hereafter  the  business  men  that  sell 
home-made  goods  will  be  advertised  b.v 
placing  a  card  in  each  store  bearing 
the  mark  of  the  Home  Consumers' 
league. 

It  is  expected  that  the  formal  open- 
ing of  the  market  hall  will  take  place 
about  Aug.  1  After  disposing  of  some 
routine  business  the  meeting  adjourned 
until  next  Friday  night,  when  it  is  ex- 
pected that  considerable  business  of 
importance  will   be  transacted.

CHARTERS 

Owners    Question    Whether 

Law  Applies   to    Those 

Made  in  Lakes. 


NO  RILING  YET  MADE 


Department    is  Considering 

the  Point-Season  Charters 

Present  Complication. 


There  is  one  feature  of  the  revenue 
law  of  much  Interest  in  Duluth  that  is 
being  held  in  abeyance  until  the  au- 
thorities at  Washington  pass  upon  it. 
That  is  the  provision  that  charters  of 
Vessels  for  carrying  cargoes  shall  be 
liable  to  a  duty  varying  with  the  size 
of  the  vessel.  Ships  under  3(X)  tons 
mu.st  pay  a  tax  of  $;].  shijjs  between  300 
and  600  tons  must  pay  $'.,  and  ships  over 
COO  tons  must  pay  $10.  "With  almost 
no  exceptions  the  vessels  chartere<l  on 
the  great  lakes  come  under  the  $10  list, 
and  during  busy  seasons  the  tax  will 
amount  to  a  great  deal.    Just  at  present 

there  are  very  few  charters,  and  it  does 
not  cut  s  >  much  figure,  but  during  the 
fall,  when  the  grain  begins  to  move, 
there  will  be  lots  of  charters  and  there- 
fore lots  of  taxes  to  be  paid. 

The  ves.-^el  men  have  raised  the  ques- 
tion whether  or  not  the  law  applies  to 
the  great  lakes.  The  law  itself  says 
nothing  about  this  either  one  way  op 
another,  but  apparently  applies  to  any 
vessel.  The  iiue.stion  has  been  raised, 
>i owever.  and  it  is  said  that  the  authori- 
ties at  Washington  <lid  not  seem  to  be 
very  certain  about  the  point.  They  still 
have  it  under  advisement,  and  until  it 
is  decided  the  tax  is  not  being  paid.  It 
can  be  levied  at  any  tijne.  however, 
and  as  soon  as  the  authorities  decide 
that  the  law  applies  to  the  lake.s.  taxes 
will  have  to  be  paid  on  sll  charters 
made  since  July  1. 

Another  question  that  has  been  raised 
is  whether  the  shipper  or  the  vessel  is 
to  pay  the  tax.  The  law  says  nothing 
on  this  head,  but  the  chances  are  that 
the  vessel  will  have  to  pay  it,  tis  it  is 
the  under  dog  in  the  fight,  as  -a  vessel 
agent  expressed  It  yesterday.  With 
rates  cut  as  low  as  they  are  at  pre.sent 
this  will  make  them  still  lower,  though 
the  tax  is  not  cUaimed  t.)  be  an  exor- 
Litant  one. 

Another  feature  that  looked  like  an 
Interesting  question  at  first  was  the 
seas-on  charter.  Cliarters  are  frequently 
made  at  the  beginning  of  the  season 
for  boats  to  can-y  ore  all  during  the 
season  at  a  certain  rate.  In  this  case 
there  is  really  but  one  charter,  though 
a  large  number  of  loads  may  be  carried 
under  it.  .\  Duluth  vessel  agent  said 
yesterday  that  while  this  might  be  con- 
strued so  that  but  one  payment  of  $10 
would  be  made,  he  doubted  it  very 
much,  and  he  believed  that  the  pay- 
ment would  have  to  "be  made  on  every 
cargo  carried  under  the  season  charter.

Needed  in  Commonwealth,  Ga. 

The  most  unique  settlement  in  the 
Ignited  States  is  the  town  of  Common- 
wealth. Ga.,  says  the  New  York  World. 

There  Is  no  need  for  money  at  Com- 
monwealth, for  everything  goes  into  the 
common  fund,  and  every  man  shares 
exactly  alike.  There  are  no  rich  people 
in  Commonwealth  and  no  poor  people. 
All  work  for  one  another,  and  the  law 
and  creed  of  the  community  is  love  If 
a  person  wishes  to  build  a  house  the 
lumber  is  furnished  from  the  mill  oper- 
ated by  the  members  of  the  settlement 
If  vegetables  are  wanted  the  common 
garden  supplies  the  need. 

The  settlement  is  run  on  the  co-opor- 
atlve  plan.  Lo\e  thy  neighbor  as  thy- 
self,    is  a  law  that  is  strictly  enforced 

Two  years  ago  Commonwealth  was 
founded  by  a  few  experimentalists.  Now 
it  IS  a  village  of  seventy-flve  families, 
working  about  1000  acres,  at  one  time 
a  plantation.  The  old-fas'hioned  home 
of  the  ante-bellum  planter  is  now  one  of 
the  town  buildings.  Besides  this  there 
are  several  dwelling  houses,  a  printing 
ofTlce,  a  large  school  house,  a  sawmill 
and   a  general   dining  hall. 

Commtmwealth  has  its  school,  paper 
mill  and  clergyman.  A  magazine  called 
Social  Gospel,  setting  forth  the  teach- 
ings of  the  community,,  is  published 
every  month. 

Many  talented  men  and  brilliant  wo- 
men have  gone  to  this  ftttle  Georgia 
village  to  live  the  law  of  love.  Even 
in  the  school  good  work  and  good  be- 
havior are  enforced,  not  by  the  rod 
but  by  love.  In  this  community  there 
IS  said  to  lie  no  jealousy,  no  envy  no 
strife.  This  simple  creed  hangs  lipon 
the  wall  of  every  cottage: 

"Thou  Shalt  love  the  Lord,  thy  God 
with  all  thy  heart,  and  thy  neighbor 
as  thyself. 

"Love  worketh  no  ill  to  his  neighbor; 
therefore,  love  is  the  fulfilling  of  the 
law. 

"This  is  My  cotnamndment:  That  ye 
love  one  another  as  I  have  loved  you. 

'He  that  loveth  not  his  brother 
whom  he  hath  .seen,  cannot  love  Go<l 
whoiTi  he  hath  not  seen.  And  this  com- 
mandment have  we  from  Him.  that  he 
who  loveth  God  love  his  brother  also." 

MARTYR  Tt)  SPANISH  TYRANNY 

A  remarkable  story  is  published  in 
Loixd.m  in  reference  to  one  of  the  many 
incidents  that  have  gone  to  fill  to  the 
brim  the  cup  of  Spain's  iniquity.  Don 
Ji'S  Rizal.  a  mJily-born  Castilian.  with

.nen  as  colonial  rulers.  His  sympathies 
were  enlisted  <m  the  side  of  the  revolu- 
tion, and  h'  gave  expression  to  them  in 
yer.ses  which  spread  rapidly  through  the 
island.  The  military  governor  came  to 
the  c  -nclusion  that  these  utterances 
were  treasonable,  and  ordered  th  •  arrest 
of  the  poet  on  the  eve  of  his  marriage 
with  Louise  TauftTs.  the  daughter  of 
the  German  clnsul  g-n-eral.  He  was  at 
once  placed  on  board  the  cruiser  Cortilla 
and  sent  to  Harcelona.  There  a  court- 
martial  speedily  .settled  tlie  business  by 
sentencing  himi  to  b  .shot.  At  this  junc- 
ture Fraulein  Taufers  arrived  on  the 
sc  ne,  and  the  general  in  command  was 
induced  to  allow  th..^  unhappy  pair  to  be 
Carried  before  th-  sentence  was  carried 
out.  On  the  nKirning  of  March  29  the 
ceremony  took  place,  and  Ave  mlnutcS 
later  Don  Jose,  who  had  passed  his  last 
night  in  writing  a  poem,  "Mi  ultimo 
pensamiento,"  was  marched  off  to  th© 
liarrack-squar-  and  died  with  heroic 
courage.

The  sixth  member  oi 
the  party  was  a  stranger  from  (.alifornia, 
a  portly,  well-garbed,  line-appearing  in- 
dividual, who  had  been  Introduced  by  the 
politician  as  an  old  friend  who  was  visit- 
ing him  for  the  first  time  in  manv  vears 
They  had  been  chums  at  .school  and  later 
in  life  were  interested  in  a  business  v.  n- 
lure  msether.  Away  back  in  the  "7Us  thev 
had  sold  out  their  business  at  a  good 
profit,  and  the  visitor  had  taken  his  share 
and  gone  to  California,  whore  he  had  be- 
come immensely  rich  by  investments  in 
ranch  lands.

CROWNED  KING 


Of  the  Gypsies  With   Quaint  Pomp 
and  Ceremony. 

Willi  much  cjuaint  pomp  and  cere- 
mony, and  in  the  presence  of  a  vast  con- 
course of  .spectators,  a  gypsy  king  was 
crowend  on  Kirk  Yethclm  greer>. 

The  chosen  of  the  Romany  tribe  is 
named  Charles  Blythe  Rutherford.  He 
has  passed  the  age  of  three  scor-  and 
ten,  and  besides  iieing  crowned  king,  his 
S"ypsy  subjects  also  proclaimed  him  earl 
if  Little  Egypt,  says  the  London  Mail. 

Prince  Charlie,  as  he  is  familiarly 
t  rmed.  is  a  fine  specimen  of  manhood. 
It  is  years  since  he  gave  up  the  roving 
habits  of  his  tribe  and  devoted  himself 
;o  the  more  prosaic  occupation  of  keep- 
ing a  lodging  house  in  the  village  oj 
Kiik  Y'eiholm.  but  his  admirers  proudly 
proclaim  that  he  is  desc-nded  from  the 
i"yal  gypsy  hou.se  of  Faa.  Blythe  and 
Itutherfurd. 

Charles  Blythe  Rutherford"s  moflier 
was  Queen  Esther,  the  last  gypsy  sov- 
<»relgn  crowned  at  Yetholm.  Esther  do  s 
not  appear  to  have  been  t.w  heavily  en- 
dowed with  this  world's  go.iils,  seeing 
that  she  applied  for  parish  relief  and 
was  r  fused  on  the  ground  that  she  had 
visible  means  of  support  as  a  "mugger" 
—that  is  to  say,  she  possessed  a  hors? 
and  cart  Id  convey  her  mugs  to  the  cus- 
tomers w  ho  patronized  her. 

Th:  gypsy  queen  was  offered  admis- 
sion to  the  poorhouse.  but  refused,  and 
lived  on  until  1883  in  her  own  "palace," 
a  low,  1-storied,  whitewashed  cottage, 
with  an  open  hearth  fire,  the  smo'Ke 
from  w  hich  passed  out  through  a  hole  in 
thf  roof.  Quite  recently  Charles  ihimself 
removed  into  this  "palace,"  the  lodging 
house  not  having  proved  a  lucrative  in- 
vestment. 

The  "Archbishop  of  Yetholm,"  w-hd 
placed  the  crown  on  the  Romany  mon- 
arch's brow,  was  Mr.  Gladstone,  the 
village  blacksmith,  who.se  father 
crown-d  Prince  Charlie's  mother,  and 
wh...se  family  are  said  to  possess  the 
hereditary  privilege  of  crowning  the 
gypsy  sovereigns.  The  crown  it.self  was 
iiade  of  tin,  adorned  with  tin.sel  and  sur- 
'nounted  by  a  thistle,  and  th^  arch- 
bishop, in  performimg  the  coronation 
ceremony,  delivered  a  speech  in  the 
R.many  tongue.  After  Prince  Charlie 
had  duly  responded,  a  proc  ssion  was 
formed,  in  which  mounted  men,  a  brass 
•t<and,  a  mace  bearer  and  'herald  pre- 
ceded the  royal  carriage,  drawn  by  six 
i'asses,  and  after  the  neighboring  villag  a 
had  been  visited,  the  proceedings  wound 
up  with  athletic  sports,  a  public  dinner 
and  a  dance. 

It  is,  of  course,  in  its  associations  with 
the  past  that  the  interest  of  y  sterday's 
ceremony  lies.  The  Faas,  from  whom 
Prince  Charlie  is  descended,  claimed 
that  their  name  was  a  contraction  of 
Pharaoh,  and  asserted  that  thy  were 
connected  by  Wood  with  the  ancient 
kings  of  Egypt.  So  far  back  as  1540 
James  V  of  Scotland  made  a  treaty  with 
"Johnne  Faw,  lord  and  earl  of  Little 
'^gypt,"  acknowledging  his  kingship  and 
giving  him  the  right  to  administer  law 
to  and  inflict  punishment  on  his  fellow 
Egyptians.  Not  long  afterward,  how- 
ver,  James  changed  his  attitude,  and 
issued  an  order  commanding  his  loyal 
sulijects.  whenever  they  found  three 
gypsies  together,  to  slay  two  of  them 
without  mercy.  James  VI  endeavored 
vainly  to  exterminate  the  race,  but  the 
advance  of  modern  civilization  has  done 
what  succeeding  m<|n.irchs  vainly  at- 
tempted to  accomplish.

Gff  Santiago.  July  7.  via  Kingston. 
July  S.— (Copyright.  1.H98.  by  the  Asso- 
ciated Press.) — The  vessels  which  com- 
l>osed  Admiral  Cervera's  squadron, 
converted  Into  wrecked  charnel  houses, 
are  littering  the  Cuban  c<jast,  and  the 
scenes  of  desolation  and  death  baffle 
description. 

At  the  entrance  of  the  harbor  of  San- 
tiago lies  the  Keina  Mercedes,  sunk  at 
midnight  July  ;5.  Westward  five  miles 
from  the  harbor  is  a  torpedo  Ifoat  de- 
stroyer stuck  fast  In  the  rocks,  close 
in  shore,  battered  by  the  surf.  Rocks 
Jutting  out  of  the  water  in  front  wher<» 
she  lies  hid-  her  hull  from  view.  Her 
davits  an<l  the  top  of  her  conning  tower 
alone  mark  her  resting  place. 

Visible  from  th**  .sea, a  fewmlles  farther 
West,  in  an  inlet  embraced  by  two 
mighty  arms  of  black  roi-ks  that  extend 
half  a  mile  into  the  sea.  -are  the  remains 
<»f  the  twin  cruisers  Infanta  Maria 
Teresa  and  Almirante  Oquendo.  for- 
merly the  pride  of  the  Spanish  navy. 

On  beyond  lies  the  Vizcaya.  a  mju?.'! 
of  ruins,  and  forty-two  miles  avvay  from 
Santiag  »  the  Cristobal  Colon  lies  help- 
less on  her  side,  her  smokestacks  under 
water.  The  Infanta  Maria  Teresa  and 
Almirante  Oijuendo  stand  upright, 
stuck  fast  im  the  rocky  shoals.  All 
that  is  left  of  them  Is  their  outer  hulls, 
the  heavy  armor  defying  total  annihila- 
tion. Inside  of  them  the  work  of  de- 
struction is  complete.  Their  bjilers. 
engines,  bunkers  and  magazines  have 
been  blown  into  unrecognizable  masses 
of  twLsted.  melted  iron.  Exploded  shell."^. 
burned  rifles  and  revolvers,  pieces  of 
yellow  brass  work  and  gold  and  silver 
coin,  melted  by  the  intense  heat,  arc 
strewn  all  over  the  remains  of  the  once 
prriud  armored  cruisers,  whose  protec- 
tive decks  only  stand  in  place. 

But  the  most  ghistly.  horrible  sights 
in  those  steel  coffins  are  the  mangled, 
scarred  and  charred  bodies  of  hundreds 
of  brave  sailors,  sacrificed  for  their 
ciuntry.  Buzzards  are  feeding  off  thu 
dead  and  others  are  hovering  /ver  the 
wrecks.  On  the  beach  other  tlocks  of 
vultures  sit  In  silenc^e  waiting  for  the 
sea  to  give  up  its  dead.  F]very  tide  adds 
to  the  tale  of  horror,  washing  up  such 
objects  as,  for  instance,  a  sleeve  en- 
closing a  wasted  arm.  other  p  irtions  of 
human  bo<lies  gnawed  by  hungry  sharks 
and  countless  relics  of  the  battle. 

Attention  has  been  given  to  the  burial 
of  the  dead  of  the  enemy,  and  over  100 
bodies  taken  from  the  ships  or  wasned 
ashore  have  been  Interred  upon  tho 
beach  by  Rear  Admiral  Sampson's 
orders.  Those  which  now  remain ■  ar*- 
either  almost  totally  consumed  h(/  fire, 
charred  beyond  belief  or  lie  In  the 
depths  of  the  sea.  These  folm  the  food 
of  the  buzzards  who  keep  constant  vigil 
about   the  wrecks. 

The  buried  remains  lie  in  a  confuscii 
mass,  unnumbereil  and  unname«l,  in  a 
huge  pit  dug  in  the  sandy  beach  •#herc 
the  vessels  went  ashore.  A  rude  'voiden 
cross  from  the  wreckage  alone  marks 
the  grave,  a  grave  over  which  Fpain 
may  well  mourn.

Spaniards  Refuse  to  Give  up   Santi- 
ago to  Shatter. 

New  Y<^rk.  July  ".♦.— A  dispatch  to 
the  Herald  from  Havana  says:  The 
Americans  demanded  the  surender  of 
Santiago,  fixing  the  terms  of  truce  until 
.Saturday  noon.  Gen.  Toral  has  refused 
the  proposition,  saying  he  la  resolved 
to  defend  the  town  until  he  dies.  Gen. 
Blanco  approves  of  the  firmness  of  Gen. 
Toral's  resolution. 

It  is  believed  that  a  general  assault 
on  Santiago  by  the  army  and  navy 
began  at   noon. 

Madrid.  July  9.  10  a.  m.— It  Is  ru- 
mored here  that  the  Spanish  officials 
have  reieiveil  a  telegrairi  from  Capt. 
(Jen.  Blanco  saying  that  Rear  Admiral 
Sampson  has  sent  him  a  telegraphie 
t  onununication  ordering  the  com- 
mander to  order  an  evacuation  of  San- 
tiago within  forty-eight  h»)urs,  other- 
wise the  Americans  will  bombard  all 
the    forts    in    Cuba. 


PHILIPPINE  DIGEST. 


Statement  From   England   of 
an  Alleged  Agent  of  Pres- 
ident Aguinaldo. 

London.  July  ».— (Copyright  by  the 
A.s.sociated  Press.) — One  of  Aguinaldo's 
leaders  in  the  last  Philippine  revolt  i* 
living  incognito  in  London  and 
practically  acting  as  Aguinaldo'? 
agent.  being  in  receipt  of  con- 
stant telegrams  and  letters  from 
Cavite.  Questioned  on  the  Philip 
pine  situation  by  a  representative  of  the 
Assrjciated   Press,   he  said: 

The  Philippine  republic  was  pro- 
claimed in  October,  ISitG,  and  its  first 
president  was  Andreas  Bonifacio.  When 
he  died,  over  a  year  ag<^  Aguinaldo  wa.^ 
elected  president  and  commander-in- 
chleif.  On  the  arrival  of  Capt.  Gen. 
Primo  De  Rivera,  that  officer  adopted  a 
policy  of  bringing  the  rebellion  to  an 
end  by  means  of  concessions,  force  hav- 
ing failed.  Our  leaders  were  approached 
ar.d  the  result  was  the  "pact"  of 
Biaonabato,  so  called  from  the  village 
where  it  was  signeil,  on  Dec.  14.  1.S97. 
Senor  Sagasta  the  other  day  denied 
that  in  that  "pact"  (Jen.  Rivera  prom- 
ised any  reforms.  Here  is  an  official 
copy  of  that  "pact,"  wherein  is  prom- 
ised the  banishment  or  at  least  the  dis- 
banding of  the  religious  orders;  Philip- 
pine representation  In  the  cortes:  the 
same  administration  of  justice  for  the 
natives  as  for  the  Spaniards;  unity  of 
laws  between  the  Philippines  and  Spain; 
the  natives  to  share  the  chief  offices  of 
the  Philipi)ines  civil  administration; 
rearrangemnt  of  the  property  of  the 
friars  and  of  the  taxes  in  favor  of  the 
natives:  recognition  if  the  Individual 
rights  of  natives,  with  liberty  of  public 
meeting  and  of  the  press,  and  a  general 
amnesty.  These  sum  up  the  native 
grievances,  and  are  what  we  shall  ex- 
pect  the   Americans   will   institute. 

For  those  reforms  .\guinaldo  and  the 
other  leaders  promised  that  if  Rivera 
carried  out  the  'pat  t"  they  would  ex- 
patriate themselves  for  three  years  and 
fnnent  no  movement  against  Spanish 
authority  during  that  time.  ITpon  the 
rebels  surrendering  their  arms,  ammu- 
nition, etc.,  Aguinaldo  was  to  receive 
400,000  pesetas.  This  money  Aguinaldo 
deposited  in  the  Hong  Kong  and  Shang- 
hai bank  at  Hong  Kong,  not  for  hi.i 
personal  use.  but  as  a  fund,  the  Inter- 
est of  which— in  case  the  captain  gen- 
eral carried  out  his  part  of  the  "i)act" 
— was  to  be  devoted  to  the  education 
of  natives  in  England.  In  case  the 
"pact"  was  not  fulfilled  by  the  Span- 
iards, the  money  was  to  be  used  for 
arms  and  ammunition  for  the  rebellion. 
The  captain  general  never  proclaimed 
a  general  amnesty,  denied  the  existence 
of  the  "pact"  and  shot  several  rebel 
leaders  wh<»  returned  to  Manilla  on  the 
strength    of    it. 

Since  the  renewal  of  the  rebellion, 
under  the  Inspiration  of  'Admiral 
Dewey's  victory,  the  present  captain 
general  has  apioached  Aguinaldo  anci 
his  leaders  and  promised  If  they  would 
make  common  cause  against  the  Ameri- 
cans he  would  carry  out  the  deforms 
stated  In  the  pact.  As  a  mark  of  bona 
fide  intention  he  appointed  a  board  of 
commissioners,  to  which  he  appointed 
twenty  leaders  of  the  Philippine  insur- 
gents. All  offers  were  scornfully  re- 
jected. , 

The  German  pretensions  are  simply 
preposterous.  They  are  practically 
little  more  than  peddlers.  All  the  large 
meivantile  houses  are  English.  wh:> 
have  in  their  hands  quite  thre2-fourth.=« 
of  the  bulk  and  value  of  the  commerce. 
The  banks,  railroad,  telegraphs,  cable 
and  local  steamship  lines  are  English; 
the  only  cotton  mills  belong  to  the  Eng- 
lish, and  the  English  control  the  sugar 
and  hemp  trades.  The  Germans  are 
trying  for  some  >f  the  heavier  trade, 
but  have  not  capital  nor  credit.  There 
is  only  one  American  house  in  Manilla, 
There  is  only  one  Russian  subject  in 
the  island.  T'p  to  now  Spani.sh  has 
been  the  official  language,  but  try  last 
weeks  mail  I  learned  .\guinaldo  in- 
tends as  far  as  the  republic  is  concerned 
to  substitute  E]nglish. 

The  root  cause  of  the  Philippine  rebel- 
lions has  always  been  the  steady  depri- 
vation of  the  natives  of  their  rights  by 
the  Spaniards.  Year  by  year  security  for 
life  and  property  has  diminished,  par- 
ticularly as  to  the  native  friar  in  the 
Philippines.  The  Spanish  friars,  tm). 
have  sent  to  Spain  all  the  monastery 
wealth  they  could  dispose  of.  particular- 
l.v  that  willed  to  the  monasteries  by  rich 
natives.  Then,  too,  the  persecution  of 
the  Free  Masons  by  the  friars  caused 
:5000  Masons  being  lodged  in  jail  al^  the 
in.^tance  of  the  friars  and  loaded  with 
iri>ns.  Besides,  no  promise  ever  made  by 
the  Spaniards  with  the  natives  has  been 
kept. 


FULL  or  PEACE  RUMORS. 


But  Nothing  In  That  Line  Has  Actually 
Occurred. 

Londcn,  July  9.— Although  peace 
iiunors  are  numerous  and  there 
Is  a  geiwral  feeling  that  Spain 
"may  at  any  moment  sue  for  peace,  noth- 
ing definite  on  the  subject  is  known  in 
cifmpet  nt  quarters,  and  both  the  oftl- 
cials  of  the  United  States  embassy  and 
the  British  foreign  office  say  the  situa- 
tion is  the  same  as  yesterday,  and  at  the 
foreign  office  It  is  declared  that  Ih  fe  is 
absolutely  no  truth  in  the  story  printed 
this  morning  by  a  New  York  paper  to 
the  effect  that  Spain  has  made  formal 
overtures  for  peace  with  the  I^nit  d 
States  through  Sir  Henry  Drummond- 
VVolf.  the  British  am'oassador  at 
Madrid,  and  th  y  ridicule  the  alleged 
concessions  attributed  to  Spain  in  tliL- 
story  referred  to. 

PEACE  INTERVENTION.

Artena,ltaly,Bears  that  tnen- 

viable  Distinction  Among 

Earth's  Settlements. 


Murders    Are  •  Numerous— A 

Mayor  Who  Is  Blind  to 

the  Goings  On. 

Armed  with  a  government  commission. 
Cesare  Lombrosii  and  other  renowned 
students  of  criminol.igy  have  turned 
their  att  ntion  to  the  Httle  city  of 
^•Vrt  nia.  in  the  \'ols(i|ian  m>Aiatains,  si  tne 
forty  miles,  as  the  crow  Mies,  from  tlie 
capital,  says  the  Boston  Glqbe. 

This  town  of  4000  inhabitants  lives  in 
history  as  the  southern  hatch-oven,  of 
evij-doers  and  felons.  As  long  as  four 
and  a  half  centurl  b  ago  Corrado  Celto 
said  of  its  citizens: 

"No  possible  punishments  can  deter 
them  from  heaping  up  crime  upon  crime, 
f(ir  their  perversity  of  mind  is  more  fer- 
tile in  inventing  new  off  uses  than  the 
imagination  of  judges  is  In  new  punish- 
ments." 

And  at  the  period  meritioned  new-fan- 
gled ideas  for  executing  and  torturing 
criminals  were  almost  as  plentiful  as 
such  r  lidting  to  bicycles  are  today. 

Either  for  patriotic  or  geographical 
reasons,  or  both,  Artena  has  never  fig- 
ured in  the  criminology  literature  of  tile 
pre.sent  period,  which  has  branded  other 
places  in  Italy  as  homes  of  the  born  de- 
linquent;  but  now  an  ov  rhauling  of 
nc./rds,  ancient  and  contemporary,  by 
the  well-known  authorities  in  medical 
jurispruden.  e  is  promised  and  we  will 
.stjon  know  all  about  this  romantic  sjtot. 
where  assassins  grow  wild,  where  fair- 
browed  mothers  .ducate  their  children 
in  the  noble  art  of  cutting  throats,  and 
where  revenge  is  the  prayer  on  the  lips 
iif  young  and  old. 

Meanwhile  the  writer  has  done  a  Utile 
investigating  on  his  own  hook.  To  l)e- 
gin  with,  he  ascertained  that  while  the 
crop  of  murders— and  this  does  not  in- 
clude homicides  or  mere  manslaughter — 
in  the  whole  of  Italy  is  on  a  ratio  of  ;50  t  i 
every  10.000  deaths  in  the  kingdom, 
nearly  2  per  c  nt  of  the  men,  women  and 
children  buried  in  the  mountain  ceme- 
teries of  Artena  year  by  year,  die  by 
violence.  The  Italian  national  murder 
crop  is  the  larg  st  in  the  civilized  world, 
being  four  and  a  half  times  larger,  for 
instance,  than  that  of  Great  Britaiiii, 
which  is  not  reckoned  among  the  gent- 
lest countries. 

I  found  the  town,  which  I  reached  on 
muleback,  one  of  the  most  pictur  squely 
situated  •  in  the  kingdom.  .\rt.na 
citiwns  the  summit  of  a  mountairn  1200 
feet  high. 

Half  way  up  stands  a  mighty  castle. 
I>ullt  like  a  fortress  of  the  middle  ages, 
with  a  moat  and  towers  galore.  It  be- 
lon.gs  to  the  Borgese,  but  no  member  of 
that  princely  family  has  set  foot  in  it 
since  shirts  e>f  chain  mall  artd  steel 
bonnets  went  out  of  fashion.  In  fact. 
th  y  ceased  taking  personal  interest  in 
tilieir  property  since  their  neighbors 
above  acquired  their  first  blunderbuss. 

The  town  consists  of  a  single  street, 
crawling  up  the  mountain  in  zigzag 
fashion.  The  houses  are  low  and  narrow- 
in  depth;  b  .hind  the  small  back  yard.s 
the  rocks  descend  abruptly,  as  if  hewn 
off  by  a  mighty  rus^h  of  waters. 

The  4000  citizens  of  this  town  are,  a  ■- 
cording  to  the  luayor's  statements, 
among  the  best  situated  in  Italy,  as  far 
as  means  and  opportunities  for  making 
a  st-ady  and  comfortable  living  are  con- 
cerned even  the  poorest  of  them  owning 
enough  rich  lan-d  in  the  valley  to  yield 
all  they  need,  while  the  bett^r-to-do 
families  are  among  the  heavy  wheat 
sellci^  and  sjieculators  of  the  provitxe. 
That  actual  want  di)es  not  exist  in 
Art.^na  wa.s  further  demimstrated  to  me 
by  the  surprising  fact  t'nat  during  my 
visit  there  was  not  a  single  beggar  ap- 
proached m  ;  not  even  tha  children 
a.'sked  for  centesimos. 

I'nder  these  c^ircumstances.  to  which 
may  be  added  a  particularly  mild  cii- 
maie.  one  would  imagine  that  th  Ar- 
tenians  were  a  happy-go-lucky  lot.  a 
mil-  lazy,  pei'haps,  but  certainly  un- 
willing to  habitually  walk  the  path  ol 
liie  transgressor. 

Such  a  surmise  wou'.d  ccm-.plelely  coin- 
cide with  the  writings  of  the  L)mbrosos. 
Morrisons.  Ferris,  and  others,  who  in- 
sist that  the  majority  of  criminals  arc 
,')red  under  anomalous  social  conditroois. 
iVIoreover.  it  would  concur  with  the 
latrst  year  biok  of  C  e  New  York  stale 
reformatory  wiiich  says  that  53  per  cent 
of  criminals  in  New  York  came  fioni 
homes  which  were  positively  bad— that 
is,  where  want  and  abject  poverty 
reigned,  besides  crim  ;  while  only  T'/s  pei' 
cent  came  from  homes  that  were  posi- 
tively good. 

So  much  for  pathological  theories.  A.-' 
a  matter  of  everyday  practice  crime 
ttouris'h  s  in  Artena  as  if  the  town  were 
onf»  immense  bagnio,  and  its  4000  inhabi- 
tants so  many  graduates  from  the  gal- 
leys, set  free  on  a  lone  island  to  mas- 
sacre and  n)b  each  ot'her  at  will. 

As  already  stated.  2  per  cent  of  all 
deaths  in  Arterit  are  the  outcome  of 
murder  direct;  persons  dying  of  wounds 
received  in  assaults,  or  by  the  action  of 
incendiarism  are  not  included  in  the 
list. 

Thefts,  street  robbery,  burglary  and 
.assaults  with  stiletto  or  revolv  r  are 
.matters  of  such  ordinary  occurrence  in 
the  town,  and  in  the  valley  belonging  to 
the  people,  that  to  investigate  them  all, 
according  to  the  mayor  of  the  city,  the 
numb  r  of  police  officials  and  judges 
would  have  to  be  increased  out  of  all  pro- 
portion to  the  total  number  of  inhabi- 
tants. . 

The  aut'horities.  continued  this  ofncjal, 
'take  notice  only  of  the  most  atrocious  of 
crimes  brought  to  their  notice  by  thf 
press  of  th;  capital,  or  when  non-resi- 
dents suffer. 

This  complacent  official  is  the 
eleventh  successor  of  a  mayor  mys- 
teriously murdered  In  Artena  in  the  be- 
ginning of  1879.  All  these  mayors  were 
elecfed  for  a  period  of  ten  years.  Three 
died  under  the  hands  of  assassins,  two 
of  them  in  broad  daylight  and  on  the 
open  market  place.  The  rest  received 
such  wounds  as  to  cripple  them  for  life 
and  make  them  leave  their  post  in 
haste. 

The  present  incumbent  of  the  oince 
aspires  to  the  distinction  .of  outliving 
his  term,  and  to  that  end  goes  about 
his  business  with  ears  securely  plugged 
and  eyes  shut.  As  a  piece  of  general  In- 
formation he  told  me  that  the  number 
of  crimes  against  life  and  property 
brought  to  offlcial  recognizance  in  Ar- 
tena is  fifteen  times  greater  relatively 
to  the  number  of  inhabitants  of  Italy. 
Mark  the  word.s,  "official  recogniz- 
ance!" 

There  is  no  need  of  leading  an  Ar- 
tenlan.  who  may  have  strayed  from 
his  or  her  environment,  into  crime  by 
suggestion.  All  of  them  seem  to  be 
possessed  of  an  irresistible  passion  for 
cruelty— cruelty  that  wishes  Its  victim 
to  feel  the  bitterness  of  death. 

Since  the  old  name  of  Monteforthino 
■was  erased  from  the  map  after  the  fall 
of  Rome  and  the  end  of  the  papal  gov- 
ernment in  1870,  three  entire  families, 
some  of  the  oldest  In  the  city,  have  been 
completely  wiped  out— the  Scarenzies, 
the  Dabos  and  the  Rulfls. 

All  houses  are  provided  with  meana 
of  fortification  and  many  trapdoois. 
Victims  of  hatred  or  the  prizes  of  rob-

She  appealed  to  yneen  Victoria 
many  times  and  made  so  many  trips  to 
Washington,  that  he  strong,  tine  r,ice 
became  a  feature  in  the  halls  of  the  Capi- 
tol. But  Hawaiian  politics  pre\":iiled  ov.^i 
native  love,  and  it  is  doubtful  If  the 
l)rincess  will  ever  again  c<jmo  into  ;:>r 
island  kingdom. 

Kaiulani  never  ruled  on  the  tin-oiie. 
I.iliknokalani,  htr  aunt,  occupied  it  iniiil 
Hawaii  was  disrupted  by  a  revolution. 
Then  the  queen  fled  from  the  jialace,  ;;nr| 
Kaiulani,  who  was  a  girl  in  school,  was 
called  to  the  throne.  Meanwhile,  how- 
ever,     a    republican      government        was 


quickly  formed,  and  when  Kalula:ii 
reached  the  palace  it  was  turned  Into  .-i 
republican  senate  hall. 

When  Kai\ilani  saw  that  she  could  not 
get  her  throne,  she  did  what  a  woman 
wotild  naturally  do— she  chose  the  ne\' 
best  thing.  A  native  prince,  the  wealthi- 
est on  the  island,  and  one  who  had  u.'tr.t 
f>ducateil  in  England  when  she  was  theie. 
has  long  sought  her  hand,  and  Kaiulair. 
weeping  for  the  throne,  turned  to  him  f o  • 
consolation.  They  will  live  in  Haw'^i 
and  will  be  supported  partly  by  the  i.,i- 
mense  incfinie  of  the  prince's  cocoan? 
t-state  and  partl.v  b.v  the  pension  whic!5 
Kaiulaid  reeeives  for  life.  This  pens'on 
will  stop  should  she  ever  raise  an  arnv- 
to  take  the  throne  by  force. 


bery  are  killed,  maimed  or  tirtured.  A 
house  goes  up  in  flames  and  half  a 
dozen  children  with  it.  Who  cares'* 
Next  day  a  friend  of  the  murdered  fam- 
ily shoots  down  the  perpetrator  N>r  per- 
petrators wherever  he  finds  or  tracks 
trhem. 

The  authorities  are  powerless,  for  no 
citizen  of  Artena  will  bear  witness 
against  another.  1  attended  a  session  of 
the  assizes  at  Artena  early  in  the  year. 
The  whole  town  knew  that  youn.g 
Ottavi  saw  his  father  murdered  l)y 
Jegado.  Did  he  bear  out  the  public  pro- 
secutor? Not  a  word  could  that  official 
draw  from  his  sealed  lips.  His  sisters 
and  mother,  who  had  been  lLkewii?^• 
direct  or  indirect  witnesses  to  the  deed, 
were  equally  silent. 

When  I  returned  to  Rome  I  read  a 
dispatch  .saying. that  Jegado's  house  was 
broken  into  night  before  last  and  that 
the  murderer  and  his  three  small  chil- 
dren were  bound  to  the  bed,  -flrenched 
with  kerosene  and  slowly  rcuisted  to 
death — "perpetrators  unknowji,"  of 
course. 

After  1870  the  new  govemnrent  re- 
solved to  break  up  the  time-honored 
robber  nests,  and  Monteforthino  in  pui- 
ticular  was  given  a  strong  judicial  ad- 
ministration; schools  were  erected  and 
the  greatest  severity  was  exercised  in 
carrying  out  the  laws  and  enforcing 
respect  for  them. 

As  a  consequence  a  few  hundred  of 
the  Inhabitants  had  to  be  taken  charge 
of  at  once  and  shipped  to  the  county 
seat,  where  they  were  confronted  with 
their  judges,  a  cage  having  been  built 
for  every  twelve  prisoners.  Whole  fam- 
ilies were  then  deported;  but  crime  did 
not  diminish  in  the  least.  The  new  city 
of  Artena  soon  had  as  bad  a  name  as 
the   Monteforthino  of  old. 

Just  befqre  Pietro  Acciarito  heaped 
new  criminal  renown  upon  his  native 
city  by  attempting  the  life  of  King 
Umberto,  in  April  last,  a  royal  official 
was  foully  murdered  in  Artena,  and. 
though  many  are  undoubtedly  in  the 
secret  of  his  taking  off.  it  is  impossible 
to  gain  one  partitle  of  evidence  as^sur- 
ing  conviction.  It  happened  in  this 
way: 

About  a  year  ago  the  letter  carriet- 
of  the  city  was  deposed  and  another 
younger  man  sent  from  Rome  to  take 
his  place.  The  wife  of  the  former,  a 
fine-looking  woman,  went  about  the  city 
bewailing  his  misfortune  and  offering 
proof  that  her  husband  had  been  unlaw» 
fully  dismi.=sed. 

Find^lly  she  gave  out  that  she  had 
made  a  vow  to  the  holy  virgin  to  wear 
a  black  dress  in  the  Easter  procession, 
which  meant  certain  death  to  the  new 
letter  carrier. 

Of  course  the  people  of  Artena  saw 
the  point  of  this  talk,  and  and  when  the 
young  woman  thus  appeared  on  April 
18.  among  the  300  others  clad  in  white, 
singing  and  praying  in  the  procession 
behind  the  cross,  nobody  in  town 
doubted  that  the  government  would 
soon  have  to  send  a  second  postman  to 
that  district. 

The  woman  not  only  wore  the  uncon- 
ventional dress,  but  Instead  of  the 
candle  and  flowers,  carried  an  unlighted 
torch  in  her  hand,  wound  with  crepe. 
On  the  following  Monday,  April  26,  the 
letter  carrier  was  found  dead  in  the 
road  leading  from  Volmontone  to  the 
mountain  town.  He  had  been  shot 
through  the  head  and  a  dagger  stuck 
in  his  heart. 

The  government  stands  aghast  before 
the  problem  of  what  to  do  with  this 
town  full  of  criminals. 


PEARY'S  ESQUIMAUX. 


Two  of  Six  Survive  and  One  of  Them, 
a  Boy. 

"Esquimaux  in  New  York  will  soon  be 
mighty  scarce."  said  Matt  Henson,  who 
is  the  active  assistant  of  Arctic  Explorer 
R.  E.  Peary.  Four  of  the  six  Esquimaux 
brought  here  by  Mr.  Peary  have  di  d. 
When  the  Esquimaux  party  reacned 
New  York  it  consisted  of  the  foiiowing: 
Ahlungahnaksoah.  who  is  45  years  eld; 
the  little  boy  Mini,  who  is  9  years  old; 
Nooktah.  43  years  old:  Ah-weah,  Nook- 
tah's  daughter,  9  years  old:  Kessuh,  30 
i^ears  old.  and  his  brother.  "Little" 
Kpssuh,  21  years  old,  says  the  New  York 
Sun. 

All  but  the  first  two  have  died.  It  was 
evident  that  the  climate  here  did  not 
agree  with  them,  and  four  succumbed  at 
last  to  a  sort  of  consumption  which  was 


very  quick.  When  they  came  her  ll.e 
party  was  put  in  charge  of  Superint-n- 
dent  Wallace  of  the  Museum  of  N.iturt' 
History,  and  the  Esquimaux  were  piu  o-i 
exhibition,  so  to  speak,  in  the  mus  u-o 
building  in  Manhattan  square.  Whi  e 
thFy  were  there  they  were  subjei't"d  •  i 
e  careful  examination  under  Dr.  Bnaz. 
who  found  out  many  things  of  ethnologi- 
cal interest. 

There  had  been,  as  Dr.  Boaz  said,  sev- 
eral Esquimaux  in  the  country,  and  .1 
ereat  deal  had  Ix^en  written  about  il.en^ 
by  explorers,  but  the  observations  at  th  • 
museum  proved  useful  in  corroboratinc 
evidence  gathered  in  exploration  an. I 
fnim  observation  of  the  Esquimaov  .T 
the  Carlisle  Indian  school,  at  New  I'.eii- 
ford.  Mass.;  at  th-  World's  fair  at  Chi- 
cago and  at  other  places  where  thes- 
people  of  the  Polar  region  had  been  tem- 
porarily. 

While  at  the  museum  all  of  the  l''s;u;- 
maux.  with  the  -exception  of  Mini,  the 
little  boy.  became  ill  with  what  the  doc- 
tors thought  was  grip,  and  Mr.  W.clac^ 
moved  the  whole  party  up  to  his  ii.^.m» 
in  Highbridge  and  gave  them  a  Iiou'j" 
away  fr-mi  the  dust  and  bacilli  i-f  th  • 
city.  Tliere  th-y  were  put  in  charge  o" 
a  young  Esquimaux  woman,  who  hn  1 
come  here  from  her  home  to  the  World':' 
fail  and  had  married  and  made  up  hvr 
mind  to  stay  here. 

The  Esquimaux  improved  at  fir.^t.  bur 
soon  grew  worse,  and  the  sick  on'^s  \\er ' 
sent  to  Bellevue  hospital.  While  tnc- 
were  at  the  hospital  Nooktah.  littl* 
Mini's  father,  died,  and  later  the  wl- 
mai\  .\h-weah.  di' d  at  Highbridg-- 
Utile  Mini  was  kept  at  Highbridge,  .".r.  1 
the  other  three  were  sent  to  Colileskll'. 
N  Y..  to  Mr.  Wallace's  summer  4iomi'.

I)  eds  thus  execuied  may  lie  reiord  d 
withcut  slanip,  unless  some  provision  of 
the  law  makes  recording  e.s.sential  ti- 
validity,  in  wnich  case  stamps  must  b 
atfi.xed.  ' 

This  means  that  stamps  n  ej  not  be 
placed  on  deeds,  but  tl  at  if  recording  is 
^'ssrntial  to  validity,  they  must  be  used. 
The  law  pr  vides  tinat  derds  not  prop- 
erly stami>ed  are  invalid.  The  provision 
I  n  d  eds  is  not  worth  much,  however, 
for  Register  of  Deeds  Lofgren  said  this 
i.irning  i.iat  ne  could  call  to  miiwi  no 
deeds  where  recording  is  not  essential  to 
validity.

the  barons  to  have  their  little  scrap 
for  they  will  get  it  all  fixed  up  and  be 
as  unanimous  as  ever  in  their  deinaiul 
for  high  prices  Iiefore  next  fall.  How- 
ever, those  who  have  cash  enough  to 
buy  their  next  winter's  supply  of  coak 
and  store  it  away  until  they  get  ready 
to  use  it  will  reap  a  pretty  good  benefit 
and  will  hope  that  there  may  be  more 
wars  early  and   often. 

The  wholesale  price  of  anthracite  coal 
was  announced  as  $r>  per  ton  this  week. 
The  price  had  nominally  been  $5.2.=>,  but 
nothing  was  lieinff  sold  and  that  price 
meant  nothing.  Now,  before  the  week 
is  out,  the  price  with  one  fell  swoop  has 
been  dropped  to  $4.25  a  ton.  Thi.-s 
makes  the  retail  price  $5  a  ton  and  the 
companies  will  deliver  it  at  that  price. 
As  to  whether  or  not  the  price  will  go 
lower  is  a  (juestion  which  everyone  can 
guess  for  himself. 

The  Delaware.  Lackawanna  &  West- 
ern railroad  is  the  interest  which  has 
been  pushing  the  fight.  A  dispatch  in 
yesterday's  Herald  from  New  York 
said: 

"Much  uneasiness  was  caused  in  the 
anthracite  coal  trade  by  the  news  that 
a  further  cut  in  the  price  of  coal  had 
been  made  by  the  Delaware,  Lacka- 
wanna &  Western  railroad.  An  open 
circular  issued  by  the  Lackawanna 
t-ompany  announces  a  reduction  in  the 
quoted  price  of  stove  size  from  $4.50  to 
$4  per  ton.  This  is  the  third  cut  in 
prices  made  by  the  same  company 
wiiUin  the  past  three  or  four  weeks, 
and  it  is  regarded  by  the  officers  of 
other  coal-carrying  railroads  as  of  seri- 
ous import.  Coal  irien  generally  ex- 
pressed the  opinion  that  in  view  of  the 
recent  unsatisfactory  condition  of  ihe 
coal  market  this  cut  might  be  designed 
to  stimulate  an  abnormal  demand  and 
work  off  coal  on  hand.  " 

This  cut  extended  all  along  the  lakes 
and  has  found  its  way  to  Duluth.  In 
quiry  was  made  this  afternoon  at  the 
offices  of  the  Pioneer  Fuel  company, 
the  Northwestern  Fuel  company,  the 
Ohio  Coal  company  and  others  and  all 
are  making  the  $5  rate,  so  far  as  could 
i>e  learned.

Frtd  .M.  Powell  is  the  .1iisti<'e  ui 
the  peace  al  Sparta,  II.  A.  Powell  ;«  the 
marshal  of  that  iJlace.  and  Williams  is  a 
.•-■;iloonkeeper. 

.\ccording  to  Knudson's  story  he  was 
en  route  Irom  Kveleth.  near  vvnicn  place 
lie  lia<l  been  working  i;i  a  lunil>er  cam]), 
to  Duluth,  ■in  Feb.  12  lasi.  with  the  re- 
turns of  Ills  work,  amounting  to  ubuut 
?2:?  in  hi.s  p<ickei.  He  failed  to  buy  ii 
ticket  at  Kveleth  and  he  li-ft  the  tni'n 
at  Sparta  to  get  one  by  the  direction  of 
tile  conductor.  While  wiiitiiig  there  for 
the  train  to  run  up  another  hrancli  an<l 
ijack.  he  was  accostiil  in  the  depot  by  a  i 
man  nam*  d  Sulli\an,  who  he  knew,  and 
inviied  to  Williams'  ."aloijn  to  get  ;i 
drink.  He  acce|)le<(  find  Sullivan  set 
tnein  ui)  and  then  he  set  them  up.  When 
111-  .'•L't  tli'-m  ui).  Knudson  said,  a  thiril 
man  was  Invited  in  by  Sullivan  and  drank 
at  ivnudson's  expense,  'i  nen  Sullivan  sug-

brought  him  to  Duluth.  He  had  not  been 
toKl.  he  said,  what  was  to  be  done  with 
him  and  he  asked  the  marshal  and  was 
iwld  that  he  would  be  put  in  the  county 
jail  for  tidrty  days.  He  was  lonfined  in 
the  county  .lail,  he  says,  for  nearly  the 
luil  time.  A\'hile  in  Jail  at  Sparta,  he 
sa'd.  he  asked  the  ofllcers  several  times 
Cor  the  name  of  the  man  who  robbed 
I'.im  and  hnally  he  was  told  that  he  would 
be   told    that    later. 

The  defendants  contended  that  Knud- 
son was  so  drunk  and  disorderl.v  that 
iht  conductor  put  him  off  at  Sfiurta;  that 
lie  had  the  woup'l  in  tlie  nose  that  he  de- 
hciibts  when  Ii  ■  arrived  there,  and  that 
his  story  of  the  lobbery  and  ill-trentment 
in  jail  is  false,  and  that  a  warrant  was 
is.^ued  for  him  In  due  form  and  that 
h's  trial  was  regular. 

'J''he  case  was  taken  up  again  this  morn- 
ing and  occupied  the  time  in  Judge  Kd- 
sons  court  and  was  still  on  al  noon.  The 
toiiductor  of  the  train  bv  which  the 
plnlf.tlfr  traveled  from  Eveleth  to  Sparta.

trip  made.  The  movement  toward  a 
tie-up  of  the  vessels  is  still  beins?  dis- 
cussed and  is,  apparently,  no  n»arer  be- 
I'ominf?  a  fact  than  several  weeks  as:o. 
The  owners  of  the  craft  that  ply  on  the 
xreat  lakes  have  been  singularly  untoi- 
lunate  of  late  years  in  all  attempts 
toward  securinj?  concerted  action  and 
a  number  of  efforts  in  that  direiiion 
have  proved  abortive,  thus  injurine:  the 
industry  n<it  only  directly,  but  to  fully 
as  great  an  extent  by  weakening  mu- 
tual cimfidence.  It  may  be  that  pres- 
sure of  circumstances  will  eventually 
bring  about  an  understanding  am  >ng 
vessel  owners  similar  to  that  which  has 
been  so  effectual  and  .salutary  in  the 
ore  trade,  between  producers  of  Uesst- 
iner  ore  for  three  years  past,  but  the 
present  indications  are  none  loo  prom- 
ising. 

The  Richmond  mine,  seven  miles 
south  of  NVgaunee.  is  shipping  about 
WX)t»  tons  of  silieious  ore  monthly,  and 
is  the  only  property  of  this  class  at 
present  operating  on  the  Alartjuetle 
range.

Been    Done  at  the  Na- 
tional Capital.

Daughters  of  the  American 

Revolution  Responsible  for 

Far-reaching  Good. 


ARriLLLRY  REGULARS  MOVE. 

Washington,  July  9.— Batteries  C  and 
M  of  the  Seventh  artillery,  stationed  al 
Fort  Meyer,  Va.,  will  leave  that  place 
Monday  morning  at  S  o'clock  and  jiro. 
ceed  to  Tampa,  where  they  will  await 
further  orders.  Capt.  H.  R.  Lemly  is  ■ 
in  command  of  Company  C  and  Capt. 
M.  M.  McComb  i.-;  in  command  of  Com- 
pany M.  Each  command  has  173  men, 
six  guns  and  lOO  horses  and  i.«  equipped 
with  smokeless  fiower.  These  twio  com- 
panies also  are  provided  with  the 
khaki  or  brown  canvas  uniform.-j. 
being  the  flr.st  to  start  from  their  homo 
station  for  the  front   thus  provided. 


That  is  a  glorious  w  )rk  being  done  for 
our  soldiers  in  the  army  and  navy 
under  the  auspko  of  the  Daughters  of 
the  American  Revolution  at  our  na- 
tional  capital. 

Having  left  Washingtt>n  only  last 
week  after  taking  especial  pains  to  visit 
the  head(iuarters  of  the  National  so- 
ciety, I  am  in  a  position  to  give  an 
Idea  of  the  far-reaching  good  done  by 
that  society.  As  all  good  Daughters 
should  know,  during  the  last  of  May 
the  national  board  of  management  met 
and  adopted  the  following  resolutions: 

Whereas,  the  president  of  the  L'nlted 
States  and  the  surgeons  general  of  the 
army  and  navy  have  recognized  and 
approved  the  action  of  the  national 
board  of  management  at  its  regular 
meeting  April,  1S9S,  in  placing  the  na- 
tional society  of  the  Daughters  of  the 
Anitrican  Revolution  at  the  services  of 
the  government;  and 

Whereas,  the  efforts  of  the  D.  A.  R. 
hispital  corps  have  met  with  marked 
success  and  found  a  c(jrdial  response  in 
every  section  of  the  society;   and 

Whereas,  the  efforts  of  the  hospital 
corjis  have  (juickened  the  desire  for 
further  work  in  this  hour  of  our  coun- 
try's need:  and 

Whereas,  we  are  infortned  that  the 
time  is  approaching  when  a  largft 
anmunt  of  money  will  be  needed  for 
special  demands,  from  sickness  and 
other  causes,  consequent  upon  this 
struggle  by  sea  and  by  land; 

Therefore  be  it  resolved,  that  in  addi- 
tion of  the  work  of  the  D.  A.  R.  hos- 
pital corp.s,  every  chapter  and  member- 
at-large  of  our  national  society  D.  A.  R. 
be  requested  to  aid  needy  families  ot 
men  who  have  gone  to  the  front,  and 
to  furnish  comforts  for  soldiers  and 
sailors,   whether  regular  or  volunteer. 

Re  it  further  resolved,  that  all  mem- 
bers of  the  National  Society  of  the 
Daughters  of  the  Ameriean  Revolution 
are  strongly  urged  to  Immediate  and 
united  action  for  the  accumulation  of  a 
large  sum,  to  be  used  in  response  to 
emergency  and  exigency  calls,  such  as 
are  attemlant  upon  the  conditions  of  ix 
nation  engaged  in  warfare,  and  In  fur- 
therance of  this  purpose  we  would  rec- 
ommend that  the  intere.-!t  of  all  patriot? 
be  invoked  in  raising  this  fund,  to  be 
known  as  the  "D.  A.  R.  War  Fund." 

Be  it  further  resolved,  that  a  war 
committee,  composed  of  the  members 
of  the  national  board  of  management, 
with  the  addition  of  Mrs.  George  M. 
Sternberg.  Mrs.  Charles  H.  Alden,  Mrs. 
J.  C.  Breckenridge,  Mrs.  A.  W.  Greely, 
Mrs.  Philip  Hichborn  and  Mr.'--.  Eliza- 
beth Blair  Lee,  be  formed:  that  the 
treasurer  general  of  the  National  So- 
ciety of  the  Daughters  of  the  American 
Revolutbm  be  eb^ted  ttvasurer  of  the 
war  fund,  and  that  the  funds  be  dip« 
bursed  by  a  sub-committee  under  th"^- 
authority  and  direction  of  the  war  com- 
mittee. 

Be  it  further  resolved,  that  we  advise 
the  raising  of  such  an  amount  as  will  be 
commensurate  with  the  spirit  and  ainih 
of  the  National  Society  of  the  Daugh- 
ters of  the  American  lievolution. 

The  war  committee  of  D.  A.  R.  has 
sent  out  circulars  to  every  chapter  In 
the  society,  giving  instructions  how  to 
proceed  to  raise  a  general  war  fund  to 
be  spent  for  such  specific  objects  as  the 
war  committee  shall  determine.  For 
the  h'ispita!  corjis  four  of  the  cleverest 
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women  of  the  capital  were  selected  to 
superintend  the  work  that  was  to  be 
pushed  forward  by  D.  A.  R.— Daugh- 
ters who  all  along  have  done  invaluable 
service  for  the  society:  Director,  Anita 
Newcomb  McGee,  M.D.,  vice  president 
general;  assistant  directors.  Miss  Mary 
Desha,  honorary  vice  president  general: 
Mrs.  Francis  S.  Nash,  ex-vice  president 
general;  treasurer,  Mrs.  Amos  G. 
Draper,  ex-treasurer  general. 

The  crowning  glory  of  their  effort  is 
the  confidence  placed  in  the  Daughters 
by  the  president  of  the  United  States 
and  the  surgeons  general  of  the  army 
and  navy  delegating  to  them  ihe 
power  of  appointing  all  the  hospital 
nurses  for  service  by  land  and  sea. 
Just  here  it  will  be  well  to  draw  your 
attention  to  the  difference  between  the 
work  of  the  Red  Cross  society  and  the 
hospital  corps  of  the  D.  A.  R.  The 
national  Red  Cross  society  is  a  civil  or- 
ganization, with  its  ofllcers,  paid  agents 
and  nurses.  Its  work  as  now  carried 
on  by  Miss  Barton,  is  to  supply  food  to 
the  reconcentrados  as  soon  as  soon  as 
the  blockade  at  Havana  is  raised.  Its 
purt)ose  also  is  to  aid  refugees  and  the 
crews  of  the  Spanish  vessels  held  as 
prizes  at  Tampa  and  Key  West.  Their 
nurses  have  no  permission  to  work  in 
the  government  hospitals  or  htospital 
shijis,  while  the  main  purpose  of  the 
hospital  corps  of  the  D.  A.  R.  is  to  fur- 
nish women  nurses  as  they  may  be 
required  by  the  surgeon  general.  These 
nurses  receive  payment  from  the  gov- 
ernment and  are  engaged  on  the  rec- 
ommendation of  the  director  of  the  D. 
A.  R.  hospital  corps  by  the  surgeon 
general  ot  the  army  and  are  regularly 
enlisted  like  any  soldier,  and  are  ex- 
pected to  oi^ey  orders  accordingly.  As 
you  will  readily  see  the  national  Red 
Cross  society  is  at  present  engaged  in 
foreign  missionary  work,  while  that  of 
the  D.  A.  R.  is  in  home  missions.  Both 
are  worthy  every  effort  of  our  patriot- 
ic people,  yet  the  D.  A.  R.  wtirk  is, 
perhaps,  a  little  dearer  to  their  heat  ts. 

The  work  of  the  hospital  corps  has 
grr>wn  to  such  proportions  that  laige 
((uarters  were  necessary  and  rooms 
have  been  placed  at  their  disposal  by 
the  Washington  Loan  and  Trust  com- 
pany and  furniture  is  loaned  by  differ- 
ent members  of  the  society.  There 
your  correspondent  found  a  most  busy 
scene  with  several  of  national  board, 
the  hospital  corps  "and  a  number  of 
volunteer  workers  of  the  individual 
daughters  all  actively  engaged,  in  nec- 
essary work.  All  clerical  assistance 
has  so  far  been  gratuitously  rendered. 
Several  of  the  Daughters  were  exam- 
ining and  filing  applications  from 
trained  nurses  from  all  parts  of  '  the 
country,  of  which,  1  understand,  there 
are  about  3000  applications  up  to  date, 
others  were  assorting  and  packing  in 
boxes,  pajamas,  nightshirts  and  flannel 
bands  that  were  to  be  forwarded  to 
some  point  in  the  far  South.  Another 
group  was  tying  in  bundles  a  number 
of  old  magazines  or  i  aper  back  books 
that  will  be  eagerly  read  by  the  con- 
valescent siddiers.  While  looking  on 
one  of  our  Minnesota  Daughters 
brought  in  a  half  dozen  newly  cut  out 
pieces  which  were  immediately  hand- 
ed over  to  a  fair  Virginia  girl  to  fashion 
into  nightdresses  for  Ihe  needy  sol- 
diers— for  some  beardless  youth,  per- 
haps who  has  lost  his  pack  by  the  way- 
side or  has  lieen  forced  by  the  exces- 
sive heat  of  the  tropical  sun  to  cast 
it  aside  to  lighten  his  burden  for  the 
v>ar  t'ruggle  before  him. 

Another  shipment  of  hospital  supplu^s 
was  ready  to  be  forwarded  at  once  by 
the  war  emergency  board.  Among 
them  were  600  garments  from  one  state. 
200  from  another  and  400  from  another, 
including  negligees,  pajamas,  flannel 
bands  and  everything  for  the  comfort 
of  the  sick  soldiers.  Some  especially 
pretty  pink  and  blue  gingham  shirts 
that  had  lieen  gratuitously  laundered 
by  the  Totman  steam  laundry  of  the 
city,  were  quite  dainty  enough  to  cheei 
the  drooping  spirits  of  a  rash  young 
Volunteer  and  cause  him  to  dream  tif 
his  luxurious  home  and  indulgent 
parents. 

Another  Interesting  section  of  th.> 
work  is  the  army  and  navy  chapter, 
which  aids  needy  families  of  men  who 
have  gone  to  the  front,  for  in  the  Itar- 
racks  of  the  regulars  at  Washington 
the  suffering  among  their  families  wa:* 
vpry  great  until  relieved  by  these  good 
.Sainaritanp.  Many  of  the  families  of 
the  soldiers  on  small  pay  were  left 
without  a  home  when  the  barracks 
were  abandoned  and  were  thrown  en- 
tirely on  their  own  resources  for  a  sup- 
port. One  very  pathetic  instance  was 
told  us  by  the  wife  of  an  army  officer: 
That  the  postman,  on  his  usual  rounds 
to  the  house  of  one  of  the  regulars  who 
had  gone  to  Cuba,  was  struck  with  the 
pale  and  emaciated  appearance  of  one 
of  the  little  children  wh:>  generally 
greeted  him  so  smilingly.  He  asked 
what  was  ailing  her,  and  she  replied: 
"Mr.  Postman,  we  ain't  had  a  mouthful 
to  eat  for  four  days,  but  mother  won't 
let  us  tell  nobody." 

This  case  came  under  the  care  of  ths 
army  and  navy  chapter,  and  work  was 
procured  for  this  mother  who  was  too 
proud  to  beg  and  too  honorable  to  steal. 
\\m\  thus  Ihe  work  for  the  cause  of 
humanity  goes  on  from  day  to  day,  and 
the  Daughters  at  the  natbmal  vapital 
have  set  the  example  for  the  good  work 
throughout  the  country.

TRANSFER  IS  DELAYED. 


Why  the    Government   Cannot    Get 
Some  Refrigerator  Ships. 

New  York,  July  9.— The  delivery  of 
the  steamers  Manitoba  and  Massa- 
chusetts to  the  United  States  govern- 
ment by  the  Atlantic  Transport  line 
may  be  delayed  in  consequence  of  a  writ 
)f  attachment  granted  by  Justice  Daley 
of  the  supreme  court  in  the  suit  of  the 
Schwarzschild  &  Sulzberger  company 
against  the  Atlantic  Transport  line  for 
$1,605.177., So  damages  claimed  as  the  re- 
sult of  a  breach  of  contract.  The  plain- 
tiff company  is  ^  New  York  corpora- 
tion. The  defendant  is  an  English  cor- 
jioration.  The  New  York  Shipping  com- 
pany is  its  agent  here. 

The  plaintiff  company,  according  to 
the  facts  set  forth  In  the  affidavit,  had 
a  contract  with  the  defendant  by 
which  the  latter  was  to  furnish  to  the 
plaintiff  all  the  refrigerating  "space  on 
hoard  the  steamers  Mohawk,  Mobile. 
Manitoba.  Ma-ssachusetts  and,  Missis- 
sippi for  a  period  of  twj  years  for  the 
trans-shipment  of  dressed  beef.  The 
defendant  carried  out  this  contract  until 
it  sold  the  five  steamer  named  to  the 
United  States  government  for  about 
$4,500,000.  Out  of  this  sale  ^ows  the 
suit  and  the  writ  of  attachment.

MANILLA    WEATHER 


Describes   the    Winds   and 

Temperature  Incident  at 

the  Ladrone  Islands. 


Nowadays  the  interest  of  all  Americans 
Is  centered  on  Cuba  and  the  strange 
lands  of  the  far  Kast  that  It  is  possible 
I'ncle  Sam  may  make  his  own.  Anybody 
who  has  visited  them  is  now  in  demand. 
There  are  books  from  which  complete 
statistics  may  be  culled,  but  there  is 
nothing  that  fills  out  the  picture  to  the 
mind's  eye  like  narrative  at  first  hand 
from  travellers.  Among  the  retired  sea- 
farers who  have  moored  In  Duluth  as  a 
snug  harbor  aftt>r  their  wanderings.  Is 
Capt.  Ray  T.  Lewis,  and  the  captair  was 
boarded  the  other  day  and  summoned  to 
tuin  over  his  stock  of  recollections  for 
the  use  and  benefit  of  the  readers  ot  'i  he 
H'-rald.  The  captain  surrendered  and  al- 
lowed him.self  to  be  screwed  up  by  the 
thumbs,  at  it  were,  for  an  Interview. 

The  captain  was  in  Manilla  for  six 
Weeks  at  one  time  during  his  journeyings. 
At  that  lime,  the  city  had  a  population 
of  25U,U<X),  of  which  not  niore  than  ::«•() 
w;ere  whites,  including  the  Epenlsh  ottl- 
It  is  in   latitude  15  degrees  north. 


cials 


and  the  captain  remarked  that  our  bovs 
wi>uld  have  the,  to  them,  strange  expVri- 
encc  of  seeing  the  sun  north  of  them  at 
noon.  The  captain  was  there  in  Novem- 
ber, the  lime  of  the  northeast  monsoons, 
when  the  weather  Is  healthful  and  pleas- 
ant. The  winds  blows  there  with  unvarv- 
regularity  from  the  northeast  for  six 
months      and  then      It      shifts      anl 

blows  .  from  the  southwest  for  six 
months.  The  latter  period  is  called  the 
season  of  southwest  monsoons.  The  bad 
weather  and  the  unhealthy  season  Is  dur- 
ing the  latter  perfod.  There  are  rains  and 
typhoons  during  this  season  and  the 
cholera  comes  up  on  the  wings  of  the 
southwest  wind.  In  the  Intervals  of 
change  in  the  winds,  there  are  weeks  of 
calms  and  light  variable  wimls  when  the 
thermometer  goes  up  to  110  degrees  in  tht; 
shade  and  hangs  around  98  degrees  at 
night.  It  is  never  less  than  W>  degrees  at 
any  time.  During  the  northeast  mon- 
soons it  Is  usually  between  SO  and  90  de- 
grees. 

Although  the  Spanish  have  been  in  pos- 
st-ssion  for  about  300  years,  thev  have 
never  subdued  the  natives  ten  miles  from 
the  coast,  and  the  Spanish  have  seldom 
dared  to  penetrate  farther  inland  than 
that.  In  the  interior,  the  natives  are 
absolute  savages.  Every  white  man  is 
to  them  a  Spaniard,  for  whom  thev  have 
an  intense  hatred.  They  are  unable"  to  tell 
the  difference  betwen  th  laenguages  of 
the  while  race  and  so  thev  kill  all  whiles 
on  suspicion,  the  captain  says.  The  coast 
natives,  such  as  are  seen  at  Manilla,  are 
of  an  entirely  different  race,  and  are  very 
amiable  and  Intelligent. 

The  Philippine  group  numbers  between 
WH)  and  7i'iO  Islands  large  enough  to  be  dig- 
nified with  the  name,  and  there  are  per- 
haps 400  more  Islets  and  rocks.  The  en- 
tire population  Is  now  about  lit.OOO.oiHi.  Th" 
three  principal  ports  are  Manilla,  lloila 
and  Cebu,  and  the  principal  exports  are 
sugar,  hemp  and  sapran  wood.  The  beet 
sugar  industry  has  caused  a  large  falling 
off  in  the  sugar  exports,  the  captain  said. 
All  of  the  white  people,  he  said,  lived 
like  princes. 

The  captain  visited  the  Ladrone  islands 
once  on  a  voyage  from  New  York  to 
Shanghai.  It  was  not  a  usual  stopping 
place,  but  he  was  obliged  to  take  the 
eastern  passage  by  way  of  the  north 
coast  of  Australia  and  out  into  the  Paci- 
fic through  the  passage  between  the  Island 
of  Gllolo  and  New  Guinea.  It  was  in  the 
.season  (of  calms  and  against  the  strong 
southerly  current  11  took  sixty  davs  to 
go  soo  miles.  During  this  time  the"ther- 
mometer'stood  at  110  in  the  shade  every 
day  and  never  went  below  9s  at  night. 
Although  awnings  were  spn^ad  fore  and 
aft.  the  decks  were  so  hot  at  times  that 
it  was  impossible  to  walk  on  them  with- 
out thick-sole  shoes,  and  the  brass-work 
would  blister  the  hands.  The  captain 
said  he  put  the  thermometer  out  in  the 
sun  one  day  and  it  went  up  to  14S,  when 
he  took  it  in,  being  afraid  it  would  break. 
He  found  that  his  was  the  first  ship  that 
had  touched  at  the  Ladrones  for  six 
months. 

The  captain  lost  several  men  by  sick- 
ness and  one  fell  overboard  during  th", 
passage  and  he  determined  to  put  in  ac 
the  Ladrones  for  men.  as  he  would  arrivt> 
at  Shanghai  in  the  winter  season.  The 
Spanish  governor  embraced  the  opportun- 
ity for  dress  parade  by  meeting  him  :n 
fall  uniform  <iii  the  beach.  The  captain 
was  loaded  Into  a  car  of  state,  a  2-wht»«led 
affair  drawn  by  a  cow.  and  trundled  up  to 
the  city.  The  next  day.  the  governor.  » 
colonel,  sent  for  the  captain  to  come  tn 
visit  him  at  his  castle.  The  "castle"  was 
a  verv  ordinary-looking  wooden  building, 
and  the  captain  afterw.Trds  ascertained 
that  every  government  structure  was 
designated  by  that  name  there.  The  cao- 
tln  said  that  he  was  very  courteouslv 
treateci.  and  well  entertained.  The  cap. 
IMl  was  a  place  of  about  7Sm  inhabitants, 
and  very  clean  and  attractive-looking. 
At  that  time,  it  was  a  penal  station  for 
the  detention  of  Philippine  island  revo. 
lutlonists.  They  were  at  work  breaking 
stone,  repairing  roads,  etc.  One  of  the 
leading  revolutionists,  a  lawyer  of  Man- 
illa, was  a  prisoner  there,  and  he  sent 
word  to  Capt.  I^ewis  offering  him  $.oOOO  If 
he  would  take  him  off.  The  captain  wj<s 
obliged  to  refuse,  as  his  vessel  was  a  sail- 
ing ship.  the  prisoners  wero 
clo.sely  watched  and  he  was 
afraid  of  getting  Into  trouble. 
He  often  saw  the  unfortunate  after  that 
regarding  him  wistfully  from  a  distance, 
and  he  left  the  Ladrones  with  the  visio-.i 
of  that   sad   face  looking  after  him. 

The  word  "ladrone"  means  thief,  ami 
the  islands  were  given  that  name  because 
of  the  thieving  propensities  of  the  na- 
tives. The  islands  have  bpen  in  the  pos- 
.session  of  the  Spaniards  for  alx>ut  :*i« 
years.  They  were  long  a  stopping  vlace 
200  and  .TOO  years  ago  for  Spanish  treasure 
ships  gfiing  from  Acapulca  to  Manilla. 
The  Sp.aniards  colonized  the  islands  in  a, 
summar\-  and  characteristic  way.  Tliev 
killed  off  all  the  men  and  settled  Spanish 
soldiers  there  who  married  the  women. 
Their  descendants,  the  present  Inhabit- 
ants, are  a  very  handsome  race.  The  La- 
drone group  consists  of  ten  Islands,  lour 
of  which  are  inhabited.  The  climate  is 
ideal  and  all  sorts  of  tropical  fruits 
.Tbound.  The  Islands  are  about  loOO  miles 
from  Ihe  Philippines  and  on  the  direct 
route  from  Hawaii  to  Manilla.  Since  the 
capture  of  the  latter  place,  the  cantaln 
snid  that  he  had  often  thought  that  the 
I'nited  States  should  capture  and  retain 
the  Ladrones,  and  he  so  wrote  Senator 
Nelson  about  six  weeks  ago.

Instead  of  getting  it.  a  volley  of  oaths 
several  yards  long  was  fired  at  her  out 
of  one  of  the  windows.  She  started 
back  in  amazement,  and,  thinking 
Powers  was  to  blame,  promptly  had 
him   arrested. 

His  defense  was  that  he  had  not  said 
a  word  to  Mrs.  Thompson,  but  his  parrot 
had.  and  of  course  he  had  no  control 
over  the  voice  of  the  bird.  The  gre?n 
fellow,  he  said,  had  been  educated  by 
"Scotty"  Orr,  who  had  taught  it  many 
thinjjs  it  would  be  better  for  it  not  to 
know.  When  Mrs.  Thompson  called  io 
him.  the  parrot  began  talking,  and  he 
could  not  prevent  it  saying  the  things 
that  insulted  Mrs.  Thompson.

crews  from  meeting.  Cook  was  the  kimr 
of  aquatic  coaches  until  his  crew  met 
those  of  Courtney,  but  now  "the  king  is 
dead;  long  live  tlie  king.  "

Ruilolph  C.  Lehmann.  of  I':ngland,  will 
not  be  back  In  America  to  train  next 
year's  crews  of  Harvard  university.  That 
is  settleil.  I-ehmann  s.iys  so  himself  and 
we  opIiK*  that  he  may  have  received  a 
tip  to  that  effect  from  Some,  of  the  CriP" 
son's  athletic  advisers.  He  has  returneil 
to  England,  but  will  probably  I'e  back  in 
America  in  the  e.irly  aiituion.  When  he 
eoines  back  to  this  country  It  will  not  be 
to  train  a  college  crew,  however,  but  to 
marr.v  a  fair  young  New  Fiiigland  bride. 
If  Mr.  Lehmann  could  not  >vjn  boat  races 
over  here  he  succeeded  in  winning  the 
band  of  one  of  Boston's  sv/ell  societ.v 
Kirls,  so  he  probably  does  not  I'onsliU'r 
that  his  two  annual  visits  to  America:!

Fennessey.  Morrow  anil  a  half  dozen 
other  old  Harvard  oarsmen  are  looke<l  no- 
on as  probabilities  and  any  of  them  would 
<-ert.iinl.v  form  n  strong  nucleus  for  a 
school  of  graduate  coaches,  which  Is  tru- 
Iv  the  best  system,  because  it  Is  further 
removed  from  the  taint  of  professional- 
ism.

When  the  St.  L<)uis  cciniv.ntion  of  the 
League  of  American  \\"heelmen  referred 
to  a  c.  mmittee  the  question  of  ihe  league 
al>and.ining  control  of  racing  opponents 
.if  race  cmtrol  accepted  th-  decision  a.< 
:he  entering  wedge  in  a  distracting 
j)i\>lileni.  The  aetion  checked  the  spread 
of  secession,  particularl.v  in  the  West, 
w^  re  wheelmen  were  in  open  rel>ellion 
against  the  tyrannical  rules  of  the  rac- 
ing boar  1,  but  it  is  not  likely  to  expedite 
the  divorce.  The  profits  of  race  contrt)i. 
Its  opportunities  and  power  are  too  great 
and  lenipiing  to  be  drojiped  by  th  •  man- 
•a.gers.  Nor  will  they  loosciu  their  grip 
without  an  upheaval.  At  the  present 
time  they  are  strengthenin.g  their  grip 
on  racing  and  charging  the  loss  of 
.'eaguc  mi-imbership  to  the  action  taken 
at  St.  Louis.  The  loss  in  inmbrship 
this  year  is  14,oon.  Mott  and  !iis  racing

Notwithstanding  the  war.  Indications 
are  that  the  "'.tS  meet  at  Indianap>lis 
w  ill  Im-  the  greatest  gathering  of  whe#l- 
inen  thai  ever  took  place  in  this  coun- 
try. The  requests  for  information  and 
accommodations  are  beginning  to  i>our 
in  on  Secretary  Woollen,  and  the  pre.="^ 
cimmlttee  Is  besieged  for  news  concern- 
ing  the  meet.  ITndoubtedly  more  divi- 
sions will  be  represented  in  Indianapo- 
lis next  Au.gust  than  were  in  Philadel- 
phia  a  year  ago.  This  is  due  to  the 
central  location  of  Indianapolis  and  its 
accessibility  from  all  parts  of  the  coun- 
try.

A  Danbury,  Conn.,  concern  is  engaged 


in  the  manufacture  of  a  folding  bicycle 
for  which  m-any  claims  are  riade.  'The 
frame  is  somew  hat  u  nique  in  ai)pear- 
ance,  and  is  itivoted  in:  the  middle.  By 
pressing  two  spring  bolts,  thus  teleas- 
ing  the  locks,  the  front  part  of  the  ma- 
chine may  be  swung  around  against  the 
rear,  thereby  reducing  the  length  by 
one-half,  and  making  a  coreiparatively 
convenient  armfuL  for  carrying  up  aiiJ 
down  stairs  and  up  elevator.s.  It  is 
also  claimed  that  the  wheel  may,  wh,en 
folded,  be  carried  comfortably  on  ca.s 
and  buses,  may  be  hung  on  a  hook  in 
small  do.st'ts,  and  may  be  stored  in  ,a 
small  compass.  The  concern  manuf.iCv 
turing  this  wheel  shows  testimonials 
from  several  naval  orticers  who  found 
it  ver.v  i  rnvenient  to  stow  away  on 
board  and  to  transport  ashore  in  small 
boats.

A  useful  thing  to  remember  when 
cycling  on  -sunny  days  is  that  a  steadj- 
glare  of  .sunlight  on  pneumati.'  tiie-^. 
especially  when  not  in  motion,  is  jiot  al- 
together deiOrable.  The  sunshine  seem*, 
to  draw  t.'ic'  elasticity  and  spring  out  of 
the  tires  in  a  remarkable  manner.  There 
is  generally  a  shady  corner  by  the  nmd- 
side,  when'  the  wheel  can  be  left  in 
safety  whil.:'  its  owner  indulges  in  noon- 
tide refreshment  and  a  possible  after- 
lunch  siesta.

A  manufa  iturer  estimates  the  anntiai 
output  of  steel  balls  used  in  the  bearings 
of  bicycles  at  IKJ. 200.000,  and  that  the 
gross  vidumc  of  business  in  thi.«  one  linn 
yearly  amounts  t)  $1,400,000.  There  are 
niw  about  nine  concerns  of  importance 
making  steel  balls,  but  the  extension  of 
the  industry  is  early  expected,  as  the 
use  of  steel  I)alls  for  many  kinds  of 
mechanism  is  rapidly  spreading.

Makers  of  the  chainless  wheel  say 
that  jiractlcally  all  the  trouble  that  liaa 
been  reported  by  riders  of  the  machint 
has  been  f juntl  to  be  due  solely  to 
amateur  attempts  to  take  apart  anil  re. 
as.'emble  the  r'-anning  gear  to  satisfy 
curio.sity  alKiut  its  construction,  or  be- 
cause  of  the  fancied  necessity  of  clean- 
ing. Work  of  the  kind  is  easy  and 
simple  for  those  w  ho  understand  it.  but 
it  is  not  adapted  to  uuinstructed  re- 
pairers.

The  bureau  of  foreign  commerce  at 
Washington  nas  issued  advance  sheets 
of  certain  consular  reixirts  from  Nor- 
way. China  and  Corea  that  will  prove 
invaluable  for  exporters  of  bicyclj-s.  In- 
cidentally the  reports  also  give  the  gen- 
eral reader  much  curious  infoi-.nation 
showing  how  the  bicycle  is  pene<irating 
the  most  out  of  the  way  corners!  of  the 
world.  Noi-\vay  is  not  exactly  such  a 
corner,  but  one  Ls  rather  surpri.sed  to 
karn  that  even  this  rugged  and  rain- 
washeil  land  manages  to  use  the  ubi- 
quitous wheel  with  increasing  enthu- 
siasm. Consul  y.a.n,  at  Bergen,  says 
that  bicyi'les  are  in  general  use  in  that 
liorderland  of  the  midnight  sun,  the 
machines  coming  in  al>out  equal  num- 
bers -from  Germany  and  from  the 
Cniied  States.  There  are  two  firms 
that  manufacture  cycles  at  Christiania, 
but  the  imported  machines  are  the. 
f:;vorites,  despi:c  the  duty  of  $8  each. 

But  It  is  in  C  lina  and  Corea  that  Ihe 
advent  of  the  wheel  seems  most  curi- 
ous. I'ntil  last  year  few  wheels  had 
found  their  way  even  into  the  ojien 
ports  of  the  Celestial  empire,  but  now 
the  fad  has  become  almost  universal 
among  the  foreigners  in  all  towns 
where  cycling  is  possible.  Con.^ul 
Goodnow,  at  Shanghai,  states  that  so- 
ciety there  is  dominated  by  the  out- 
door loving  Englishman,  and  wheel  rid- 
ing is  now  taking  the  place  of  horse- 
back riding.  Few  Chinese  have  as  yet 
taken  to  the  wheel,  their  clothing  be- 
ing a  decided  impediment.  I?ut  some 
young  Chinamen  have  succumbed  to 
the  fascinating  machine  in  spite  of 
their  (jueues  and  petticoat  costumes. 
When  they  ride  they  either  leave  this 
outer  garment  off  entirely  or  turn  it 
up  and  fasten  it  at  the  waist.  They 
also  fasten  their  long  queue  at  their 
waistbands.  Their  trousers  are  long 
;ind  full  and  baggy,  much  like  the 
divided  skirts  worn  by  women 
in  the  United  States,  and  thoy  always 
have  to  ride  with  a  chain  .guard  to  keep 
these  from  catching  and  tearing.  No 
Chinese  women  ride.  The  consul  em- 
pharically  denies  the  newspayier  re- 
tiorts  that  any  Chinese  woman  has  yet 
lieen  guilty  of  scandalizing  her  nation 
liy  a  luiblic  appearance  of  such  a  dar- 
ir.g  and   impious   nature. 

No  w  heels  are  made  in  China,  nor 
;ire  they  likely  soon  to  he.  The  Chi- 
nese have  no  mechanical  ability.  Fur- 
thermore, they  have  no  roads  in  our 
sense  of  the  term.  Throughout  the  em- 
pire there  are  only  narrow  paths  for 
the  pedestrian  or  horseman,  seldom 
wide  enough  even  for  a  jinricksha  .ind 
•practically  impossible  for  wheeling." 
These  paths  are  supposed  to  be  main- 
lined by  the  owners  of  '-he  abutting 
land,  but  the  latter  usually  encroach 
on  the  road  to*  the  farthest  possilile 
limit,  so  as  to  gain  the  space  for  culti- 
vation. Only  the  roads  built  by  the 
foreigners  immediately  around  the 
larger  settlements  are  pa.ssable  for 
wheeling.  Under  the  influence  of  the 
open  commercial  doors  that  have  fol- 
lowed the  Japanese  war  the  cause  of 
good  roads  and  of  bicycle  may  be  ex- 
pected to  invade  even  darkest  China  in

Thoy  landed  under  the  strong  fire  of  the  guns  on  the  'American  war-

The  more  graceful  and  lighter  Amer- 
ican wheels  have  the  preference  over 
Kuropean  machines  among  Shanghai 
Ijurchasers.  There  is  a  duty  of  5  per 
cent  on  imported  Avheels;  no  other 
lountry  gets  a  smaller  rate.  A  wheel 
selling  for  $100  in  ,\merican  gold  at 
home  brings  about  $235  in  Mexican  sil- 
ver dollars  at  Shanghai,  and  cheaper 
wheels  sell  in  the  sa'me  proportion.  Ad- 
mirers of  the  cheap,  silver  dollar  can 
amuse  themselves  figuring  out  how 
limg  ii  will  take  a  Chinese  workingrnan 
to  earn  a  bicycle  on  a  wage  of  30  cents 
a  day.  ' 

Strangest  of  all  does  it  seem  to  learn 
that  the  hermit  :nation  of  Corea  is  also 
Taking  to  wheeHng.  Something  over 
100  machines  are  in  daily  use  at  Seoul. 
Two  ex-cabinet'  officials  are  among  the 
riders  on  the  well-paved  streets  of  that 
quaint  capitiO.  The  footpaths  that 
run  all  over  the  country  are  at  least 
passable  for  Avheelmen,  and  the  Amer- 
ican missionaries  nearly  all  use  bi- 
cycles in  making  their  trips  through 
the  country.  Corea  has  no  bicycle  f.ic- 
tories  and  no  repair  shops.  It  im- 
ports nearly  all  its  wheels  from  the 
United  States,  with  Japan  as  a  distant 
second  in  the  race  for  this  new  trade. 
The  duty  on  American  bicycles  is  T'g 
per  cent  ad  valorem.  The  consul  at 
Seoul  says  a  wheel  w  hich  could  be  sold 
at  $100  in  silver  would  be  in  good  de- 
mand.

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ANGLO-AMERICAN  MAILS. 

Long  and  Short  Routes  Between  New 
York  and  England, 

A  parliamentary  return,  issued  re- 
cently, shows  the  time  occupied  in  the 
transit  of  her  majesty's  mails,  both 
outward  and  inward,  during  l.S97_  by 
steamships  between  Queenstown  and 
New  Vork,  am  also  between  South- 
ampton and  New  York,  says  the  Lon- 
don Standard.  The  "time  occupied  in 
the  transit."  specified  in  the  return,  is 
the  interval  between  the  delivery  of 
mails  to  vessel  at  port  of  departure  :ind 
their  receipt  by  the  postoffice  at  the 
port  of  arrival.  The  return  shows  which 
of  the  vessels  carried  mails  under  con- 
tract with  her  majesty's  government. 
Of  course,  the  voyages  occupying  the 
least  time  were  those  between 
Queenstown  and  New  York.  The 
shortest  period  occupied  on  the  longer 
route  was  by  the  North  German  Llovd 
steamship  Kaiser  Wllhelm  der  Gro.s.se. 
which,  in  Novcmlier,  accomplished  the 
voyage  from  New  York  to  Southampton 
in  o  days  22  hours  and  18  minutes.  The 
shortest  time  occupied  in  crossing  the 
Atlantic,  as  shown  liy  this  return,  was 
by  the  Lucania,  which  in  .Septeml)er 
performed  the  voyage  fnnn  Queens- 
town to  New  York  in  5  days  14  hours. 
The  homeward  voyage  was  made  by 
this  vessel  durin.g  the  same  month  in 
a  period  only  forty-five  minutes'longer. 
The  Lucania  and  the  Campania,  both 
Cunard  steamers,  each  on  one  occasion 
made  the  passage  outward  from 
Queenstown  in  5  days  and  l.">  hours. 

The  Kaiser  Wllhelm  der  Grosse  has  a 
displacement  of  20.000  tons,  and  engines 
of  27,000  indicated  horse  j)ower,  the 
ocean  speed  being  given  at  twenty- 
two  knots.  It  was  built  in  1897.  The 
Campania  and  Lucania  are  each  of 
13.000  tons,  with  engines  of  30,000  indi- 
cated horse  power,  the  ocean  speed  be- 
ing twenty-one  knots.  They  are  GIO 
feet  in  length,  or  fifteen  feet  shorter 
than  the  German  vessel.  The  Teu- 
tonic, belonging  to  the  White  Star  com- 
pany, crossed  from  Queenstown  to  New 
Yor  kin  5  days,  21  hours  and  4'>  minutes, 
in  the  month  of  August.  On  six  oc<a- 
sions  the  Lucania  performed  the  out- 
ward voyage  from  Queenstown  in  less 
than  six  days,  and  the  return  voyages 
each  within  the  same  limit  of  time.  The 
passage  between  Queenstown  and  New- 
York  was  made  in  less  than  seven  days 
by  several  vessels  in  the  list,  and  in 
some  cases  ti>  and  from  .Southampton.

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Death  of  a  Pioneer  Resident  of 
Duluth. 

New  Duluth,  July  9.— (Special  to  The 
Herald,)— John  Smith,  after  a  lingerin.:^ 
illness,  died  at  his  home  here  Wednes- 
day, July  6.  He  was  the  pioneer  resi- 
dent of  New  Duluth,  in  fact  among  th<) 
early  settlers  at  the  head  of  the  lake. 
Mr.  Smitii  was  born  in  Devonshire 
England,  in  May,  1S26,  and  came  to  the 
United  States  in  1851,  making  his  home 
in  Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  till  1856.  •.vhen  he 
came  to  Superior,  then  the  much-talked- 
of  place  of  the  Northwest.  He  was  em» 
ployed  for  a  time  by  H.  W.  Wheeler, 
who  owned  the  first  .sawmill  at  Oneota, 
■and  boarded  with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Merritt, 
father  and  mother  of  the  Merritt  boys 
of  tciday.  Following  this  he  carried  tha 
mail  between  Superior,  Oneota  and  Twin 
Lakes,  over  the  stage  line  then  in  ex- 
istence, which  work  he  continued  dur- 
ing the  civil  war.  He  finally  located  at 
this  point,  and  after  a  few  years  of 
baching,  met  Miss  Anna  ii*»iks.  and 
they  were  married  in  1S70.  after  which 
they  lived  continuously  in  this  place. 
Three  children  were  born  to  them, 
William  G.,  who  is  employed  on  the 
state  experimental  farm  near  Marshall. 
Minn.;  Sarah  Ann.  who  has  been  em- 
ployed as  a  teacher  in  the  pulilic  school 
here  for  the  past  four  years,  and  Louise, 
who  died  fifteen  years  ago.  Mr.  Smith 
has  always  been  held  in  the  highest  es- 
teem by  his  neighbors,  having  served 
his  country  and  town  through  several 
terms  of  office.

Dun  Reports  Great  Decrease 

in  the  Number  of  Business 

Failures. 

New  York,  July  ••.— R.  G.  Dun  &  d.'s 
weekly  rtvlew  .jf  trade  says:  The  usual 
half  yearly  statement  of  failures  by 
branches  cf  business  are  p?culiarly  in- 
ter sting,  because  it  shows  that  war  and 
fears  cf  war  have  not  caused  an  in- 
crease in  commercial  disasters.  The  sur- 
prisingly large  and  general  decrease  in 
trading  defaults  would  without  doubt 
be  accompanied  by  corr  sponding  re- 
turns as  to  manufacturing,  but  for  ex- 
cessive expanding  in  some  lines,  and  thj 
helpless  cunditi.jn  reached  by  a  few 
firms  in  other  branches.  Faiures  dur- 
ing the  s  cond  quarter  have  been 
smaller  than  in  the  same  quarter  for  the 
past  four  years  in  trailing  and  in  manu- 
facturing small.-r  than  in  the  saiii.> 
quarter  of  any  year  excepting  IS94.  The 
fiscal  year  has  ended  with  financial  r  - 
suits  a  shade  li.yiind  general  expecta- 
tions, and  the  new  war  ta.x  liegins  to 
inert ase  revenue,  not  seriously  disturli- 
ing  busin  ss  in  any  line.  No  reason  jet 
appears  to  apprehend  that  the  war  rev- 
enue will  fall  i.elow  expectations. 

Criticism  of  cmp  estimates  is  the  less 
n  e.lful  because  th  hi.ghest  authorities 
estimate  that  supplies  for  the  coming 
year  pr.nnise  to  greatly  exceed  home 
requirem^iits  and  a  full  export  demar»d. 
though  for  a  nn  nth  .>r  two  yei  Europe 
may  require  much  more  than  usual.

..f  pig  and  of  billets  have  yet  some  prob- 
lems to  settle  between  themselves. 

Meanwhile  no  fall  in  price  appears, 
but  a  better  demand  for  products  with 
every  expectation  that  within  two 
weeks  the  producing  capacity  of  the 
works  will  be  much  more  fully  em- 
ployed than  it  has  been  for  six  months. 
Failures  for  the  week  have  been  299 
in  the  United  States  against  206  last 
year  and  seventeen  in  Canada  against 
thirty  last  year.

■  On  board  the  Associated  Press  dispatch  boat  Dandy, 
off  Aguadores,  Cuba,  July  lo,  via  Port  Antonio  and  Kings- 
ston,  Jamaica,  July  ii,  9:4:^  a.  m.-  (Copyright  by  the  As- 
sociated Press.)— The  Brooklyn,  Indiana  and  Texas,  under 
Commodore  Schley,  began  the  bombardment  of  the  city  of 
Santiago  at  %:\^  this  afternoon  in  obedience  to  a  request 
from  Gen.  Shafter,  conveyed  by  a  signal  from  the  shore. 

The  warships  lined  up  from  the  east  to  west,  a  mile 
from  shore,  and  fired  over  the  limestone  cliffs  that  come 
down  to  the  sea  and  hide  the  city,  five  miles  away. 
The  bombardment  was  continued  for  one  hour. 

After  thirty-five  shots  had  been  nred  from  the  8-inch  guns.  Commodore 
Schley  became  convinced  that  the  Brooklyn's  lire  was  falling  short  and  or- 
dered a  cessation,  permitting  the  battl  eshlps  to  continue,  they  with  their 
larger  guns  having  longer  range.  Th  e  shots  were  fired  apparently  with 
great   deliberation   and   at   intervals   of  two  minutes. 

The  signals  from  the  shore  announced  that  the  shells  fell  1000  feet  short 
and  a  little  left  of  the  Spanish  posit  ion.  At  dusk  the  squadron  ceased  fir- 
ing and  Commodore  .Schley  sent  a  1  aunch  to  the  shore  to  ask  Gen.  Shafter 
If  he  desired  firing  continued  during  the  night. 

When  the  Associated  Press  reporte  r  went  aboard  the  Brooklyn,  Commo- 
dore Schley  said  he  was  ignorant  of  t  he  purpose  of  the  bombardment.  The 
Associated  Press  reporter  read  to  hi  m  a  message  received  at  Juragua  from 
a  mounted  courier,  saying  the  armisti  ce  was  ended  and  that  hostilities  had 
been  resumed. 

Commodore  Schley  said:  "Gen  Shafter  signalled  to  me  to  begin  the  bom- 
bardment as  soon  as  I  could  get  into  position,  I  doubted  from  the  start 
whether  I  could  hit  the  city.  I  had  to  guess  at  its  looation,  and  be  very  carts 
lul  not  t3  injure  our  army.  If  I  bombard  tomorrow  I  shall  have  range  maiks 
on  shore  to  guide  me,  and  I  shall  take  the  ships  closer  lo  the  shore  than  tD- 
day.  Tlie  water  off  Aguadores  is  so  smooth  tha-t  our  marksmanship  was  not 
affected  by  the  swaying  of  the  ship.  In  firing  today  I  gave  the  turrets  the 
greatest  possible  elevation  by  li.-ting  the  ships.  But  I  knew  I  would  fall  short. 
The  guns  will  carry  more  tj^an  five  miles,  but  to  throw  shots  over  the  clifTa 
a  great  elevation  is  required." 

When  the  Dandy  left  Aguadores  at  7  o'clock  the  warships  were  still  In 
position.  During  the  bombai-dment  the  Daiidy  lay  a  quarter  of  a  mile  be- 
hind the  line  of  ships. 

When  the  bombardment  began  a  heavy  thunderstorm  was  in  progress,  with 
thunder  and  lightning,  but  artillery  fire  could  b^  heard  on  shore,  indicating 
that  c.en.  Shafter  had  resumed  hostilities  immediately  on  the  ending  of  the 
armistice. 

Following  the  roar  of  Commodore  Sdhley's  guns  could  be  heard  thr  shrieking 
of  the  shells  as  they  sped  on  their  way  to  the  doomed  Spanish  city.  Then  came 
n  long  ^cho  from  the  hills  back  of  Santiago,  and  sometimes  a  peal  of  thundr  ac- 
companied the  reverbatlons  and  gave  the  impression  that  the  city  was  being 
iiombarded  from  the  sky,  sea  and  land.  The  slturtlon  must  have  b  en  appal- 
ling to  the  Spaniards,  and  if  Gen.  Shafter  made  the  demonstration  for  the  mere 
effect  it  would  hav'e  on  the  wavering"  en   my  he  probably  attained  his  end. 

W.ASHINGTON,  July  1 1.— A  cablegram  from  Gen.  Shafter 

was  received  at  the  war  department  over  night  stating  that 
the  bombardment  of  Santiago  would  begin  today.  It  appears 
that  the  affair  of  Sunday  was  only  a  preliminary  artillery 
skirmish. 

Washington,  July  ii.— Secretarv  Long.  Admiral  Sic- 
ard,  Capt.  Mahan  and  Capt.  Crowninshield,  of  the  naval 
war  board,  are  now  in  conference  with  the  president  at  the 
White  House.  Secretarv  Long  stated,  on  reaching  the 
White  House,  that  in  his  opinion  the  fleet  had  so  far  taken 
no  part  in  today's  engagement.  Otherwise,  he  said,  Admiral 
Sampson  would  have  reported,  which  he  had  not  done,. 

On  leaving  the  naval  war  conference  at  i  o'clock,  Sec- 
retary Long  saidnothing  that  had  been  received  indicating 
that  a  decisive  engagement  was  on  in  Santiago,  on  the  part 
of  either  the  army  or  fleet.  In  answer  to  an  inquiry,  the 
secretary  said  that  he  expected  to  get  news  of  the  fall  of 
Santiago  at  any  hour,  but  added,  however,  that  his  expecta- 
tion was  based  largely  upon  his  hopes.  The  indications 
are  that  all  truces  are  off  and  that  the  fmal  struggle  may 
even  now  be  on.  ^

Washington.  July  11.— The  June  retjort 
of  the  bureau  of  statistics  on  the  im- 
ports of  sup'ar  shows  that  the  dutiable 
imports  for  that  month  amounted  to 
267,;?SS.n,SS  pounds,  as  compared  with 
640.S(jJ.04t»  pjunds  during  June,  ISH7.  For

"Senor  KO'mero  Itobledo  addressed  in 
his  last  speech  a  vehement  entreaty  to 
Senor  Saga.^^ta  that,  since  the  .govern* 
ment  consi.lers  peace  indispensable,  it 
.-should  negotiate  for  it  directly  with  the 
I'niied  States. 

"Of  all  the  factors  of  the  problem  of 
peace  the  most  serious  and  decisive  ia 
that  of  the  lltness  of  time  and  circum- 
stances in  which  peace  is  to  be  made. 
Next  in  importance  is  the  factor  pointed 
out  by  Senor  Uomero  Hobledo.  Senor 
Sagasta  will  have  to  think  seriously 
over  this  matter.  One  more  mistake  of 
this  kind  will  bring  down  on  the  head 
of  his  excellency  tremendous  responsi- 
bilities. 

"We  have  tried  in  vain  for  three 
years  to  point  out  that  war  with  the 
United  States  was  the  only  possible  out- 
lome  of  the  war  of  insurrection.  We 
have  worked  hard,  and  without  any  re- 
.^ult,  todndute  the  government  to  pre* 
pare  for  this  .struggle.  So  futile  have 
been  our  efforts  toward  having  j)romi)i 
assifitancc  sent  to  the  Philippines  that, 
now  that  this  new  question  confront.* 
us.  we  cannot  overcome  our  bitterness 
and    di.scouragenient. 

"It  is  said  that  the  present  minister  of 
state  is  in  constint  conference  with  th.- 
foreign  ambassador.s.  The  inference  i> 
that  the  .•subject  of  these  conferences 
is  peace,  but  inonslderate  haste  an.l 
marked  inexperience  may  result  in  just 
what  Senor  liomero  Hebledo  foresaw 
and   warned  against. 

"Peace  with  the  United  States  must 
either  be  made  at  the  right  moment  or 
it  means  civil  war,  linancial  ruin  an", 
the  loss  of  liberty.  Peace  with  the  ITnit^^d 
States  must  either  be  treated  for  with 
that  piwer  dlre(  t.  or  Spain  will  be  re- 
duced to  the  lowest  class  of  nations — 
the  class  which,  in  order  to  exist  at  all, 
needs  the  protection  of  Europe. 

"What  will  be  the  opportune  moanent 
for  peace?  The  very  moment  when  th" 
army  and  the  jieople  bee  )me  convinced 
that  there  is  no  other  remedy  but  t> 
."ue  for  it.  Hef.re  that  the  army  woui  1 
consider  itself  humiliated  and  the  people 
belraye<l. 

"Peace  must  not  be  sued  for  through 
the  intervention  of  mediators,  who,  a.i 
Senor  ItoniMM  l;ob'edo  sayj.  with  much 
••eason.  woul3  uiakv  tl  -^  I'rokerapo  cc  m> 
high  for  us. 

"The  United  States  would  fcl  m.-.ro 
inclined  to  negotiate  in  due  time  a  peac:- 
that  would  be  honorable  for  us.

This  spring  the  Sturgis  Commerlcal 
club  supplied  almost  every  farmer  in 
the  county  with  sugar  beet  seeds,  with 
a  view  of  securing  a  general  test  of 
the  county's  productivity.  F<jr  two 
years  limited  tests  have  been  made, 
ami  in  all  cases,  the  results  have  been 
far  above  the  average.  In  one  in- 
stance, the  per  cent  of  saccharine  mat- 
tiT  reached  a  point  of  second  best  in 
the  world.  If  the  tests  all  over  tlv- 
county  this  fall  are  as  good  as  it  is 
believed  they  will  be,  a  large  acreagi> 
of  beets  will  be  planted  here  ne^t 
spring. 

There  is  great  need  of  rain  in  all  .f 
the  farming  section  of  the  Black  Hills, 
and  unless  a  break  in  the  dmuth  cumes 
pretty  soon,  there  will  be  a  slim  crop  of 
everything.

Good  reports 
come  in  from  the  range  yet,  and  it  is 
stated  that  two  weeks'  dr.mth  would 
not  seriously  affect  the  gras.s.  The 
weather  hasiicen  cool  the  last  ten  day.c.

The  district  attorney  at  Kansas  City 
has  dtdded  to  bepin  legal  proceedings 
to    coMpel    the    express    companies    to 
obey  t  le  provisions  of  the  war  revenue 
!aw.    vhlch    direct    that    they    and    not 
their  tjstomers.  shall  pay  the  tax.  This 
iS  a  gt  od  move,  and  should  be  followed 
by  sinilar  ofTorts  to  compel  other  cor» 
poratlt  ns   to  pay   the  taxes   which   they 
are  tr.\  ing  to  evade.     As  the  Indianap- 
olis Jo  tmal  »ays,^t  is  little  and  really 
inconstquential  things  which  cause  peo» 
pie  to   be  hostile   to  corporations— little 
things   Ike  forcing  the  people  to  pay  the 
^ar  ta  i  imposed  upon  them  and  which 
they  should  pay.     The  good  will  of  the 
public  IS  worth  more  to  a  common  car* 
rier  thtin  a  few  th  )usand  d  >llars'  worth 
of  reve  lue  stamps,  and  for  this  reason 
it  woul  I  seem  gojd  business  pjlicy  for 
the   rai  roads,    express   companies,    etc.. 
not  to  ."i^ddle  the  taxes  on  their  patrons. 
The   Philadelphia   Press   says:      "The 
corpora  Ions  are  diligently  endeavorlns 
to  lay   !he  various  stamp  taxes  placed 
on  then    upon  their  onsumera  and  cus- 
tomers.     This    Is    natural.      It    is    after 
the  manner  of  corporation^.     It  is  in  a 
way   in.  vitable.     Hut   it   is  unwise,    for 
the  sur  •   result    i.<3   to   quicken    the   de- 
mand frr  a  tax  on  their  dividends  and 
gross  receipts  which  thoy  cannot  shift, 
and   which    once    levied   will    never    be 
taken    oft.        An    enormous    number    of 
persons  called  to  pay  a  stamp  tax  laid 
by    law   on    the   corporation   and    by   it 
transfer  ed  to  them,   will  be  converted 
by    the     ■xperiment   into    the   conviction 
that    thi     right    tax   on   corporatlins   its 
tme  that   cannot  be  transferred." 

Referring  to  the  express  companies* 
action,  t  ic  Springfield  Republican  says: 
"Only  a  little  matter  of  1  cent  la  the 
war  tax  on  each  shipment  by  express, 
but  the  Hve  principal  express  companiea 
of  the  country  have  figured  out  the  ef)n- 
sequenct  >!  and  find  that  If  they  should 
pay  for  the  stamps  on  all  their  ship- 
ments It  would  require  an  expenditure 
equal  to  3  per  cent  on  their  combined 
capital.  Their  dividends,  in  a  word, 
would  b?  cut  down  one-half.  They 
have  coj  eluded  that  they  cannot  pn.-=- 
sibly  a*i-ume  such  a  burden.  But  the 
merthan  s'  association  of  New  York 
has  declared  that  the  shippers  cannot 
stand  th?  cist  of  the  tax,  and  It  ha<i 
entered  ji  vigorous  protest  against  the 
declared  purpose  of  the  express  com- 
panles  tr  pass  the  tax  along  to  their 
patrons.  The  chances  are  decidedly 
against  the  patrons  of  the  companies. 
Such  taxes  have  a  w.ny  of  diffusing 
themselv  's  among  the  larger  number."

The  Kansas  City  Star  draws  attention 
to  t^e  fact  that  in  the  fiscal  year  end- 
ing Jime  30  the  United  Stat  s  exported 
ever  210.000,000  bushels  of  wheat.  20i).O0O,- 
000  bushels  of  wheat.  20'">.noo,000  liushels 
of  corn,  70,000,000  bushels  of  oats  and 
30.000.000  bushels  of  other  cereals,  mak- 
ing a  total  of  more  than  500,000,010 
"bushels  of  grain  shipped  out  of  th  c  nir- 
try  to  feed  the  people  of  distant  lands. 
This  Is  a  much  larger  amount  than  was 
ever  expcrted  tv^fore  In  a  single  yeiv. 
The  aggrgate  value  of  these  great  ex- 
ports is  more  than  $32.=>,000.000.  In  addi- 
tion to  thcse  huge  shipments  .>f  grain  th : 
farmers  furnished  $325,000,000  worth  of 
CiUtrn  and  $1!>0.000.000  worth  of  live 
etocU  and  previsions,  making  a  total  o? 
$740,000,000  worth  of  agricultural  pro- 
duCta  that  were  seiit  abroad  within  a 
J  ear. 

These  figures  ar-  far  In  excess  of  the 
record  of  any  previous  year  and  th'^v 
ei-ow  what  an  immense  number  of  peo- 
ple in  other  lands  are  dependent  on  th  i 
I'nited  States  for  fiwd  supplies  and 
clothing  and  how  great  la  the  productive 
capacity  of  the  farms  of  the  United 
States.  It  is  an  inter  sting  comment  on 
the  ideas  of  ihase  theorists  who  say  that 
the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  the 
products  of  the  farms  of  the  I'ttit-^d 
Stales  will  be  consumed  eatir  ly  In  this 
country.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
urban  pcpulatian  of  the  I'nited  States 
has  been  growing  more  rapidly  than  the 
number  of  people  on  farms  for  many 
y  ars  pas:,  it  is -not  surprising  that 
students  of  economics  should  begin  Vi 
theorize  on  the  possibility  of  this  coun- 
try consuming  all  of  its  farm  products, 
but  the  fact  that  the  aggregate  exports 
of  foodstuffs  in  the  last  year  were  much 
the  largest  on  r  cord  indicates  that  the 
time  is  far  in  the  future  when  the 
United  States  will  cease  to  produce  a 
large  surplus  for  the  inhabitants  of 
other  countries.    The  Star  says: 

"Th  production  cf  food  supplies  ha.' 
fully  k  pt  pace  with  the  marvelous  gen- 
eral devftlopment  of  this  country.  Thf: 
V»v»rage  production  of  the  labor  of  each 
farm  worker  evidently  is  increasing 
each  year,  because  the  farmers  are  not 
only  producing  enough  to  supply  an 
urban  population  that  is  growing  much 
more  rapidly  than  the  agricultural  popu- 
lation, but  they  are  also  furnishing  in- 
creasing quantities  of  farm  products  for 
exportation.  It  cannot  be  deniedd  that 
there  are  some  factors  in  the  situation 
which  indicate  that  the  exportable  sur- 
plus of  farm  products  may  be  expected 
t.)  grow  smaller  from  this  time  forward, 
and  perhaps  the  high-wat  r  mark,  for 
all  time,  was  reached  in  the  year  which 
has  just  ended.

Objects    of    Interest    to   Strangers 
Visiting  the  State. 

The  sinks  of  Florida  are  nurarrous.  and 
'-no  of  the  state's  most  attractive  fea- 
tures to  strangers  visiting  this  part  .if 
the  ctintry.  Around  Alachua  lake, 
three  miles  south  of  Gainesville,  there 
tir-  hundreds  of  sinkholes  of  ,  various 
sizes  and  depths.  It  is  apparent  from 
the  existence  of  so  many  sinks  that  the 
whole  country  is  honeycombed  with  sub-* 
ttrranean  i))iisii!ages.  Portions  of  the  laml 
in  that  region  have  ben  sinking  for 
ages,  says  the  (Jaincsvilie  Sun. 

Only  a  lew  years  ag<i  the  ground 
under  the  track  of  th«  Florida  .Southern 
railroad,  near  Alachua  lake,  gave  way, 
and  in  the  darkn  m  .if  night  a  rrain  ran 
into  a  hole  seventy  or  eighty  feet  deeji. 
The  trait:-  was  completely  wrecked,  but 
batunately  all  a*<  ard  escaped  an  un- 
imit  ;y  d  ath. 

•  There  are  sinks  in  vari.)us  parts  of 
Alachua  county,  but  they  are  more 
numerous  in  tiie  vicinity  of  what  the 
Indians  le.'.led  "Big  Jug,"  or  Alachua, 
meaning  the  deep  sinkholes  through 
V.  hich  the  water  in  th  lake  at  differenJ 
peri.ds  has  run  .an,  Kavinig  an  immense 
savanna,  or  many  thou.sands  of  acres  of 
prairit-  land.  .Many  years  ago  .several 
acrt.s  cf  gri;und  on  the  public  road  lead- 
ing from  this  city  to  Newnansville  sank 
and  firmed  a  lake,  in  which  th.  tops  of 
tall  trees  could  iie  scr  n  beneath  the  sur- 
face of  f.ie  .vatei-.  This  spot  is  known 
as  tile  Hiue  Sink.  Seven  miles  norta- 
w  St  of  ('ainesville  is  a  manmi.dh  sink, 
knov.n  as  the  Devil's  .Mill  Hopper.  It  is 
a  .great  natural  i  uriosiiy.  and  Is  a  popu- 
lar resort  f-ir  picnic  parties,  as  well  as 
I'll-  pleasure  seekers,  who  during  the 
winttr  .season  visit  this  part  of  Fhaid:;. 
One  mile  west  of  (lain  sville  is  the 
Ore.  n  Sink,  containing  considerable  vol- 
ume of  water,  in  which  it  has  been  the 
custom  for  many  y?ars  .if  colored  pco- 
I>le  to  baihe,  and  many  untnnely  deaths 
riave  cecurred  in  thii:  sink  tiy  drowning. 
A  notable  sink  is  that  in  which  Hogtown 
cr.'e'.i  empties.  AUiut  five  miles  south- 
west of  this  city  the  stream  runs  ii^t  i 
this  sinkhole  and  gradually  disappears 
thr.^ugh  a  subteiran  ,an  outlet.  At  this 
point  quit  a  lake  is  formed,  which  is 
well  filled  with  all  species  of  fish  known 
to  inland  Florida  water.s. 

Th,^  n;,tuial  wells  wait  h  are  numerou:^ 
in  the  western  part  of  Alachua  couHty 
are  liut  sinkholes  r  aching  to  larg  •  un- 
il.rground  passages,  throuifli  which  hun- 
dii-ds  of  thousands  of  acres  of  laml  ar .• 
drained.

COOKLNG  IN  MEXICO. 
As  all  cooking  is  done  with  charcoal 
and  ovens  arc  practically  unknown  in 
private  hou.ses.  very  few  families  bake 
liread,  says  M.idern  Mexico.  The  small, 
hard-crusted    loaves    of    French    bread 
are  delivered  all  over  the  city  in  great 
baskets  four  feet  across  that  are  car- 
rie<]   on    the   heads  of  cargadores.       A 
good    Mexican    cook    relieves    the    mis- 
tress   of    the    house   of   worry   and    re- 
sponsibility   in    a   manner    that    is   al- 
most unknown  in  the  T'nited      States. 
The  cook  is  given  so  much  a  day.  and 
with    this  amount   she   will       punha.se 
each  morning  all  the  f.rovlsions  of  the 
day.  including  even  the  staples  that  are 
usually  bought  in  large  iiuantities      in 
other   countries,    tin   $1    a   day   a    cook 
will    provide    a    very    good    table    for    a 
family  of  three  or  four,  and  get  enough 
l>eana  and  tortillas  and  chile  to  set  the 
servants'  table  besides.  They  can  really 
do  better  than  their     mistresses,      be- 
cause they  can  usually  dnve  sharper

Washington.  July  11.— Notice  from 
Gen.  Shafler  t  >  the  effect  that  he  pro- 
posed  to  begin  the  aj^sault  and  bom» 
bardment  of  Santiago  tfKlay  intensified 
the  interest  with  which  the  news  is 
being  awaited  in  Washington,  and  there 
were  many  inquiries  at  the  office  of  the 
adjutant  general.  To  all  these  but  one 
answer  was  returned.  Gen.  Shafter 
had  been  given  a  free  hand  to  deal  with 
the  situation,  subject  to  but  one  londl- 
tljn.  namely,  that  the  Spaniards  in 
Santiago  must  be  captured,  and  he  had 
not  notitied  the  war  de|iartment  as  to 
the  detall.s  (»f  his  plans  further  than 
was  indicated  in  the  dispatches  yester- 
day. 

The  belief  is  that  the  aPfalr  of  yester- 
day was  of  little  imptirtance.  being, 
perhaps,  but  a  feint  on  the  part  i>f  the 
Spaniards  to  uncover  the  American 
batteries  or  to  discover  s  >me  weak  spot 
which  might  be  made  ^the  point  of  an 
.ittaik  by  a  sortie.  They  did  not  dis- 
guise the  fear  that  the  enemy  inay  es- 
cape from  Shafter  .luring  the  night,  and 
are  relieved  each  day  when  disjiatche^ 
stating  that  the  Spaniards  still  occupy 
the  town  are  re<-eived  from  the  f/ont.

Madrid.  Sunday,  July  10,  via  Hen.laye, 
France,  July  H.— (Copyright,  1898,  by 
the  As.sociated  Press.)— In  spite  of  the 
fact  that  public  opinion  is  divided,  it 
is  tending  to  peace,  the  people  becoming 
more  convinced  every  day  of  the  im- 
j'o.ssibility  of  withstanding  the  l)owc^ 
of  the  Cnited  States. 

The    j)eace    party    in    the    cabinet    is 
urgmg  immediate   negitiations   looking 
to  i)eace,  and  Senor  Gomazo,   the  min- 
ister   of    public    instruction,     threatens 
to    resign    if  the    war   party   outweighs 
his  influence.    The  war  party,  however 
urges   a   cou'tinuance   of     the   struggle 
"to  convince  America  that  it  is  difficult 
to   obtain    a   prompt     triumph    for    hei 
army,  and  thus  secure  for  Spain  bettor 
terms." 

There  is  a  split  in  the  cabinet  which 
will  probably  result  in  its  resignation 
and  the  formation  of  an  intermediary 
government,  becaiise  Senor  Silvia  and 
the  Conservatives  are  unwilling  to  in- 
cur the  responsibility  of  peace  negotia- 
tions, for  the  best  obtainable  terms  are 
certain  to  be  trying  to  .Spanish  pride, 
whifh  will  demand  a  scapegoat. 

The  increasing  unpopularity  of  Senor 
Sagasta's  government,  which  is  sup- 
IKjrted  by  the  throne  regardless  of  pub- 
lie  opinion,  may  dama.ge  the  dynasty. 
The  situation  is  most  trying  "to  the 
queen  regent,  who  is  suffering  mora 
keenly  than  her  subjects,  swayed  a;* 
i-he  is  by  outside  coun.sels  and  by  the 
divided  opinions  of  the  cabinet"  and 
nation.  Her  majesty  must  .soon  decidf^ 
upon  .some  course  of  action,  and  will 
probably  form  a  government  with  a 
strong  military  element  and  includ.* 
the  most  popular  politicians.  She  began 
consulting  on  this  subject  today  and 
had  a  long  conference  with  Senor 
Romero  y  Robledo.

Amount  About  the  Some  as 

Last  Year— Collection  Was 

Really  Better. 

County  Treasurer  Whipple  has  had 
prepared  for  the  information  of  the 
hoard  of  county  commissioners,  whicil 
met  this  afternoon  a  statement  of  the 
receipts  of  taxes  up  to  May  1,  which 
receipts  are  to  make  up  the  June  ap- 
portionment. The  collections  were 
heavy  and  the  force  in  the  treasurer's 
ofTice  with  the  hardest  kind  of  work 
had  not  Jet  been  able  to  work  up  all 
of  the  collections,  but  a  survey  of  those 
left  untouched  was  made  for  the  pur- 
pose of  getting-  at  the  total. 

The  showing  made  is  a  very  good 
one.  The  actual  receipts  were  only  a 
little  more  than  they  were  for  the  same 
period  last  year,  but  in  considering  this 
it  must  be  remembered  that  there  was  a 
feature  of  the  tax  laws  in  existence 
this  year  which  v.as  not  effective  last 
year.  This  was  the  law  permitting 
the  payment  of  one-half  of  the  real  es- 
tate tax  in  May  and  the  other  half  In 
October.  This  caused  a  great  manv 
to  pay  who  might  not  otherwise  have 
dune  so,  and  figuring  in  the  other  half 
of  the  taxes,  which  will  come  due  in 
October,  it  is  estimated  that  rela- 
tively the  collections  this  year  amount- 
ed to  at  least  $200,000  more  than  last 
year,  though  the  actual  amount  re- 
ceived is  less  than  $1000  more  than  last 
year. 

The  total  receipts  for  the  June  settle- 
ment this  year  amounted  to  .fluT. 499.07. 
of  which  amount  $5.59.15.5.35  was  current 
taxes  and  $198,343.72  were  back  taxes. 
For  the  same  period  last  year  the  toTr' 
collections  were  $756,613.83,  of  which 
$6.53.139.93  was  current  taxes  and  $103,- 
47.3.90  back  taxes.  Thus  this  year's 
collections  of  current  taxes  fell  off 
$93.9S4..58  on  account  of  the  half  pay- 
ment law,  while  collections  of  back 
taxes  gained  $94,869.82,  making  the  net 
gain    $865.24. 

This  is  regarded  as  being  a  particu- 
larly good  showing,  and  it  was  much 
better  than  had  been  expected.  Owing 
to  the  half-payment  provision  it  was 
expected  that  receii)ts  of  current  taxes 
would  fall  off  much  more  than  they  diit. 
and  it  was  expected  that  the  net  show- 
ing would  be  lower  than  last  year.  Even 
then  the  showing  would  have  been 
good,  because  of  the  half-payment  fea- 
ture, and  the  showing  that  was  made 
is  very  encouraging.  It  is  always  re- 
garded as  a  good  indication  when  taxes 
come  in  well,  and  this  is  regarded  as 
the  best  collection  in  years. 

Pome  of  the  county  commissioner?, 
had  hoped  that  the  receipts  would  be 
large  enough  to  clear  up  the  overdraft 
in  the  road  fund,  but  this  was  not  pos- 
sible. Accoinj)anying  his  statement 
of  the  tax  collections  Treasurer 
Whijiple  presents  a  statement  of  the 
condition  of  the  road  fund.  As  this 
year's  collections  are  about  the  same 
as  hist  year,  he  figures  that  the  appor- 
tionment among  the  funds  will  be  about 
the  same  as  last  year.  There  is  at 
present  in  the  road  fund  an  overdraft 
of  $37,902.74,  and  if  the  apportionment  is 
the  same  as  last  year  it  \vill  still  leave 
an  overdraft  in  the  road  "fund  of  $11,- 
73.5.78.  So  the  prospect  for  road  ap- 
propriations will  be  poor  for  some  time.

At  that  time  reports  from  all  parts  of 
Porto  Rico  indicated  a  condition  among 
the  natives  nearly  bordering  on  starva- 
tion. At  Arceibo  flour  was  selling  at 
$19  a  barrel,  salt  fish  30  cents  a  pound, 
and  other  provisions  at  a  price  so  high 
that  none  but  the  wealthy  could 
them. 

Capt.  McKenna  says  that  while  he 
was  at  Arceibo  he  fed  on  an  average 
fifty  people  per  day.  Several  American 
and  British  newspapers  reached  Capt 
McKenna  while  he  lay  at  Arceibo,  and 
he  says  that  the  natives  actually  fought 
to  get  possession  of  them,  so  eager  were 
they  to  learn  of  the  progres<?  of  the  war. 
All  rlas-ces  are  praying  for  a  speedy 
settlement  of  hostilities,  and  the  major- 
ity express  sympathy  with  the  ITnif^d 
States,  whose  efforts,  they  believe  will 
re.'^ult  in  bringing  them  relief  from  the 
irksome  rule  of  Spain.

ARTILLERY  AT  SANTIAGO. 


Exact 


Number    of   Batteries    There 

Not  Kno%^n. 

New  York.  July  IJ.— .\  .-jpeoial  to  the 
Times  from  Washin.gton  says:  The 
conflicting  statements  cabled  from  San- 
tiago about  the  artillery  strength  of  the 
American  force  now  there  has  led  to 
much  confusion  on  that  point  in  th* 
public  mind.  Exact  information  on  the 
subject  is  difJlcult  to  obtain  here  on  ac- 
count of  the  confusion  attending  the 
embarkation  of  the  original  expedition 
at  Tampa,  which  makes  It  almost  im- 
possible to  ascertain  exactly  what  part 
of  the  artillery  massed  at  that  point 
was  taken  by  the  invading  army. 

Inquiry  at  the  war  department  de- 
veloped the  fact,  however,  that  it  is 
positively  known  there  that  ten  of  the 
light  batteries,  out  of  fourteen  in  the 
regular  army,  are  now  at  Santiago.  Two 
of  the  four  remaining  left  Washington 
yesterday  morning  on  their  way  there 
and  the  other  two  have  been  sent  to 
the  Philippine.s.  These  batteries  have 
six  guns  each,  all  of  3.2  inches,  makinj? 
a  total  of  sixty  light  field  pieces  in 
Cuba  available  for  the  attack  on  San- 
tiago as  soon  as  they  can  all  be  put  in 
position. 

The  siege  pices,  which  constitute  the 
most  formidable  part  of  the  artil'ery 
equipment,  are  .'>-inch  «hell'5,  tiring 
either  solid  projectiles  or  shells,  and 
7-inch  Howitzers  and  mortars  for  shell- 
ing  purpo.ses   "XclusiV'^ly. 

Just  how  many  of  these  (Jen.  Shaft'>r 
took  with  him  the  officials  here  do  not 
know,  and  no  two  reports  from  Santi- 
ago agree.  The  siege  train,  which  was 
originally  made  up  with  a  view  of  the 
bombardment  of  Havana,  '^as  sent  to 
Tampa  before  Shafter  sailed,  but  it  is 
stated  at  the  war  department  that  it 
is  not  kn<mn  exactly  how  many  of  its 
pieces  were  ship  led.  It  is  believed, 
however,  that  there  are  eight  of  these 
big  guns  at  Santiago,  four  riries  and 
four  Howitzers,  with  a  number  of  mor- 
tars. There  is  no  volunteer  artillery 
with  the  army  before  Santiago. 

SBAMEN  l)r-:SERTED. 
New  York.  July  12.— A  general  alarm 
was  .sent  out  last  night  from  police 
headquarters  for  twenty-two  men  said 
to  have  deserted  from  the  United  States 
auxiliary  cruiser  Yankee,  lying  off 
Tompkinsville.  The  men  were  grant- 
ed shore  leave  and  have  remained 
away  from  the  ship  over    time.

Intii  lated  very  broadly  that  the 
Lackawanna  was  doing  openly  what 
other  con  panies  had  undertaken  to  do 
under  covT.  Vice  President  Holden  saul 
that  the  Lackawanna  was  asking  $4 
for  stove  coal  at  the  docks.  He  denied 
the  curreat  reports  that  his  company 
had  sold  *tove  coal  as  low  as  $3.35  cr 
$3.i)0  per    on.

extend  In  o  the  Eastern  market  and 
cause  a  serious  tlemoralization.  Most  of 
the  compi  nies  are  meeting  the  Lack-i- 
wanna's  o  >en  cut  in  the  West,  and  they 
declare  th -it  there  is  no  profit  for  any- 
body  In   tile  figures  quoted.

Greater  Republic  of  Central 

America  May  Soon  Cease 

to  Exist. 

Managua,  Nicaragua,  June  14.— (Cor- 
respondence of  the  Associated  Press.)— 
The  government  of  Nicaragua  has  ic- 
leased  alt  except  three  of  the  several 
hundred  natives  of  wealth  and  inllu- 
ence  who  had  boen  confined  for  m.^.nv 
months  as  iiolitlcal  prisoners  in  the 
penitentiary  and  other  lujsons  on  sus 
piclon  of  not  favoring  the  acts  of  the 
present  rul.?rs  of  Nicaragua.  Each  on.' 
was  brought  under  guard  before  the  in- 
quisitor, a  goveramcnt  triljunal,  and 
pre.seiited  with  a  written  obligation  in 
substance  to  thereafter  not  oppose  in 
any  manner  the  present  government 
of  Niiaiiigua  and  oinding  themselves 
to  severe  fines,  loss  of  property  and 
penal  servitude  if  they  were  found  to 
utter  anything  adverse  to  the  admin- 
istration. 

All  three  signed  the  obligation  anci 
were  released.  Th-  ihiee  who  refused 
to  sign  wer.i  reiuanded  to  connfienienr 
in  the  penitentiary.  Here  they  are  ex- 
pected to  supply  themselves  with  food, 
medicine  unti  clothing,  as  the  govern- 
ment of  Nicaragua  does  not  feed  or 
give  medical  attention  or  clothing  >t) 
l)risoners,  at  least  not  lo  political  pris- 
oners. 

The  delegates  who  have  been  ap- 
pointed by  the  governments  of  Salva- 
dor, Honduias  and  Nicaragua,  to  meet 
at  Managua  tomorrow  to  form  a  more 
perfect  union  beiwv^en  the  »lates 
than  the  "(.{teater  U-publi:-  of  C-nual 
America."  are  expected  to  have  an  ex- 
<iting  time  in  the  convention  and  to 
adjourn  without  agreeing  to  a  con- 
stitution or  formulating  one  that  will 
be  accepted  by  the  congress  of  each 
state.  Th<'  opposition  is  strong 
against  permitting  any  one  man  av 
tribunal  to  control  the  arms  and  am- 
munition accumulated  by  the  three 
governments  interested.  It  is  also  evi- 
dent that  Salvador  is  opposed  to  per- 
mitting President  Zelaya.  of  Nicar- 
agua, to  beconi"  line  of  the  head^  of 
the  proposed  organization,  fearing  that 
he  might  become  too  autocratic  and 
Salvador  is  not  willing  to  bind  her- 
self to  assist  Niiaragua  in  the  latter's 
serious  controversy  with  Costa  Rica, 
as  Salvador  favors  Ccista  Uica.  If  ihe 
constitutional  convention  fails  to 
agree  the  result  will  be  the  breaking 
up  of  the  "Greater  Republic  of  Cen- 
tral  America."

FACTS  A  no  IT  HAWAII. 

The  annexation  of  Hawaii  is  now  an 
accompHsned  fact,  and  next  week  Ad- 
miral Miller  will  reach  Honolulu  and 
hoi.st  the  flag  of  the  United  States, 
while  the  flag  of  the  Hawaiian  republic 
•will  disappear  forever.  The  Hawaiian 
Islands  become  attached  to  this  country 
aij*  a  territory,  and  will  be  entitled  t> 
send  a  delegate  to  congress.  Mucb  has 
been  published  about  Hawaii,  but  yet 
there  are  many  people  who  have  but  a 
faint  Idea  of  tne  population,  resource-* 
and  trade  of  the  Islands,  and  conse- 
quently it  may  he  well  to  say  some- 
thing on  these  points  at  this  lime,  as 
given  in  a  recent  bulletin  issued  by  the 
federal   bureau  of  statistics. 

The  population  of  the  islands  In  lS»fl 
!s  given  thus:  Natives.  31,019;  half- 
castes,  84S5:  Japanese.  »4.407;  Chin..-se. 
21.616;  Portuguese.  15,191:  Americans. 
2084:  British.  2250;  Germans.  14;;2: 
Polynesian.  iHT,;  Norwegian.  378; 
French.  101;  all  others.  600— total.  109.- 
020.  Since  that  Ume  the  population  has 
been  augmented  by  several  thousand 
A,:!atlcs.  It  will  be  noticed  that  th* 
Americans  comprise  less  than  3  per  cent 
of  the  residents  of  Hawaii,  and  that 
more  tban  85  per  cent  of  the  popula- 
tion is  of  Asiatic  blood.  There  is  no 
doubt,  however,  that  there  will  be  at 
once  •  large  increase  of  the  American 
population  in  Hawaii,  and  that  it  will 
soon  be  able  to  dominate  thise  islands 
without  the  aid  of  our  government. 

In  1896  the  tax  per  capita  in  Hawaii 
was  $6.48.  the  highest  rate  known  in 
the  history  of  the  islands.  A  substan- 
tial reduction  of  taxation  will  undoubt- 
edly be  effected  by  our  g  jvemment.  Tho 
public  debt  ot  Hawaii  was  $4,101,174  in 
1S9«  and  is  considerably  greater  now. 
This  debt  we  assume,  of  course. 

For    ordinary    labor    the    Portuguese 
and    Hawaiian    is    paid    $16    to    $18    per 
month,  without  board,  and  the  Chinese 
and  Japanese  are   paid   from   $12.50   to 
$15    per    month,    without     board.       The 
latest  report  of  the  treasury  department 
says:      "The    marke-t    for   all    kinds    of 
labor   Is  overstocked,   and   It    would   be 
very  unwise  for  anyone  to  come  to  these 
islands   with    notrapital   on    the     mere 
chance  of  obtaining  employment.     Th(\ 
many  steamships  arriving  at  this  port 
(Honolulu)    bring     numbers   of     people 
seeking    employment,    who  ^re    obliged 
to    return    disappointed."      It    will      be 
seen  that  there  Is  no  temptation  in  Ha- 
waii     for      ordinary      w-age      earners. 
American  enterprise  will  probably  sion 
be   engaged   in   developing  the   rich   re- 
sources   of      the    country,    establlshinjr 
factories,    building    railroads,    etc..    and 
then    a   demand    will    arise    for   skilled 
labor. 

The  Halted  SUtes  has  already  a  con- 
slderable  trade  with  the.se  islands,  and 
this  will  Increase  rapidly.  In  1897  we 
imported  from  Hawaii  products  to  the 
value  of  $13,«87.799,  of  which  all  sava

Terrible  Gas  Explosion  in  the 

Big  Waterworks  Tunnel 

at  Cleveland. 

Cleveland,  July  12.— The  lives  of 
eleven  men  were  snuffed  out  in  tiie 
twinkling  of  an  eye  last  evening  in  the 
big  waterworks  tunnel  that  Is  being 
constructed  under  the  bottom  of  Lak- 
Krie,  as  a  result  of  an  explosion  of  pa:,.

Spanish  Admiral  Much  Cast  Down  By 
His  Defeat. 

Off  Santiago  de  Cuba.  July  4.— (Cor- 
respondenec  of  the  Associated  Press.)— 
On  tbe  return  of  the  United  Stat-?s 
cruiser  Hrooklyn  to  the  bl.ickade  oIT 
Santiago  de  Cuba  on  the  evening  of 
July  3.  the  lowa  reported  to  CJinrnodorc 
Schley  that  Admiral  Cervera.  the  com- 
mander of  the  Spanish  fleet,  was  on 
board.  Tim  commodore  at  once  went 
.•\er  to  pay  his  re.^pects. 

The  Spanish  admiral  was  much  cast 
down  by  his  defeat,  liut  presei-ved  a 
ilignified  and  courteous  demean  jr  not- 
withstanding. He  .said  he  deeply  aj)- 
preciated  the  fact  that  the  men  of  th.> 
Brooklyn  did  not  exult  by  cheering 
when  it  was  learned  that  he  was  a  pris- 
oner on  the  Iowa.  He  replied  in  re- 
«pon.se  to  the  cjinmodore's  remark  that 
it  was  the  fortune  of  war:  "Yes;  but 
I've  lost  my  career  now  that  I've  been 
defeated." 

Commodore  SchKy.  however,  told  him 
that  such  a  brave  deed  as  that  of  bring- 
ing out  of  his  squadron  could  never  be 
l.ioked  upon  otherwise  than  as  a  m.i.-^t 
gallant  feat,  upon  which  Admiral  Cer- 
vera  threw  his  arms  around  the  commo- 
dore and  said:  "Ah,  sailors  always  are 
gentlemen." 

He  then  said  he  thought  hi.s  dead 
would  number  probably  750.  though  he 
could  not  tell  detinitely.  He  spoke  of 
the  accuracy  and  deadliness  of  the 
Brooklyn's  fire,  saying  that  in  the  early 
part  of  the  action  one  of  her  shells  had 
traversed  the  entire  length  of  the  gun 
deck,  killing  and  wounding  probably 
eighty  men.  On  the  Vlzcaya  alone  there 
were  110  men  killed. 

Admiral  Cenvera  said  he  feared  the 
losses  might  be  greater  than  he  antlcU 
pated,  for  many  men  were  below  the 
protective  deck,  and  when  the  ships 
were  on  fire  it  must  have  been  difflcuL 
for  them  to  e.scape.  He  .added  that  all 
his  captains  had  been  killed  or  wound- 
ed; but  later  it  was  f  >und  that  the  cap- 
tain of  the  Cristobal  Colon  was,  saved. 
Admiral  Cervera  also  said  he  had  no 
doubt  but  that  at  least  one  of  the  three 
ships  would  have  gotten  away  had  it 
not  been  for  the  Brooklyn,  the  Oregon 
and  Texas.

Scenes  at  Camp  Thomas  Reproduced 
at  the   Lyceum. 

The  great  yiterest  which  Duluth  peo- 
ple feel  in  the  boys  who  have  gone  from 
here  to  the  front  was  manifest  last 
evening  at  the  entertainment  given  ijy 
the  Women's  Relief  corps  for  the  Du- 
luth Volunteers'  Home  society  at  the 
Lyceum.

lay of  three  stenographers  to  furnish 
daily  r.-ports.  This  latter  arrangement 
had  been  made  in  the  belief,  it  was  ex- 
plained by  Mr.  Kellogg,  that  It  devolved 
upon  the  attorn.'ys  to  furnish  the  sten- 
ograjihers.  Jt  was  compromised  oy 
u.sing  all   the  stenographers. 

W.  W  Billsoii  opened  by  making  a 
general  statement  of  the  case  "The 
petitioners."  he  said,  '"are  interests  in 
the  Pioneer  mine  on  the  Vermilion 
range,  and  in  .jther  undeveloped  land 
.supposed  to  be  valuable  for  iron  ore 
The  Pioneer  mine  is  one  of  the  best 
mines  in  the  country,  producing  ore  of 
the  highest  grade  and  having  one  of  the 
largest  deposits.  l.,ast  year  its  ore  sold 
at  a  figure  reached  onlv  by  seven 
mines.  It  Is  lapable  of  producing  a 
half  million  tons  of  ore  annually.  La'^t 
year  it  mined  at  a  loss,  notwithstand- 
ing the  qualty  of  the  ore.  The  conse- 
quence  was  that  the  lessee  company  re. 
fu.sed  to  open  the  mine  this  vear  and 
asked  for  a  reduction  of  royalties  The 
fee  owners  had  already  made  large  re- 
ductions in  the  royalties.  Our  proposi- 
tion is  that  this  case  is  simply  a  tvpe 
of  a  large  number  of  cases  on  both 
ranges."  he  .«nid.  "In  view  of  the  pres- 
ent price  of  iron  ore  it  Is  Impossible  to 
operate  at  a  profit,  though  millions  oi' 
tons  are  removed  at  a  profit.  This  can 
exist  only  in  the  case  of  the  two  respon- 
dent railroad  comjianles.  Their  loss  on 
ore  .«ales  is  reimliursed  by  inordinate 
pronts  on  their  freight  rates.  Their 
rates  are  double  what  they  should  bo 
Our  evidence  will  be  in  a  small  com- 
pa.*»s.  and  will  consist  largely  of  the  fig- 
ures fm-nished  by  the  companies  them- 
selves in  their  report  ti  you.  There  will 
also  be  testimony  to  show  that  the  re- 
turns on  the  value  of  the  lines  there 
are  over-estimated  very  much.  When 
the  reports  are  supplemented  with 
proofs  of  the  value  of  the  roads,  it  will 
be  shown  that  rates  are  double  what 
they  ought   to  be.

MR.  GAY  IS  DELAYED 


Has  Some  Trouble  In  Getting 

Mr.  Untermeyer's  Ear — 

Mayor's  Opinion. 

The  mayor  received  yesterday  a  tele- 
gram from  E.  H.  Gay  stating  that  he 
was  yet  in  New  York  negotiating-  with 
Mr.  Untermeyer,  but  that  he  expected 
to  be  able  to  lay  the  results  of  the 
conference  before  the  mayor  and  the 
special  committee  some  time  before  the 
next  council  meeting  night.  Mr.  Gay 
said  that  the  negotiations  have  been 
delayed  by  the  fact  that  Mr.  Unter- 
meyer has  been  engaged  in  a  law 
suit. 

The  mayor  said  that  it  would  be  in- 
sisted on  that  the  $60,000  personal  prop- 
erty taxes  must  be  paid  or  security  de- 
posited to  abide  the  event  of  the  legal 
proceedings  in  order  to  protect  the  city. 
Aside  from  that  there  remains  nothing 
in  dispute  but  the  company's  claim  for 
flushing  sewers  and  the  city's  claim  for 
repairing  streets,  and  these,  the  mayor 
said,  could  not  be  allowed  to  stand  in 
the  way  of  a  settlement,  as  they  can  ne 
settled  in  the  courts  after  the  transfer. 

The  mayor  expressed  the  opinion  that 
the  deposits  accompanying  all  of  the 
bids  but  that  of  E.  H.  Gay  &  Co  and 
the  New  York  Trust  company  should 
have  Ijeen  returned,  as  the  city  could 
not  accept  the  bids  in  any  event.

Favor  Peace  if  It  Implies  Only  Cuba's 
Loss. 

Madrid,  July  12.— The  possildllty  of 
peace  with  the  Cnlted  States  is  being 
widely  discussed  in  the  newspapers  and 
by  the  public.  The  Cofi;,ervative  pa- 
pers- declare  that  Spain  iv  prepared  t ) 
accept  peace,  providing  it  implies  only 
the  loss  of  Culia.  But.  they  assert. 
Spain  would  prefer  war  al'outrance  if 
America  should  claim  Porto  Hico.  the 
I^hilippines.  or  an  immense  war  in- 
demnity which  it  Would  be  impossible 
for  Spain  to  pay. 

The  Correspondencia  asserts  that  Gen. 
Correa.  the  minister  for  war.  does  not 
disagree  with  the  other  cabinet  luinis- 
ters  so  seriously  as  is  generally  i..»- 
lieved,  and  in  view  of  the  Cuban  situ- 
ation, he  will  no  longer  oppose  peace, 
providing  the  conditions  are  not  too 
onerous.

"i'be  idea  seems  to  be  somewhat  com- 
mon that  the  obligation  to  support  the 
eonstitution  merely  refers  to  lae  usun»«- 
tion  and  not  ti>  the  abuse  or  misuse  of 
powers.  This  error  may  be  partly  due  to 
a  mi-sapprehension.  Within  the  sphere  as- 
slKiie.l  to  It.  tlie  federal  government  is 
said  to  have  all  the  attributes  of  sover- 
eignty. In  executive  and  political  affairs 
the  president  and  congress  are  the  fcd- 
eial  government.  The  courts  cannot  que.s- 
tion  or  control  what  thev  do,  but  must 
accept  It  In  all  matteis  which  do  pot  di- 
rutly  affect  guantnteed  private  rights. 
Other  countries  are  obllgul  bv  the  es- 
semial  principle  of  the  law  of  hatjonn  to 
tr- at  lair  government  ns  sovereign  like 
them.sclves.  Tliey  cannot  raUe  queptiot:s 
of  its  authority,  because  to  do  ho  Would 
be  lo  challenge  its  sovereignty,  Our  con- 


stitution 
nation.'^. 

"Hut  this  i.lea  of  the  sovereiRniv  of 
out;  government  disappears  when  its  re- 
lations to  the  people  are  involved 
Tlieirs  is  lae  only  sovereignty,  mme  the 
less  supreme  because  .not  always  in  ac- 
tion. Whitever  the  government  does  in 
all  public  and  forelgr\  anairs  is  the  act 
of  the  nation.  The  parts  of  the  constitu- 
tion which  relate  to  them  have  no  jjres- 
ent  assurance  save  In  the  consci«nce  of 
the  president  and  congress.  There  is 
eventually  an  appeal  to  the  people,  who 
>  an  punish  but  often  cannot  prevent. 
\yhat  is  done  may  In  some  cases  be  un- 
d»  ne.  The  distorted  lines  of  the  law 
may  b"  set  stralRbt  again.  Until  then, 
what  is  done  remains,  and  we  inust 
a  I  ide    the    cons«»<iuence. 

'"We  are  now  discussing  on  the  s!de  of 
the  j»eople,  action  jiroposed  for  servant, 
rot  lor  a  sovereign.  And  the  fact  that 
:rom  the  nature  of  government  r.o  power 
is  or  can  be  set  in  iitimeiliale  control  of 
v.bat  those  servants  do.  does  not  ojier- 
ate  to  incr.'.ise  their  authority,  though 
some  se.m  to  think  it  <ioes.  \Ve  are  be- 
guiniiiK  to  hear  a  new  stylt  of  an  ar- 
gument—•What  are  you  going  to  do 
about  it?"  Constittitloiial  government 
<i.nnot  long  endure  if  its  operations  be 
committed  to  men  who  see  no  difference 
Kl,\een  a  right  to  do  a  thing  and  the 
power  t<)  do  it  with  a  good  chance.  Thi- 
plan  and  puriRise  of  our  I'liion  might 
be  eiilirely  i)erverte(i  by  a  wrongful  use 
of  the  power  intrusted  to  the  federal  gov- 
ernment merely  to  enable  It  to  carrv 
them  out. 

"No  limitation  is  expressed  of  the  war 
power.  May  congress  involve  us  in  :i 
war  for  mere  I'onfiuest  or  op|)ressi(>n'.' 
MiKht  our  forces  have  been  sent  to  aid 
Si  ain  instead  of  the  Cubans?  Tin-  terms 
which  .i;lve  the  power  fti  make  treaties 
ate  btiuid.  M.iy  we  join  with  Kussia  and 
•  lermttny  to  restore  the  Bourbons  to  tlie 
tliroiie  of  Krance?  The  power  to  admit 
Hew  states  is  general,  rday  congress  ad- 
mit Indian  tribes,  or  Mexico,  or  the 
South  Amerlctm  republics,  or  Hwitzer- 
l.'iiid.  as  suites  of  the  Cnion?  The  iiower 
li'i  ilispose  of  territory  is  not  restricted 
In  terms.  May  congress  grant  Arizona 
to  Japan,  or  Oklahoma  to  China?  'I'hese 
aie  all  extreme  cases,  but  they  merely 
enlart;e  our  view  of  the  subject  we  are 
testing.  Surely  none  of  these  things  conld 
!>•■  done  <-onsistemly  with  Ihe  constitu- 
tion. And  this  is  beeaiise  our  govern- 
ment is  not  absolute  eren  in  the  exercise 
t>r  the  powers  delegated  to  it.  but  is 
bound  to  use  them  only 
depiirn   of   its    founders. 

"That  design  was  to  secure  the  bless- 
ings of  liberty  to  them  and  their  descen- 
dants by  means  of  a  more  perfect  union 
of  the  communities  founded,  and  to  be 
founded,  by  them  on  this  continent.  It 
is  new  states  which  mav  be  admitted,  not 
other  states.  They  are  "The  Cnited 
States  of  America."  Their  mission  is 
peace.  Common  defense  against  inva- 
sion and  protection  .against  domestic  vio 
lence  are  prf)vlde<l.  Thorp  is  no  hint 
a«:greHsioii    or   domination. 

"The  clause  to  provide  for  the  general 
welfare,  which  Is  often  appealed  to,  is 
not  mentioned  in  the  body  of  the  consti- 
tution, except  as  one  of  Ihe  purposes  for 
which  taxes  may  be  levied.  One  of  the 
strongest  arguments  ag.alnst  the  adop- 
tion of  the  instrument,  advanced  by 
(?eorge  Mason  and  others,  was  that  this 
cltiuse  pave  unlimited  authority  to  em- 
ploy the  powers  Kranted  to  do  whatever 
congress  might  think  best  for  the  coun- 
try. A  king's  could  be  no  greater.  But 
since  Jefferson  a-id  Hamilton  agreed  that 
it  merely  related  to  taxation,  no  recog- 
nized authority  has  claimed  more  for  it. 
It  was  taken  from  the  articles  of  con- 
federation, where  It  certainly  had  no 
such  royal  scope  as  some  have  sought  to 
give  it   In   the   constitution. 

"If  those  who  drew  and  adopted  the 
constitution  meant  to  grant  the  power  of 
:i<  quisition  at  all  it  was  only  by  implica- 
tion, and  every  expression,  every  circum- 
stance of  Its  history,  show  It  was  merely 
to  make  room  at  home  for  our  own  peo- 
ple—for urowth  to  the  visible  boundaries 
which  nature  mtirks  for  every  great  na- 
tion, outside  of  which  It  can  o'niy  go  as  a 
conqueror.  Mere  expansion  "  Is  not 
growth.  It  Is  only  swelling,  ^^  e  ninv 
push  across  the  seas,  but  we  cannot 
grow  there.  rciei)hanti!isls  is  not  an  un- 
known form  of  national  maladv.  and  has 
always  proved  fatal.  There  "are  still 
chapters  of  English  history  to  be  writ- 
ten. 

"The  power  to  govern  territory  and 
that  for  the  admission  of  new  states  are 
joined  In  a  section  by  themselves.  The 
former  was  jilalnly  Intended  as  an  emer- 
Kency  power  only,  a  mere  preliminary  of 
the  latter.  This  Implied  authority  to 
ac'iulre,  and  this  express  authority"  to 
govern  acquisition  or  to  admit  to  state- 
hood, are  the  only  possible  foudatlons  for 
the  new  career  proposed  for  our  countrv. 
We  should  have  to  change  both  the  name 
and  the  nature  of  our  nation  to  admit 
any  state  out  of  America,  cspeclallv  if  it 
be  populated  b.v  alien  races.  Few,  if 
any,  are  now  bold  enough  to  advocate 
this.  To  get  dominion  over  strange  peo- 
ples for  the  mere  purpose  of  governing 
them,  not  admitting  them  as  equals  in  a 
family  of  states,  stretching  into  perman- 
ency for  that  purpo.se  a  power  meant  to 
he  temporary  and  occasional  onlv.  and 
for  that  reason  left  unrestricted  is 
rigntly  called  an  Imperial  policy.  It 
would  belle  and  discredit  the  Declaration 
of  Independence,  and  convict  us  of 
hypocrisy.  We  cannot,  under  our  sys- 
tem, govern  any  people  without  letting 
them  help  govern  us.  The  reaction  would 


be  swift  and  sure.  We  should  see  wVuit 
Patrick  Henry  meant  when  he  .«nid  in 
his  famous  re.sidutions  «tf  ITC,  that  such 
government  of  the  colonies  bv  Great  Bri- 
tain 'has  a  manifest  tendencv  to  destrov 
British   as   well   as  American  "freedom." 

".An  imperial  iHjlicy  will  as  surely  lead 
some  d.y  to  an  emperor.  He  mav  as- 
sume some  .softer  name,  if  our  sensitlve- 
nes.s  survive,  as  is  often  the  case.  But 
an  imperial  policy  and  a  republic  make 
a  contradiction  in  terms.  The  p.dicy 
must  go.  or  the  emperor  In  some  form 
must  come.  The  Hriti.''h  properly  added 
'empress  of  India'  to  the  titles  "  of  the 
queen.  When  his  office  outgrows  the 
descriptive  name  given  him  bv  the  con<«ti- 
tution,  what  shall  we  call  tlie  'iire.-^ident 
of   the  Vnited  States  of  America*'' 

"The  derision  with  which  such  alarm'^ 
are  commonly  met  will  not  serve  here  \ 
moment's  thought  will  show  that  «nir 
form  of  government  was  Intended,  and  i>^ 
adapted  for  the  .lischaipe  of  its  simple 
and  limited  ordinary  functions  at  home 
with  the  supiiort  and  under  the  eve  of  a 
people  friendly  to  It  and  bound  to  each 
other  by  every  tie.  Set  it  to  work  under 
conditions  just  the  reverse  and  we  both 
invite  and  multiply  all  the  hazardoi 
whicli  have  alwavs  beset  free  Institu- 
tions. 

"It  is  not  pleasant  to  plav  Cassandra 
It  is  easier  to  join  in  the  shouting  and 
the  (lancing  of  those  who  seem  to  think 
the  i)ast  Is  dead  and  the  future  a.ssuivd 
But  on<'  s  duty  to  his  countrymen  is  t<) 
give  warning  of  evil  when  he"  believe^  he 
detects    its    approach."

REPLACING  THE  FLAG

On  Top  of  the  Memphis  Court  House 
and  Its  Perils. 

Nine  applications  by  m.ail  and  four- 
teen by  per.sonal  calls  were  made  tj 
Postmaster  Farrlngtim  yesterday  for 
the  work  of  replacing  the  United  State.'? 
flag  at  the  top  of  the  flag-pole  on  the 
custoTTi  house,  says  the  Memphis  Com- 
mercial Appeal.  Po.stma.«ter  Farring- 
ton  and  Acting  Assistant  Custodian 
Walter  Herron  were  busy  all  day  ex- 
plaining to  those  desiring  the  perilous 
work  that  there  was  not  a  fortune  in 
it,  and  that  no  contract  would  be  made 
unless  the  person  applying  for  the  work 
proved  himself  thoroughly  qualified  to 
carry  out  the  contract. 

Finally  one  of  the  letter  carriers,  Jim 
Wright,   colored,   volunteered   to  do  the 
work   without   cost    to    the   government, 
and  after  ijeing  convinced  that  he  could 
do  it.   Col.   Farrington   consented  to  his 
taking   the  job.     Wright   is   one   of   the 
most    efficient    carriers    in    the   service, 
and  he  proved  himself  as  good  a  climber 
as  he  is  a  letter  carrier.     The  flag  was 
not   replaced    yesterday    for   the   reason 
that   Wright   failed    to   secure   the   rope 
in    the    pulley    well,    but    today    he    will 
perforin  the  dangerous  work  of  fasten- 
ing the  rope,  knowing  now  the  mistake 
he  made  yesterday  when  he  was  at  the 
top  of  the  40-foot  poJe  rising  from   the 
roof  of  the  building.     Wright's  perilous 
climb    was    witnessed    from    the    strct 
by  hundreds  of  people.    He  was  a.«sisted 
by  the  use  of  a  15-foot  ladder,  which  h.^ 
ascended.    Then,  hugging  the  pole  tight- 
ly, he  went  hand  over  hand  to  the  top 
and  adjusted  the  ropes,  properly,  as  he 
thought.     When  he  came  down  and  an 
eflort   was  made   to   hoist  the   flag,    the 
rope  pulled  through  the  pullev.     Wright 
discovered    the    mistake    he    had    made 
and    today    he    will    climb   the    pole    the 
second      time.        The    pole    is    fourteen 
inches  at  the  base  and  four  inches  at  the 
top.     When    Wright    was   at    the   top   it 
swayed  with  him  very  perceptibly,  and 
the  people  watc'hlng  the  feat  shuddered. 
The    applications    made    to    the    post- 
ma.ster  came  from  the  city  of  Memphis 
and    the    state    of    Arkansas.      Most    of 
those  that  came  through   the  mail  wore 
from  Arkansas.    One  of  them  was  dated 
at  Little  Rock.    None  of  the  letters  fixed 
the    price   to   be  charged    for  doing   the 
work.    The  persons  who  applied  wanted 
all    the    way    from    $1.5    to    $100    for    th-* 
task.     An  old  negro  called  in  person  to 
see  Col.   Farrington   about  getting  the 
job. 

"Ef  you  wants  dat  pole  clumi>.  bo^is. 
I'se  de  nlggah  to  do  it."  he  said,  reassur- 
Ingly. 

"Are  you  a  good  climber?"  asked 
Walter  Herron. 

"Should  say  I  is."  he  replied.       "Fse 

clumb  ev'ry  mast  pole  on  dese  boats, 

and  I'se  been  uster  climbing  ever  since 

I  was  a  boy.    Jus'  you  ax  de  river  men 

bout  me." 

"How  much  do  you  want  for  It?" 

"I  heard  'em  say  you  had  plentv  of 
money  heah,  and  I  'specs  it  is  worth 
erbout  a  hundred  dollars," 

"We've  got  a  man  to  do  it  for  $75  " 
said  Herron. 

"All  right,  boss;  I've  dumb  high  poles 
before  dis,  but  I  ain't  gwine'r  take  no 
chances  on  dat  one  for  no  $75."

FIFTEEN  ARE  DEAD. 


Another  Fatal   Explosion   at 

the    Laflin  and   Rand 

Powder  Works. 

Dover.  N.  J..  July  12.— An  explosion  at 
the  works  of  the  Laflin  &  Rand  Powder 
company  in  Pompton  Lakes  today 
killed  fifteen  men.  among  them  several 
soldiers  who  had  been  detailed  to  gu.ard 
the  ponder  wotks.  A  short  time  ag.) 
there  was  an  explosion  which  killed  six- 
men. 

Since  the  outbreak  of  hostilities  with 
Spain,  Col.  Lee  of  the  Third  New  Jei  - 
sey  volunteers  and  a  battalion  of  hi.s 
reginient  have  been  stationed  at  th^^ 
works  to  prevent  their  destruction  l)y 
spies.  The  camp  of  the  soldiers  has 
been  close  to  the  powder  plant.  The 
guard  was  being  maintained  as  usu.i! 
this  morning.  At  11  o'clock  there  was 
a  terriflc  explosion  which  shook  the 
buildings  and  scattered  the  troops  and 
employes.  Fifteen  men  are  reported 
ti>  have  been  killed  and  many  soldiers 
and  employes  had  wounds,  some  quite 
serious, 

oflicials  of  the  company  at  once  sen: 
a  special  train  to  the  mills  and  liir, 
wounded  were  immediately  placed  on 
Woard  to  be  removed  to  the  Paterson 
hospitals  for  treatinent.  The  military 
formed  in  line  and  stood  guard  about 
the  plant  and  refu.sed  to  allow  anyone 
to  approach  the  works.  The  names  of 
«he  dead  and  wounded  have  not  yet 
oeen  ascertained.

Almost  ev.-ry 
building  of   the  fifty,   which   stretched 
along    the   cliffs,    was   set   fire   to   last 
night  and  the  Cuban  inhabitants  hay..' 
tied   to  the  caves   near   by  for  shelter. 
The   artion    was   taken   at    the    urgent 
request  of  Maj.  Leguaro  of  the  hospital 
<orps.   and  served   the  just   puipf.se  of 
ridding   the   hospital    .amp   of   the   un- 
liealthy  and  dirty   buildings  and  driv- 
ing  away    scores    of    Cuban    toilowers 
vvhosi-    presence   was   a   sorious    incon- 
venience to  the  hospital  workers.      Th.- 
burning    of    the    houses    also   extendel 
along  the  trail  to  the  front,  and  numer- 
ous blockhou.ses  were  destroyed,       to- 
t,eiber  with  dwellings. 

The  artion  was  decided  upon  iadt 
night  and  early  this  morning  the  loii|> 
wooden  buibling  at  the  extreme  east- 
'in  end  of  the  street,  one  of  which  had 
Ht  rved  as  division  headquarters  ilur- 
ing  the  early  days  of  the  lan<ling  and 
iHter  as  a  postoffice.  was  set  fire  to. 
This  building  was  one  of  the  most  im- 
posing in  the  city,  with  its  long,  broa.l 
verandas  and  well-l)uilt  stoop  and.  as 
the  flames  burst  from  the  windows  and 
swept  over  the  roof,  the  Cuban  dwell- 
ers in  the  neighboring  houses  begar*  to 
rush  for  safety.  They  were  assisted  by 
a  detachment  of  soldiers  in  removini? 
their  effects  and  the  buildings  were  set 
tire  to  as  rapidly  as  vacated.  The  oil 
uooden  structures  ordinarilv  would 
have  burned  like  tinder,  but  the  heavy 
rains  made  the  flames  slow  in  consum- 
ing th^-m.

gency as  the  present.     Confidence  is  ex- 
pressed  by   the  medical  offle  rs     of     the 
army   and   navy  in   Washington    in    the 
ability  of  our  surgeons  to  stamp    out  the 
disease.

It  is  said  the  president  and  his  ad- 
vi.sers  have  about  come  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  the  enemy  has  no  intention  of 
acceding  to  our  terms  and  that  the  re- 
peated hoisting  of  the  flag  of  truce  is 
done  with  the  single  i)Urpose  of  delay- 
ing a  decisive  engagement.  It  is  be- 
lieved today  that  at  the  conference  it 
was  fully  decided  that  orders  should  be 
sent  to  (Jen.  Miles  and  (Jen.  Shafter  to 
make  a  general  assault  upon  the 
enemy's  works  as  soon  as  the  weather 
permitted.  It  is  well  understood  that 
this  assault  must  ncces.sarily  cost  many 
lives  and  it  seems  equally  certain  that 
to  keep  the  men  much  longer  in  the 
trenches  under  the  present  weath(>r  con- 
ditions would  be  almost  as  disastrous 
to  our  forces  as  a  general  engagement.

Trespassing  Catttemen   In  California 
to  Be  Rounded  lip. 

Snn  Francis^co.  July  13.— Statement.-' 
having  reached  Washington  that  cattle, 
men  are  trespas.^ing  on  the  Sequoia 
national  park  In  Tulare  county  since  the 
withdraw.-il  of  the  Fourth  cavalry,  th« 
secretary  of  the  Interior  has  appointed 
W.  B.  Itobley  superintendent  of  the 
reservation,  and  Instructed  him  to  ap- 
polmt  twenty  deimties  and  see  that  cat- 
tle are  Ivcpt  outside  the  park  limits. 
The  men  have  hft  for  the  park  all  fully 
armed,  and  .«erious  trouble  Is  feared. 
The  southern  ranges  having  been  ex- 
hausted, cattle  are  now  being  driven 
both  to  the  Setjnoia  and  Yosemite  res- 
ervation". 


Squadron    Bulletin's    Story   of    the 
Santiago  Engagement. 

Washington,  July  13.— A  copy  of  the 
Squadron  Bulletin,  which  is  published 
every  day  or  so  on  the  flagship  New 
York,  has  been  received  here  and  gives 
the  following  account  of  the  naval  fight 
at  Santiago,  under  date  of  July  3:

in  the  action,  being  fired  l)y  shells,  run 
ashore  and  blown  up  or  burned.  The 
Cristobal  Col^n  was  chased  about  sixtv 
iiiles  until  1  p.  m.  Thf  Oregon.  Brook- 
lyn, Texas,  Vixen  and  New  York  toi>k 
I'art  in  the  order  named,  but  toward  th'- 
last  the  Hrooklyn  drew  somewhat  ahead 
and  flnaHy  brought  the  Colon  to  bay. 
when  she  was  run  ashore  and  surren- 
dorefl.  When  boarded  her  bow  was  in 
'  ight  feet  and  her  stern  In  seventy  feet 
of  water.  There  was  a  considerable 
quantity  of  water  In  the  engine  room. 
Oflicers  and  men  were  sent  from  the 
f>regon  to  take  enlarge  of  her,  but  she 
.grailuplly  sank,  chieSy  from  all  her  eea 
cjcks  having  been  opened,  which  our 
pH(qde  were  not  able  to  get  at.

Louisville,  Ky.,  July  i;!.— A  story  of 
heroism  in  the  ranks  has  been  brought 
out  through  in<tulries  made  as  to  ihs 
fate  of  a  troop.-r  !n  the  First  cavaliy. 
The  list  of  de.-Ju  sent  out  by  the  Asso- 
ciated Press  after  the  battle  of  El  Caiu'y 
on  July  1,  included  the  name  of  C.  D. 
J.u  ob.  Charles  D.  Jacoij,  Jr.,  enlisted  in 
Louisville  in  the  First  cavalry.  He 
was  a  son  of  flon.  Charles  D.  Jac.l., 
four  times  mayor  of  this  city.  His  par- 
ents could  not  believe  the  name  in  the 
list  was  their  son.  Hut  the  following 
telegram  received  today  settles  the 
iloubt : 

"Fort    McPherson.    Ga.,    July       12.  -I 
learn    fiom   a    wounded    trooper  of    the 
First  tavalry  in  the  hospital  here  of  the 
death  of  Charles  D.  Jacob,  Jr.,  July   1, 
while  attempting  to  carry  First  Sergt! 
BariT    of    his    troop,    who    had        b.'en 
wounded  by  Spanish  sharpshooters,  out 
of  the  line  of  the  fire  of  the  enemv.  At 
the    time    of    the   death    of   Jacob  "four 
troops  of  cavalry  were  lying  conceale.i 
behind    an    embankment    about    a    half 
mile  from  the  trochas  surrounding  San 
Juan,    where    were    located    the    heavy 
batteries  protecting  the  approach       to 
Santiago  awaiting  commands,  when  an 
observation   balloon  settled  just  in   tin 
rear  of  them  and  attracted   the  Are  of 
the    Spanish    sharpshooters    and    light 
artillery.  First  Sergt.  Barry,  being  up- 
on the  eiuliankment,  was  wounded  auii 
Jacob  seeing  he  w.iuld   be  killed  unless 
immediately  brought  to  cover,  promptly 
ran    forward    and    was    attempting    i.> 
carry  him  out  of  the  line  of  fire  when 
stru<k   in   the  head   by  a  shrapnel  and 
instantly  killed.

The  nU} 
dock.  No.  1.  was  built  by  the  companv. 
The  No.  2  dock  was  built  by  the  com- 
pany except  the  ninety-six  pockets  buiit 
'•y  Rarnett  &  Uetord.  The  witness  did 
not  know  who  would  have  the  figures 
showing  the  amount  expended  on  these 
docks. 

I*.  B.  Winston,  of  Minneapolis?,  was 
the  next  witness.  He  said  that  his  firm 
built  the  line  of  the  Duluth  &  Iron 
Kange  from  Tower  to  Ely  in  1SS7  and 
ISSS.  Their  c.mtract  covered  the  grad- 
ing and  bridging  and  the  railroad  did 
the  t)allasting  and  furnished  the  fb-s 
a^nd  rail.s.  which  were  laid  by  the  ilrm. 
The  railroad  company  paid  the  firm  of 
Shepard.  WinsKm  &  Co.  for  the  work 
the  sum  of  $;J02.!>07.T1.  The  displace- 
ment of  rock  and  earth  was  H.TiOS 
cubic  yards.  There  was  ;:0S.62S  vards  of 
earth  tmbanknu-nt.  'mo.-,  yards  "of  lo..se 
i«H-k.  417,St;.1  yards  of  overhaul.  1M4 
yards  of  masonry.  30.119  feet  of  piling. 
2-?..225  feet  of  timber  and  69.046  ties. 

On  the  branch  from  Allen  Junction  to 
N  irginia  the  firm  received  $;!Il,o68.4.S. 
This  includeil  only  grading.  clear- 
ing and  bridging.  There  were 
a  few  miles  of  siding  on  this  contract 
but  nonr  worth  mentioning  on  the  first 
contract.  Th.-se  arc  the  only  portions  of 
the  Duluth  &  Iron  Range  his  firm  had 
been  associated  with. 

Cros.«-examined  by  Mr.  Kellogg  th.^ 
witness  said  that  the  Tower  and  Kly 
line  was  built  in  winter.  The  companv 
gave  free  transportation  for  supplies 
and  materials,  as  well  as  for  men.  They 
had  to  build  no  tote  mads.  When  ihey 
got  through  the  road  was  not  comploic 
for  use.  Since  then  the  road  has  had  to 
surface  It,  ballast  it  .several  times  and 
add  to  the  embankment  very  largely. 
They  did  not  build  the  yards  and  sidei 
tracks. 

From-  Allen  Junction  to  Virginia  the 
company  furnished  transportation  as  in 
the  other  case,  and  no  tote  roads  w  ne 
necessary.  He  thought  he  could  not 
Imild  either  road  today  any  cheatHr 
than  he  did  then. 

In  respon.se  to  a  question  by  Mr.  Dill- 
son  the  witness  said  that  i"t  was  a 
little  more  costly  to  build  a  road  in  win- 
ter, as  in  the  case  of  the  Towcr  and 
1^1.\  ri>aii,  than  in  summer. 

W.    A.    Me<;onagle.    resident   engineer 
and    superintendent    of    bridges        and 
buildings  of  the  Duluth  &  Iron   Range, 
was  the  next  witness.  He  was  asked  as 
to  the  displacement  of  rock  and  earih 
on  the  original  line  from  Two  Harbors 
to  Tower,  built  l>y  John  S.   Wolf  &  Co 
The   contract    included    all    but       rails 
tracklaying.    ballasting,   extra    work   of 
remodeling    banks    after        they        had 
settled,  and  only  a  few  ties.      It  includ- 
ed grading  and  bridging.      There  were 
some  short  tracks  included  at  T\vo  Har- 
bors, and  a  few  sidings  for  passage  of 
construction  trains.      The  total  amount 
paid  for  that  work  was  $7S9.6.'?4.37.  The 
road  from  Two  Harliors  to  Duluth  was 
built  by  John  S.  Wolf  and  A.  H.  Truax. 
This  contract   included  grading,  track- 
laying  and   bridging.       It   was   built   to 
I'ifth  avenue  east.   Duluth.  The  heavy 
retaining  wall  at  Fifth  avenue  was  nof 
built  by  (hem.      Th.y  got  for  this  work 
5...4,148.  ,0.  The  retaining  wall  was  built 
under  several  contrat  ts  and  the  entire 
co.st  of  the  wall  was  about  $12,0,000. 

The  line  from  Mariska  to  Eveleth.  five 
miles,  was  built  by  Nels  Elsl>erg.  This 
covered  clearing,  grubbing  and  gradinir 
and  there  were  no  bridg»'s.  The  witness 
<  oiild  not  testify  to  the  cost  of  this  linf-. 
'oit  the  vouchurs  showed  that  the  c(»n- 
iract  price  was  $;!S.1,S4.S.'.  The  branch 
to  th.'  Fayal  mine,  nine  miles,  was 
guilt  by  p:isberg  later.  The  work  on  th.- 
many  spurs  is  expensive  lieeause  the 
material  is  hard  to  work,  consisting 
largely  .d'  hard  pan  and  loose  rock 

Cross-examined    by    Mr.    Kellogg,  "the 
witness  stated   that   the  contract    work 
•■n  the  line  fn.m  Duluth  to  Two  Harbon^ 
did    not      include    a    number    of      span 
bridges   which   were   built    bv   the  road 
nor   .lid    it    include   the   yards   and    ter. 
ininals    at    Duluth    an.l    Two      Harbors 
N..ne  of   these   things   were  Included   iri 
the   other   contract    work.     The   bulk    of 
the  Tower-Two  Harbors  line  was  start- 
ed in  June.  18«3,  and  finished  in  August. 
1S|)4.        All    of     these    lines    have    been 
a.lded    to.    built    over,    double    tracked 
.vards  have   been   built,   and    the   figures 
•  ailed   out  are   but  a  small   part  of  the 
co.«t  of  the   roads. 
Questioned   by   Mr.    Billson.    the   wit

The  vouchers 
showing  the  cost  of  these  docks  were 
not  at  hand,  but  the  respondent's  at- 
torneys promised  to  produce  them.  The 
original  dock  No.  i,  of  forty-six  pocket« 
was  bui  t  by  the  company,  and  was 
doubled  by  contract.  The  company  built 
d.ick  No.  2  and  let  the  rebuilding  by 
contract.  The  contract  price  include.! 
only  a  small  part  of  the  cost  of  the 
«|.ieks  .\  lai'fte  jiom  that  i\nos  not  ap. 
pear  in  the  ore  dock  contract  is  that  of 
dredging  the  harbii- 

Questioned  by  m,-.  Keliogg.  the  wit- 
ness said  that  the  excavations  on  th« 
original  lines  were  supposed  to  be  six- 
teen [pet.  but  were  not,  as  they  were 
done  hurriedly.  Xow  they  are  twenty, 
four  feet,  and  in  s^me  cases  thirtv- 
eight  feet.  In  order  to  get  material  "to 
lebuiia  Imnks  that  had  settled  out  of 
.shape.  The  object  of  the  wide  cut  is  to 
cut  sufficient  ditch  to  drain  the  roadbed 

Mr.  W  nston  was  recalled  by  Mr.  Kel- 
logg and  explained  that  when  he  said 
n  V  *^w  1''^'}'^  ^''  had  mentioned  was 
all  he  had  done,  he  meant  all  the  or- 
iginal work.  La.st  winter  he  raised  .i 
sag  at  lOmbarrass  river,  but  he  did  not 
remember  how   much   he  did.     He   was 

r^^.n  nJ'^"*"l^*  •'■'^'■'^'  and  It  amounted 
to  $40,000  or  $50.(MjO. 

A.  K.  Teisberg,  secretary  of  the  com- 
mission, was  called  and  testified  to 
identify  the  annual  reports  of  the  re- 
.spondent  companies  for  each  year  since 
they  began  business.  He  proddced  the 
roads'  reports  for  the  calendar  year  of 
1S»,  Of  gross  earnings  for  purposes  of 
taxation. 

At  this  point,  at  the  request  of  the 
respondent.s.  an  adjournment  was  taken 
although  It  was  only  4  o'clock. 

TODAYS   PROCEEDINGS. 

At  the  opening  of  this  morning's  ses- 
sion George  R.   King  was  the  first  wit, 
ness.    He  testiii-.d  that  he  is  a  railroad 
contractor,  and  that  he  built   that  por- 
tion of  the  Duluth.  Missabe  &  Northern 
fr.m      Mesaba     Junction    to    Columbia 
Junction     and    from    Wolf   to   Hibbing. 
The  f..rmer  line  was  the  Duluth  exten. 
sion     so-called.      He    was    asked    what 
kind  of  work  was  included  in  the  Duluth 
and    Columbia    Junction    line,    and    he 
said    grading,    track-laying    and    some 
ties  were  furnished.     Very  little  surfac- 
irig    was    done.     John    Gulbranson    did 
eight    or    nine    miles   of    the    line    from 
Duluth  to  Columbia,  while  the  wltnes« 
did  nearly  twenty-two  miles.  The  whole 
distance    was  29.:;4   miles.     The    witness 
received  for  his  part  of  the  work  $256  ^ 
-;.b.j2.      Thiere    was    confclderable    rock 
w.irk    In    the    country,    and    some    hard 
pan  and  l.io.se  ro.k.    Gulbransm's  work 
was  less  expensive  than  this,  be.ause  it 
was   above   the   r.)ck».       The     Superior 
I)ranch.   from   Wolf     to     Hlbblng.     was 
16.S;,    miles,    and    it    included    the    same 
work  as  the  other.    For  this  the  witness 
received    $143.X19.71.     That    was    all    the 
work    done    on    tlie    road    by    the    wit- 
ness. 

Cross-examined    by    Mr.    Murrav.    the 
witne.ss  .said  th.ot  in  the  Duluth  exten- 
sion he  did  not  do  the  bridging  or  cul- 
verts  or   surfacing.     He   did    build    the 
approach  to  the  ore  dock,  but  they  did 
not  build  telegraph  lines,  did  not  furnish 
rails,    nor     did    he    do    any    ballasting 
They    did    none    of    the    yard    work    at 
Proctorknott.     The  work  was  done  be, 
tween    January   and    July.      It    was   all 
single-tiack  work.    When  the  work  was 
finished   it    perhaps    was   not   ready    for 
heavy  ore  trains,  and  it  must  have  re- 
quired  some   heavy   ballasting.     Tians- 
portation  on  the  Mis.=abe  was  free,  but 
they  had   to  pay  on   the   Winnipeg.     It 
would    cost    as  .much    now    to    rebuild 
the   road  as  It   did   to   build   it.     Labor 
is  about  the  same,  and  some  provisions 
are   higher.       Supplies  are  also  higher. 
On  the  Superior  branch  the  witne.ss  did 
not  do  the  bridging,  culverts,  ballasting 
and  surfacing.    The  soil  on  this  branch 
is  clay,  gravel  and  boulders,  with  some 
swamps,  some  of  which  are  quite  deep. 
There  are   al.so   some   long   trestles.     If 
the    witness    were    to    build    it    now    he 
Would    want  more.      He  lost  m.mey  on 
the    Duluth    extensi.m.      When    the    Su- 
perior branch  was  finished  there  was  a 
good  deal  of  work  left  to  be  done  before 
the  road  could  be  used. 

Re-examin.'d  by  Mr.  Rlllson,  the  wit- 
nes-s  said  that  the  work  was  left  ac- 
cording to  contract,  an.l  was  as  good  a» 
could  l>e  done.  Of  this  Mr.  Murray 
said  they  had  no  doubt  in  the  least  The 
wltnesNS  said  that  he  built  some  siding.s 
on  both  contracts,  but  a  good  manv 
have  been  added  since.  A.  &  D.  Sang 
did  the  timber  work  on  the  approach 
to    the   dock. 

A.  R.  Merritt  was  called  and  testified 
that  he  was  formerly  a  resident  of  Du- 
luth and  now  Hve.l  In  Nebraska  He 
was  a  director  of  the  Duluth.  Mi.ssabe 
&  Northern  during  Its  constructi.)n 
cbwing  that  connection  "the  latter  part 
of  189;!.  Then  the  line  hnd  been  f.iiilt 
from  Duluth  to  Hlbblng.  with  branches 
to  Hlwabik  and  Eveleth.  The  witness 
had  a  small  interest  In  the  contract  for 
building  a  7-mile  l)ranch  to  the  Mis- 
.«abe  Mountain,  which  cost  about  $73  000 
This  was  what  the  cost  was  to  the  con- 
tractors. 

This  testimony  was  objected  to.  and 
Mr.  nills.m  stated  that  the  reason  of  the 
testlm.my  was  that  the  contractors  had 
l>een  paid  In  stock  and  bonds  instead 
ot  cash.  This  was  also  true  of  the  main 
line  from  Stonv  llrook  to  Mountain 
Iron.  The  work  . overed  the  comple- 
tion of  the  road  ready  for  liallasting. 
ncluding  ties  and  rails.  There  was  no 
heavy  bridging.  The  contract  on  the 
main  line  included  ties  and  rails  also. 
The  cost  of  the  lines  as  they  existed 
when  the  witness  left  was  about  the  ex- 
tent of  the  .lut.standing  obligations 
and  the  witness  hardly  knew  how  t.) 
exr-lain  the  c^st.  The  bonds  were  put 
out  at  80  cents  on  the  dollar.  The  line 
from  Stony  Rrook  to  Mountain  Iron, 
except  briilgcs.  was  about  the  same 
kind  of  work  as  the  Mi.ssalie  Mountain 
Inanch.  and  he  estimated  that  the  addi- 
tional cost  per  mile  would  be  about  15 
or  20  per  cent. 

Grant.    Cha.se   &    Co.    got    bonds     for 
their  work  on    the  main   line,   and    th.- 
witness  was  asked  to  estimate  the  cost 
of  the  work  on   that   l)asls.       The   re- 
spondents   objected    to    this    testimony 
l)eeau»e   it    was   not   competent.       The 
b.mds    were   spread    over   other   things 
l)esides    the    main    line.       The   witne.ss 
was  asked  If  he  knew  In  round  numbers 
the  amount  of  money  received  and  ex- 
pended up  to  the  time  he  left,  and  he 
said  that  it  was  something  over  $4,200.- 
000    they    had    received    on    bonds    and 
stoek.s.   Then-  had    been   quite   a   large 
sale    shortly    before    he    left.    Asked    if 
this    realized    enough    to   clear   up    th.^ 
outstanding  indebtedness,  he  .said  that 
the  sale  was  to  Rockefeller  at  60  cents 
.-n    the  dollar.   $1,600,000   in    face   value, 
with  a  view  to  realizing  enough  to  clear 
ujt  the  indebtednes.s.       It  was  the  un- 
d.rstaiidlng    that     Rockefeller    was    to 
tak.'  enough  to  clear  up  the  ind.'bt-d- 
ness.       Sabs   of   st.xk    realized   $4(H»,000 
in  the  early  part  of  1S93.  The  prom.H.rs 
put    $5,'>.0<)0    in    before   any    bonds    weiv. 
sold.       These   items   made   up    the   S|  - 
200.000.   IncludiMg   the  bonds  and  stock 
given  on  '  ontractors. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Murray,  the 
witness  said  that  the  so-called  second 
mortgage  bonds  taken  by  Rockefeller 
was  in  fact  a  third  mortgage,  as  there 
were  two  former  mortgages.  The  bonds 
were  redeemable  by  the  company  for 
the  first  three  years  at  75.  the  next 
ttree  at  8.o  until  finally  It  reached  lOo. 
Many  of  the  bonds  have  been  retired 
at  le.ss  than  par.  the  witness  had  heard. 
It  was  possible  that  the  second  mort- 
gage was  Issued  after  the  witness  had 
left:  the  records  would  show  that.  He 
had  no  way  of  knowing  what  expen.li- 
tures  had  been  made  since  he  left  the 
road.  He  knew  that  much  work  ha.I 
been  done  since  he  left.  A  number  of 


branches  and  extensions  have  been 
i  -built,  ar.A  wooden  bridges  replaced  with 
Bteel.  Ti.,e  Proctorknott  yards  and 
hr)use8  have  becir  increased  and  the 
r«llln|f  stock  haff  unJ°"bt<?<*'y  '^^en 
greaff.V  fijtreased. 

As  to  tJi*  !*m>ll  contract  in  i^'^ich  the 
witness  was  ifiie^e^ted.  it  «l'a»  not  .ready 
for  traffic  when   tti^  cortfractm"*      ^^^ 
through.  There  was  f^«f  tfsual  amount 
of  work  left  to  be  done,  'ili'ev  did  not 
run  the  telegraph  lines.  Askec!  *v>vether 
when    the    contractors    got    Ijoncft,'       at 
80.  the  difference  between      that      J«d 
par  represented  the  cost  of  selling  thv~ 
l>onds.  the  witness  said  that  none  of  the 
bonds   sold   for  more   than   that   later. 
Sqpi>  of  (he  bonds  were  sold  in      *he 
panic  yeftr  of  isM,  and  every  effort  was 
made  to  sell  bonds.      In  the  conditions 
that  prevailed  then  the  turning  over  of 
the  bonds  to  contractors  ■Has  the  best 
they   could   do.       The   BiwalJik   Moun- 
tain Iron  conipany.  the  Blwabik  com- 
pany and   the  Mls&abe   Mountain   Ifm 
company  practically  mortgaged   then/- 
selves  to  secure  the  railroa<3  bonds  in 
.)rder  to  get  the  road  built. 

It  was  not  true  that  It  was  a  gl'sat 
task  to  get  supplies  in  for  the  malft 
line,  the  witness  said.  Far  from  hav- 
ing a  railroad,  there  was  not  even  a  din 
ro^d.  and  on  part  of  the  line  the  sup- 
plies had  to  be  carried  on  men's  backs. 
In  some  cases  the  rivers  were  useil. 
The  muskeag  swamps  presented  great 
difliculty  and  after  the  line  had  been 
built  sink  holes  appeared  and  great 
amounts  of  filling  had  to  lie  done  In 
som.e  eases  the  depression  was  eight  or 
nine  feet. 

Re-examined  by  Mr.  Billson,  the  wit- 
ness .said  that  the  work  was  not  any 
more  difficult  and  expensive  than  othe 
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roads  going  over  similar  territory.

The  final  extension  of  the  armistice' 
at  Santiago  until  noon  today  (Thurs- 
day). In  order  ta  grlve  Madrid  an  op- 
portunity to  authorize  Gen.  Toral  to 
accept  the  modified  demand  of  the 
rnited  Slates  for  the  surrender  of  the 
city,  under  the  guarantee  that  all  the 
Spanish  force?  in  the  besieged  city  shall 
be  safely  transferred  to  Spain,  became 
known  in  Washington  after  a  protract- 
ed extraordinary  session  of  the  cabinet, 
at  which  the  desperate  cundltion  of  the 
besieged  and  the  alarming  sanitary 
situation  of  the  besiegers  were  carefully 
weighed. 

The  ringing  emphasis  with  which  the 
cabip.et  on  Saturday  last  approved  Oen. 
Shafter's  demand  for  •'immediate  and 
unconditional  surrender"  had  been 
founded  upon  enthusiastic  reports  from 
the  gener.il  that  he  had  recovered  fr>m 
his  tedious  illness;  that  his  siege  guns 
and  five  days'  rations,  with  large  sup- 
plies  of  ammunition  and  effective  reia- 
forcemenis,  had  been  brought  to  th-^ 
front,  and  that  hi:*  position  was  not 
only  impregnable,  but  that  he  could 
carry  the  city  by  assault  In  a  few  hours 
whenever  he  chose  t>  begin.  His  con- 
ference with  Admiral  Sampson  had 
given  him  confidence  that  the  fleet 
could  shell  the  city  over  the  hills,  and 
the  marked  cheerfulness  of  his  dis- 
patches, in  strong  contrast  to  their 
dolorous  tone  of  the  previous  week, 
gave  Washingtcin  every  reason  to  be» 
lieve  thit  unqualitled  victory  was  .it 
hand. 

With  :  .  ..::ival  of  Oen.  Miles  th'^ 
hopes  of  the  authorities  received  an- 
other buoyant  tendency:  but  after  two 
day?  of  continuous  rain  on  the  field 
of  battle  the  spirit'  of  the  cumma.ndinR 
generals  l»egan  U  droop  again,  and  t'ae 
climax  cam^  in  the  reports  that  y»»ll.>\» 
fever  had  at  last  appeared,  and.  while 
It  had  so  far  exhibited  itself  only  in  an 
extremely  mild  form,  with  the  exposed 
condition  of  the  men  in  the  trenches, 
knee  deep  in  water  and  fairly  steaming 
in  the  Intense  heat,  the  conditions  were 
most  favorable  for  the  rapid  propaga- 
tion of  the  disease  and  for  its  d'-'vel  ip- 
mt-nt  into  a  malignant  type  of  the 
dreaded    scourge. 

In  the.«e  circumstanoes  the  authori- 
ties, while  utterly  repudiatijig  the 
Spanish  proposition  to  surrender  the 
entire  province  of  Santiigo.  provided 
Toral's  force  were  permitted  to  with- 
draw unmolested  to  the  westward.  t(Vik 
under  consideration  a  suggestion  whlc'i 
was  broached  nearly  a  week  ago  in 
Washington,  and  not  suggested  by  any 
of  the  forces  operating  again.st  the 
enemy  at  the  front.  This  provided  for 
an  agreement  to  the  conditional  sur- 
render of  all  the  Spanish  mlUtarv 
forces  in  and  near  Santiago  harbor, 
with  the  guarantee  of  their  prompt  arul 
.safe  return  to  Spain.  The  suggestion 
grew  out  of  the  anticipated  embarrass- 
ment which  at  the  time  seemed  to  be 
forced  upon  the  auth.tiitles  by  the  ac- 
quisition of  an  exce-slvely  large  num- 
ber of  military  pris  >ners.  who  would 
of  nece«?sity  have  to  be  brought  to  th':- 
northern  part  of  the  United  States  and 
cared  for  until  the  end  of  the  war. 

It  became  evident  at  the  outset  that 
in  case  the  Santiago  garrison  capitu- 
lated it  would  be  impossible  to  contr  )1 
so  large  a  number  of  prisoners  on  Cu- 
ban soil,  necessitating  the  maintenance 
around  it  of  more  American  soldiers 
than  could  be  sparPd.  while  Cuban 
troops  ciuld  not  be  trusted  to  perform 
the  service.  The  suggestion  that  th* 
prisoners  might  better  be  sent  in 
neutral  vessels  to  Portugal  for  speedy 
delivery  to  their  own  country  found 
great  favor  as  the  best  way  out  of  tho 
predicament,  and  tentative  arrang*^- 
ments  were  actually  made  to  put  the 
plan  into  effect. 

After  learning  of  the  continued  exhi- 
bition by  the  Spaniards  of  a  determina- 
tion to  stubbornly  resist  the  demand 
for  "unconditional  surrender."  together 
with  the  knowledge  of  the  horrors  that 
the  American  army  was  being  forced  t> 
confront  by  the  exa.'«peratlng  delay, 
the  authorities  consented  to  the  revival 
of  the  scheme  as  an  alternative  propo- 
sition to  the  terms  offered  by  Madrid 
through  Toral  for  the  evacuation  of 
Santiago,  and   it  was  adopted. 

As  the  matter  now  stands.  Spain 
agrees  to  surrender  Stntiago.  the  ob- 
jective of  the  American  expedition,  antl 
the  sole  point  of  difference  Is  whether 
the  Spanish  force  there  shall  be  per- 
mitted t »  march  to  the  reinforcement  of 
Blanco  at  Havana  or  shall  be  returned 
to  Spain.  Tt  is  claimed  that  the  United 
States  will  secure  everything  that  is 
desired  if  the  surrender  can  be  speedily 
accomplished,  and  a  portion,  at  lea.st. 
of  the  Spanish  troops  are  removed  from 
Cuba,  for  the  original  d*>mand  of  this 
country,  which  precipitated  hostilltie". 
looked  simply  to  the  withdrawal  of  the 
Spanish  army  from   the  island. 

The  future  conduct  of  the  war.  espe- 
cially for  the  next  few  months,  will  de- 
pend in  a  great  measure  upon  the  num- 
ber of  Spanish  prisoners  who  are  thrown 
upon  the  hands  of  the  United  States 
ofliciaLs  if  the  terms  submitted  to  Ma- 
drid are  accepted.  Should  it  prove 
true  that  any  considerable  number  or 
the  defenders  of  Santiago  have  escaped 
under  the  cover  of  night  during  the 
week  or  more  of  consecutive  truces, 
there  will  be  little  difficulty  in  trans- 
porting the  prisjners  to  their  European 
home.  If.  however.  15,000  or  20,0<»0 
Spaniards  are  surrounded,  it  will  take 
all  the  transports  now  in  the  possession 
of  the  United  States  until  the  middle  of 
August  to  prepare  for  the  voyage  and 
land  their  cargoes  at  Lisbon,  and  two 
or  three  weeks  must  elapse  before  their 
return  to  this  country  and  their  avail- 
ability for  further  use  by  the  American 
army. 

In  the  meantime  the  Porto  Rican  ex- 
pedition will  be  out  of  the  question; 
there  will  be  considerable  diffii-ulty  in 
bringing  back  from  Cuba  the  unacclN 
mated  American  troops  who  could  not 
be  permitted  to  stay  there  through  3 
yellow  fever  epidemic,  and  a  very  large 
part  of  the  naval  force  now  engaged  in 
blockade  duty  would  necessarily  be  de. 
tarhed  to  convey  the  vast  fleet  across 
the  Atlantic.

Surgeon  Hen.  Sternberg  stated  today 
that  he  had  received  no  further  reports 
as  to  the  health  of  the  camp  at  Santi- 
ago.

Chester  Reiley,  the  13-year-old  son  ot 
M.  J.  Reiley,  the  chef  at  the  Spalding 
hotel,  was  drowned  this  morning  at  th^- 
outer  end  of  the  Fifth  avenue  west  slip 
while  in  bathing.  The  affair  occurred 
about  11  o'cl.K-k.  The  body  was  in  thj 
water  an  hour  before  it  was  recovered 
and  there  was  no  chance  of  resuscita- 
tion. 

Young  Reiley  was  in  the  water  v»ith 
some  lads  about  his  own  age.  He  couhl 
not  swim  and  was  wading  in  a  shallow- 
place  near  some  piling  on  the  west  sid" 
of  the  entrance  to  the  slip.  He  ven- 
tured out  too  far  and  slid  into  the 
channel,  where  the  water  is  at  1.  .ist 
twenty  feet  deep.  He  rose  to  the  surface 
after  the  first  plunge  and  struggled 
for  a  moment  in  plain  sight  of  several 
men  standing  at  the  end  of  the  Sixth 
avenue  dock  and  but  a  short  distance 
away  and  then  %vent  down  for  the  last 
time.  The  boys  who  were  with  hint 
called  to  the  men,  but  they  made  no 
move  to  rescue  the  drowning  lad  it  is 
said. 

One  of  young  Relley's  companions 
said  that  he  ran  to  the  men  and  asked 
them  to  try  and  reach  Reilev  with  a 
pike  pole,  but  they  refused,  .saying  they 
were  afraid  it  would  cut  him.  Mean- 
while several  young  men  who  were  near 
and  attracted  by  the  outcry  of  Reiley's 
companions  began  diving  for  the  body, 
and  one  of  them,  Stanley  Wischart,  lo- 
cated it  just  as  the  life  saving  I'rcw 
grappled  it.  The  body  was  taken  to 
Durkan's  undertaking  looms.

YELLOW  JACK  CASES 

Troops    Will     Be     Removed 

From  Cuba  as  Soon  as 

Possible. 


Washington,  July  14.— Although  the 
reported  appearance  of  a  few  cases  of 
yellow  fever  among  our  troops  in  front 
of  Santiago  presents  a  perplexing  prob- 
lem to  the  president  and  his  advisers.

Far  centuries  Spain  has  claim"  1 
sovereignty    over    it.    though      the      in- 
habitants   hare   continued      to     declare 
themselves  independent.    They  are  Ma- 
lays  and  pirates,  and  with  their  pirat- 
ical proas  make  things  lively  ff»r  travel- 
ers in  the  neighboring  seas.    Piracy  wiis 
a   buslnes.s  with  them   in   former  days. 
Twenty-five   per  cent  of  the  booty  ob- 
tained  belonged   by   law   to   the  sultan 
and  council  of  nobles.     The  nobles  fur. 
nished  the  powder  and  guns,   receiving 
the   captives^ who    were    employed    as 
slaves.       Since    they    came    under      the 
nominal  dominion  of  Spain   the  piracy 
has    been   In    large    measure    the    other 
way— practiced  on   them   instead  of   by 
them. 

There   are    101    islands    in    the   group, 
which  is  275  miles  hmg  and  IT,  miles  wldt> 
and  has  a  population  of  about  twice  as 
large  a.s  that  of  Duluth.     It  is  the  land 
of    perpetual    summer,     "where      every 
prospe*  t  pleases  anil  only  man  is  vile." 
The  people,  who  are  Malays  intermixed 
with    Chinese    and    Philippines,    live    in 
reed    or    bamboo    huts    elevated    gradu- 
ally from  the  ground.  They  are  coppery 
in    color,    and    simple    in    their    tastes. 
They  sleep  on  mats,  but  eat  from  tables 
and      sit      on    chairs    n  )wadays.    these 
being  recent   improvements.  The   nobles 
import  great  luxury  from  Manilla,  Th« 
present  government  is  federal,  each  Is- 
land having  its  own   noble,   who   is  .su- 
preme locally,  but  all  owning  allegiance 
to  a  sultan,   who  has  two  votes  in   the 
assembly    of    noble?.      The    nobles    or 
datus    have    power    of    life    and    death 
over  their  people,  and  are  supoprted  by 
bands  of  armed   retainers.     Wild   hogs, 
elephants   and    parrots   are   among    the 
interesting    creatures    in    the      jungles, 
the  people  are  addict?  d  to  gambling,  and 
polygamy    is    lawful.      The    men    wear 
cotton  trousers  and  a  girdle,  and  a  piece 
of  cnecked  cotton  print  is  thrown  ovr 
the  shoulders.     The  women  add  a  petti- 
coat and  a  jacket  to  the  knickers.     Rico 
and  flsh  are  the  staple  food.    Of  eourse 
the  residents  of  the  islands  are  not  the 
best    of    citizens,    and      their    piratici! 
tendencies   might   lead    us   into    trouble 
if   we   should   annex    them.     But    what 
difference  would  that  make?    They  are 
Just   as   good    and     just   as   motal   and 
civilized  as  some  of  the  other  tribes  it

newspapers  may   not   miss  any   porti-.n 
•If  the  new.s— these      are      Instances  of 
marked  bravery,  of  raredevotion  to  duty. 
And  if  their  brethr  n  on    the    warships 
have  not  also  been  wounded  and  given 
the  opportunity  to  show     th^-Ir    Ijearing 
under  similar    occasions,     the    reason  is 
not  that  they  have  avoided  the  dang  rs 
of  their  profession.    They      have    stood 
upon  the  bridge  with  Dewey  and  Schley 
and  Sampson,  while  the  big  guns  roared 
and   the  d.adly  shells  shrieked  as  they 
sped  through     the  air.      Many     narrow 
escapes  have  unditubtedly  been    experi- 
enced by  them.    And  yet    they    flinched 
not.     Th  y  were  where  duty  called,  and 
there  they  remained,     and  the  brilliant, 
interesting  stories  of    the    engagements 
that  they  witnessed     are    evidences     of 
their  fidelity  to  the       trust      repo.sed  in 
thtm.     Kvery  newspaper  man  who    has 
an>   knowledge  of  what  these  r  presen- 
tatives  of  the  press  endure,  and  appre- 
ciates their  excellent      work,      must    be 
di.sgusted  with  th  -      ignorant    slurs      of 
which  the  above      from      the  St.  Cloud 
paper  is  a  specimen.

"Gardiner's  Island."  The  eorerct  spell- 
ing of  o  ir  new   Eldorado   is  given   as 
"Klondiiie,"   and   a  rule  is  established 
for  the  siielling  of  foreign  names.

The  witness  was  cross-examined  le,- 
Mr.  K  llugg.  He  ineludcl  in  the  exami- 
•iKifion  sur>p;i.s  in  the  store  h.ui.se  in 
making  the  Two  Harb.Ts  examinati  <v 
fie  Stay  d  from  noon  until  i)  p.  m.  H  •  tn,\ 
41')  inventory  of  the  store  h  >use  con- 
tents, but  made  an  approximation  of 
them.  He  admitt  d  that  he  could  not 
get  at  anything  like  the  exact  value  of 
the  stiKks,  but  he  estimated  them  at 
llM.OOn.  He  made  an  invent. iry  of 
fools  in  the  sh.  |).s.  and  had  no  o 
t'>  let;ing  the  attorniey.s  se('  it  They 
ex  J  mined  it  <aiefully,  and  made  a 
s:iT!ig  endeavor  to  break  the  effect  of 
th-  witn"ss"  testimmy.  with  little 
parent  effect. 

Mr.  Murray  made  a  similar  cross-ex- 
amination nn  th-  Mi.s.sabe  shops,  wher 
tiie  witness  said  he  spent  three  hours. 
He  estimated  the  stocks  at  $:{0.400  out  of 
the  total  value  of  the  shof>s,  and  this 
•was  ap  estimate  aa  in  the  Two  Harbors 
shipps. 

Examined  by  Mr.  Chandler,  the  wit- 
ness .said  h  would  not  swear  that  the 
supplies  in  the  Two  Harbors  store  house 
were  not  $20,0()(»  or  $40,000  more  than  his 
estimate. 

Questioned  by  Mr.  BIILson.  the  witness 
.said  that  he  used  his  best  judgm  nt  on 
the  estimates.  At  the  .Miss-^lie  shops  he 
was  shown  about  by  the  officers  of  the 
company.  .\t  the  iron  Hange  sh  )ps 
Supcrintendenit  Owns  permitted  him  to 
go  through  the  shops  without  assistance. 
•Ni>  objection  was  made  to  his  surveying 
the  plants. 

C.  H.  Martz.  chief  engineer  of  the  Mis- 
sabe  road,  was  recalled  for  th  ■  iiurpose 
of  testifying  to  the  amount  of  displace- 
ment of  earth  and  rock  .m  th  •  part  of 
'the  Missabe  road,  from  Iron  Jun<tion  tj 
•Biwabik.  He  liased  thes  Figures  on 
estimates  maile  from  the  profile,  and  tho 
diMplacim''nit  was  IH.'i.KoT  cubic  yards. 
The  branch  is  l.">i-..  miles  long,  including 
'Mie  silling.  There  was  little  roek  work 
in  th  construction.  « >n  Ihe  branch  froni 
Wolf  to  Virginia,  fi'i.  niibs  lon.g,  ih-j  dis- 
pla' emepiit  w.ts  60.202  cubic  yards,  and 
there  was  scarcely  any  rock  to  speak  of 
in  that  branch. 

There  is  a  doivlile  track  from  Duluth 
to  Columbia  JunKtii<n.  The  secfuid  track 
was  built  at  different  times.  Prior  to 
last  winter  2.S  mils  wen-  built,  and  la.-<t 
winter  6600  feet  were  l)Uilt.  Th;;.  djui>le 
track  is  about  fouf  miles  I  >ng.  The 
general  width  of  th  ^  right-of-way  on 
the  road  is  l.'»0  fct.  This  is  true  of  th 
main  line,  the  Missabe  Mountain  and 
the  Biwabik  branches?.  The  rest  is  lOi) 
feet  generally. 

The     witness     was    asked    as   to    the 
specitlcations    under    the    contract    for 
the    main    line    from    Stony    Brook    to 
Mountain    Iron.      The    bank   was    to    be 
fourteen  feet  wide  and  the  cuts  were  to 
be  twenty  feet  wide,   he  thought.     The 
road  was  to  be  well  constructed  in  ever.v 
l»articular.     This    was    true   of  all   con- 
tracts,   and    they   were    fulfilled    in   that 
spirit    or    they    wiuld    not    have    been 
accepted.    The  standard  width  of  cut  on 
Western    roads    is    about    twenty-four 
feet,   while  some  are  twenty-eight  feet. 
He  believed  that  there   was  real   neces- 
sity for  the  width  of  cut  adopted  by  the 
Missal)e,  because  the  material  along  thi' 
lines  contains  much  quicksand  and  clay, 
and  the  ditches  have  to  lie  wide  so  they 
will    not    nil    up.      While    twenty-eight 
feet  is  the  standard  of  the  road,  little  of 
It   is   that    wide.     In   some  cases   where 
it    is   that   wide   the  earth   has  been  cut 
out    for   fills.      All    cuts   made   now    aio 
twenty-four  feet,  and  the  last  one  was 
thirty- two   feet.     This   was   to  get   ma- 
t'^rial   for  embankment  and   to  make  a 
good    road.      It    is    true    that    in    mo«t 
cases  the  cuts  are  widened  so  as  tn  u?e 
the  earth   that  is   taken   out.     The  wit- 
ness would  not  admit  that  the  work  is 
performed    with    a    view    to    having    a 
double     track    except      on      permanent 
bridges,  where  the  abutments  are  made 
Avide     enough     to     allow   for  a  second 
track.      This,    he    admitted,    looked    as 
though    there    was    some    likelihood    of 
putting  in  a  double  track. 

The  timber  work  on  the  extension  from 
Duluth  to  Columbia  Junction  was  done 
by  M.  J.  .Shepard.  who  also  did  the 
timber  work  on  the  Hibbing  branch. 

Examined  by  Mr.  Murray,  the  witness 
Said  that  while  the  road  contracts 
were  carried  out,  the  tracks  as  left  !iy 
the  contractors  were  far  from  readv 
for  use.  A  great  deal  of  ballasting  had 
to  be  done,  and  the  tracks  would  sink 
out  of  sight  in  the  muskeag  swamps, 
requiring  a  lot  of  filling.  The  short 
cars,  concentrating  the  weight,  have  a 
tendency  to  pound  the  track  more  than 
any  other.  The  base  of  the  grade  must 
be  wide,  at  least  sixteen  feet,  so  as  to 
present  ii  broad  base  to  the  muskeag. 
If  it  is  narrower  it  will  sink  into  the 
swamp.  In  one  ca.se  the  original  cut 
was  twenty-two  feet,  and  it  was  tto 
hard  to  maintain  that  it  was  wideno  1 
nearly  all  over  the  right-of-way.  Wide 
hanks  are  nece.s.sary  even  in  gravel 
country  to  support  heavy  traffic. 

Most  of  the  main  line,  the  witness 
said,  is  thnough  a  muskeag  country, 
and  there  are  only  a  few  places  on 
the  road  where  gravel  may  be  securod 
for  embankments.     Cross-examined   by 


Mr.  Billson,  the  witness  reiterated  hi.s 
statement  that  short  cars  are  hard  on 
the  roadbed.  The  cars  average  twenty- 
live  tons  each  and  the  trains  run  forty- 
live  cars  each.  The  cut  which  extends 
to  the  borders  of  the  right-of-way  was 
widened  because  the  dirt  was  needM 
partly.  It  was  necessary  to  widen  the 
cut.  but  not  to  that  extent. 

The  witness  knew  that  some  North- 
western roads  had  met  bad  muskeaga 
to  contend  with.  While  the  lines'  when 
turned  over  by  the  contractors  were 
not  ready  for  use  without  more  work, 
they  were  as  good  as  the  surrounding 
circumstances  would  permit.  The 
specifications  permitted  embarikments 
made  of  the  nearest  soil  at  hand,  re- 
gardless of  quicksand  and^xlay.  Under 
the  specifications  embankments  made 
of  these  materials  would  have  to  be 
accepted.  The  witness  could  not  detail 
the  exact  number  of  sunken  places  in 
the  tracks,  but  there  were  many,  and 
still  are.  There  Is  a  bad  one  at  pres- 
ent. 

W.   A.    McGonagle.   of  the   Duluth   & 
Iron   Itange,   was   recalled   and   testified 
that    the   specifications   of    the    old    line 
from  Two  Harbors  to  Tower  called  for 
sixteen  feet  cuts  and  embankments  ..f 
twelve  feet* at  sub-grade.    The  material 
of  the  embankments  must   be   the  best 
within   a    certain    limit    of   the    excava- 
tif>ns,    usually.      On    th-    Tower    to    Ely 
line    the    cuts    and    banks    were    wider, 
and   on   the  line  from   Two  Harbors   to 
Duluth  it  was  the  same  as  from  Tower 
to    Two    Harbors.      The    rea.son    wider 
cuts  were  called  for  on   the  Tower-Ely 
contract    was    because    it    was    learned 
that    the    old    figures    were    too    small 
Except   a  few   rock   tuts,   the   cuts   and 
banks  have  all   been    widened.     On   the 
Allen    Junction-Virginia    the    cuts    are 
twenty-four    to    thirty-two    feet    wide 
and  the  embankments  fourteen   to  six- 
teen feet,  with  more  sixteen  than  four- 
teen   feet    banks.     In   general    the  con- 
tractors left   their  contracts   in   usually 
good    shape,    though    part    of    the    Two 
Harbors-Tower    line    was    hurried    and 
left    with   cuts   not   up   to   the   contract. 
The  road  had   to  finish   thi?  later      Be- 
tween Tower  and  Ely  the  work  was  left 
as  good  as  the  material   would   permit 
There  are  a  great  many  soft  s|)ots,  an(i 
part    of    the    road    was    practically    re- 
built.    The   road   has   put   in  fiore  ma- 
terial  in  the  banks  than  the  contractors 
did.     On   the  Virginia  branch   the  same 
thing  is  true  in  a  les.ser  degree. 

Examined  by  Mr.  Kellogg  the  witness 
stated  that  the  Duluth  &  li-op  Range 
had  always  built  as  cheaply  as  posjible 
and  that  its  low  per  cent  of  operative 
coat  is  largely  due  to  the  perfect  con- 
dition of  the  road.  in  one  place  on 
the  Virginia  branch  <nough  earth  has 
been  put  in  to  build  a  bank  twenty- 
five  feet,  and  it  is  not  through  sinking 
.Vet.  At  Stony  lake  they  have  been 
filling  a  sink  hole  for  four  years  and 
the  last  time  the  witne.ss  went  over  it 
there  was  a  depression  of  eiglii  inches. 
The  road  as  it  stands  <  ould  not  be  built 
in  five  years  to  be  operated  as  ccono:n- 
ically  as  it  is  now.  Conditions  are  aboui 
the  same  on  the  Missabe,  except  that 
the  Missabe  has  less  rocks  and  hills 
and  more  swamp. 

Questioned  l)y  Mr.  Billson  the  witness 
said  that  Wolf  &  Co.  ^ot  43  cents  per 
yard  for  earth  work  on  the  Tower- 
Two  Harbors  cmtraet.  and  the  rock 
work  at  least  |l.,1fl  per  yard.  The  clear- 
ing was  lioso  per  mile.  These  ques- 
tions were  in  reference  to  the  state- 
ment that  the  road  had  been  economie- 
ally  built.  The  widening  of  cuts  was 
not  altogether  for  the  purjKise  of  get- 
ting material  for  embankments,  "lie- 
cause  they  could  have  got  cheaper  ma- 
terial than  that  taken  out  of  the  cuts 
though  that  was  used.  Some  w..rk 
had  been  done  in  this  line  with  a  view 
to  double  tracking,  but  very  little, 
though  an  economical  engineer  would 
look  out  for  that  point.  Some  widen- 
ing has  been  done  bv  contractors  but 
most  (»f  it  by  work  trains  directed  by 
the  road. 

Since  the  original  contractors  were 
through  on  the  lines  between  Duluth 
and  Tower  there  has  been  some  double 
tracking,  fifty  miles  of  sinking  and  the 
yards  have  been  built  and  are  very  ex- 
tensive, the  witness  .said.  Yards  ami 
sidetracks  are  vei.>-  large  items  because 
ot  the  short  time  allowed  for  the 
year's  work. 

H.  S.  Munger  was  called  and  testified 
that  he  was  on  the  start  of  the  Duluth 
&  Winnipeg  associated  with  this  line. 
While  he  was  connected  with  the  voad 
part  of  the  line  was  built.  He  had  been 
over  the  Missabe  road,  and  while  he 
had  made  no  particular  examination  or!

graphy of  the  two  lines  is  very  similar 
It  cost  the  Duluth  &  Winnipeg  about 
$l,(M)0.ooo  to  construct  its  line  from  Clo- 
quet   to  Deer  River,  eighty-six  miles. 

This  question  was  objected  to  on  the 
gnuuKl  that  Mr.  Munger  was  not  an 
►•Xpert  in  railn)ad  construction  and  that 
the  resprmdents  could  not  be  expected 
to  cro.ss-examine  about  roads  they 
knew  nothing  about.  Mr.  Billson  e.\- 
plained  that  he  desired  to  show  the 
relative  cost  of  the  two  roads,  running 
as  they  do  through  similar  territorv 
Mr.  Murray  protested  that  the  terri- 
tory is  not  similar  and  said  that  the 
testimony  was  not  material.  The  com- 
missioners, after  consultation,  permit- 
ted the  question  to  be  answered  for 
what  it  was  worth. 

This  cost  of  $l,nO0.0O<)  included  v-ry 
little  equipment,  the  witness  .said.  Ex- 
amined by  Mr.  Kellogg  the  witness  said 
that  the  work  was  done  l)y  the  con- 
struction company,  but  he  could  no? 
say  how  much  in  bonds  and  stocks 
the  company  got.  He  did  not  believe 
that  the  work  was  to  be  paid  for  in 
stock  and  bonds.  The  witness  did  not 
know  whether  tht>  attorney's  state- 
ment that  the  luesent  owners  are  nre- 
tiaring  to  lay  out  largo  sums  of  mon<'y 
to  make  the  line  a  good  one,  but  he  did 
not  doubt  it.  He  did  not  know  that  a 
large  portion  of  it  was  to  be  aban- 
doned. 

A  reference  to  the  commissioners'  re- 
ports showed  that  the  original  line  was 
seventy-two  instead  of  eightv-six 
miles  in  length.  The  witness  admitted 
that  the  road  went  into  the  hands  of  a 
receiver,  but  he  could  not  recollect  that 
the  constrtiction  company  got  |2.000.00;l 
in  bonds  and  $2.."»0<».000  in  stock.  He  wa.s 
a  stockholder  in  the  construction  «om- 
pany,  but  got  no  l)ond8  or  stock  of  the 
railway  company. 

"You  are  evidentl.v  not  in  the  deal, 
then?"  suggested  Mr.   Kellogg. 

roxamincd  by  Mr.  Billson  the  witness 
said  that  the  $1,(I00.(KJ0  was  what  the 
building  of  the  road  cost  the  construe- 
tinn  cfimpany. 

Questioned  by  Mr.  Kellogg  the  wit- 
ness .said  that  he  knew  nothing  of  the 
Van  Home  suit  against  the  North  Star 
Construction  company,  involving  th^ 
stocks  and  bonds  received  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  line.  The  construction 
company  was  sold  out  to  the  Van  Home 
party  in  Montreal  and  the  witness  left 
the  «'ompany.

THE  ITALIAN  ADMIRAL. 


What  He  May  Do  at  Carthagena  With 
the  Colombians. 

Rome,  July  11.— It  is  announced  here  to- 
day in  a  dispatch  from  Caracas,  that  the 
ltalia:i  rommander  of  the  .squadron  at  I^i 
Giiayr.i,  who  has  been  ordered  to  Car- 
thagena, Colombia,  to  uphold  the  claims 
of  Italy,  has  simply  been  Instructed  to 
formally  demand  the  complete  and  speedv

Washington.  July  14.— An  ultimatum 
has  been  sent  to  Gen.  Toral,  in  com- 
mand of  the  Spanish  forces  at  Santiago.

A 
message  to  this  effect  was  dispatched  ta 
Gen.   Shafter  before  noon.

The  message 
was  at  once  taken  to  the  White  House 
by  AdJt.

"They  have  asked  for  commissitmers." 
was  all  Secretary  Alger  would  .say  ns 
he  rushed  to  the  cabinet  room  at  11:40 
to  enter  into  a  consultation.  He  was 
in  too  much  haste  to  stop  to  make  any 
more  definite  statement  or  answer  ques- 
tions. 

After  the  White  House  conference 
Gen.  Corbin  returned  to  the  war  de- 
partment and  gave  out  this  statement.' 

"Cablegram  just  received  from  Oen. 
Shafter  says  that  Gen.  Toral  has  asked 
that  commissioners  be  appointed  to 
arrange  terms  of  surrender,  Toral 
having  already  appointed  his." 

The  text  of  Gen.  Shafter's  message 
was  not  given  out. 

The  conference  at  the  While  House 
over  Gen.  Shafter's  message  regarding 
commissioners  lasted  only  about  ton 
minutes  before  an  answer  to  the  dis- 
patch was  framed.  In  this  dispatch 
Gen.  Shafter  was  instructed  to  carry 
out  the  orders  last  sent  him,  namely,  to 
secure  the  surrender  of  Santiago  by 
noon  today  or  to  renew  the  attack  up- 
on the  city.  II  Is  understood  that  the 
purpose  of  the  president  in  sending  this 
reply  is,  while  securing  the  surrender 
of  the  city,  to  leave  to  Gen,  Shafter  the 
arrangement  of  all  details  of  surrender, 
it  matters  not  whether  peace  commis- 
sioners be  appointed  or  not,  so  long  as 
a  surrender  of  the  city  is  accomplished 
without  deUiy.

July  14.— iohn  McNamara, 
a  bartender,  was  shot  and  dangerously 
wounded  and  Frank  Russell  and  John 
Pearling  were  severely  stabbed  in  a 
fight  In  the  rooms  of  the  Dove  Social 
club,  a  tenderloin  resort,  early  this 
morning.  Several  other  persons  were 
slightly  wounded  in  the  fight,  which  was 
caused  by  Uu.ssell  accusing  a  woman 
of  stealing  a  small  sum  of  money  from 
him. 


CHINESE  REBELLION. 


Washington.  July  14.— Secretary  Alger 
returned  to  the  war  department  from 
the  White  Hou.se  shortly  before  :i 
o'clock.

Imperial  Troops   Met  a  Great  Defeat 
Near  Woo  Chow. 

Hong  Kong,  July  14.— The  defeat  r-f 
the  imperial  troops  near  Woo  Chow  is 
confirmed.  Thousands  of  bodies  have 
been  recovered  from  the  river  and  have 
been  buried  at  Woo  Chow.  The  losses 
of  the  imperial  force  are  probably  more 
than  l.'iOO  killed,  which  was  the  number 
first  announced. 

It  is  announced  here  that  the  Chinese 
doctor  Sun  Yatsen,  who  was  inveigled 
Into  the  Chinese  embassy  in  London  in 
1896  and  Imprisoned  there  until  he  suc- 
ceeded in  notifying  the  British  goveen- 
ment,  through  a  friend,  that  he  wiis 
kWnapped,  is  among  the  leaders  In  the 
rebellion. 

It  is  said  the  rebels  have  decided  not 
to  advance  further  than  Shue  Hing, 
above  Sams  Hui,  fearing  foreign  com- 
plications in  the  event  of  Canton  being 
attacked. 

The  credibility  of  this  report  is 
questioned,  as  the  Inhabitants  of  Caiir 
ton  are  greatly  in  sympathy  with  the 
rebel*.

public  Iron  company,  in  which  he  is  a 
stockholder.  They  made  favorable 
shi wings  of  ore.  but  had  to  drop  it  he- 
cause  ..f  the  bar  placed  upon  develop- 
ment b.v  the  rates. 

The  witness  was  familiar  with  the 
Duluth  &  Iron  Range  road,  having  been 
over  it  many  times  before,  during  and 
since  its  construction.

Kvabik  eomrlany  had  mjid-  its  arrange- 
^lenta  with  furnace  men  within  three 
months,  or  that  the  Sheridan  propertv 
had  been  disposed  of.  Perhaps  Mr. 
Murray's  statement  that  the  Oliver  en- 
try into  th:'  field  all  came  within  the 
last  two  years. 
The  commission  adjourned  with  Mr. 
I  Brown  still  on  the  sUnd. 


The  following,  written  by  Ralph 
iMarble,  who  is  on  the  cruiser  Brogklyn, 
and  was  in  the  thick  of  th-  fight  with 
Cervera's  lleet.  was  received  today  by 
Mrs.  Marble,  his  mother.  He  writes  on 
July  4: 

Well,  the  battle  Is  over,  and  of  cour.se 
you  know  the  result.  All  I  have  to  say 
is  that  it  is  a  wonder  to  me  that  I  am 
Mive  V)  tell  the  tale.  It  seems  miracu- 
lous that  with  the  fir*-  of  the  first-class 
cruisers,  a  shore  battery  and  battery  of 
field  artillery  concentrated  upon  us  that 
there  was  only  one  man  killed  and  one 
wounded  slightly.  We  wer-  struck  ali 
over,  but  luck  was  with  us. 

To  start  in  with  the  whole  thing-  On 
the  morning  of  the  first  of  the  month  a 
combined  advance  was  made  by  the 
army  and  navy,  but  nothing  was  done. 
Nu  one  except  th-  New  York  and  one  of 
the  small  craft  did  any  shooting.  We 
were  all  disgusted,  as  we  had  b^een 
turned  ..ut  at  5  to  get  ready  for  the  at- 
tack. On  July  2  we  wer  awakened 
again  in  the  morning.  at  4:15,  to 
prepare  to  bombard  by  5  o'clock  was 
t;ie  order.  We  were  ready,  and  at 
about  5:30  we  were  in.  We  got  in  w-.-ll 
within  3000  yards,  and  did  some  fin- 
sh.Kiting.  In  fact  the  \yest  shooting  .>f 
the  lot  was  from  this  ship.  It  lasted  a 
little  over  an  hour,  when  we  all  moved 
in  a,  little  cl.jser,  and  the  battleships 
Went  within  1200  yards  of  the  entranc  , 
and  fired  at  the  battery,  off  Punta 
Garda,  which  is  well  uji  the  entrance, 
ind  cannot  be  reached  from  the  outside. 
'We  came  out  about  8:30,  I  think,  and  r  - 
sumed  our  stations.  As  we  started  out, 
the  signal  having  been  made  to  retreat, 
the  Texas,  instead  of  coming  out,  went 
steaming  In  and  got  well  inside  of  the 
other  battleships.  Not  knowing  but 
what  she  had  misunderstood  the  signal, 
we  went  steaming  after.  As  we  got  well 
started,  with  good  speed,  aft  r  she 
turned  out  our  headway  carried  us  in 
<>  yond  her.  We  then  turned  and  start- 
»'d  out.  Then  the  silenced  (?)  batteri  s 
gave  us  three  wild  shot.s.  just  over  our 
heads,  lighting  about  100  yards  off. 
Pretty  shots,  and  we  thoroughly  appre- 
cittted  them.  That  bombardment  was 
th-  prettiest  so  far. 

Just  before  we  (luit  the  Mass?achu- 
setts.  Indiana  and  Oregon  were  in  close, 
the  Oregon  a  little  the  closer.  All  were 
firing  as  rapidly  as  possible.  The  wind 
was  off  shore,  and  it  blew  all  the  smoke 
right  back  over  the  ships.  It  was  the 
prettiest  .sight  we  have  seen  yet.  Th* 
firing  soon  drove  the  men  from  their 
batteries  to  shelter,  but  only  dis- 
mounted one  gun.  That  afternoon,  of 
course,  we  had  to  rest  up  and  get  ready 
for  Sunday.  We  had  been  told  that  th? 
army  had  started  in  to  fight  until  they 
had  forced  the  city  to  surrender.  They 
are  still  at  it  today,  we  hear.  Yester- 
day morning  everything  was  the  same 
as  usual,  except  thr»t  we  were  getting 
ready  for  general  muster.  Everybody 
had  on  clean  clothes. 

We  had  just  gotten  formed  for  quar- 
ters when  "Clear  the  ships  for  action" 
was  heard.  The  first  ship  was  already 
outside  the  harbor  and  not  more  than 
500  yards  off.  That  was  the  time  that 
our  practice  with  the  fortifications 
stood  us  in  good  stead.  Everybody 
went  to  quarters  quickly  and  coolly. 
In  two  minutes  we  had  begun  firing. 
The  first  glimpse  I  caught  of  our  fleet 
was  from  our  after  bridge.  It  was  c: 
pretty  sigh-t  to  see  them  all  standing  for 
us.  The  Iowa  could  see  straight  up 
the  entrance.  I  happened  to  go  to  tht- 
after  bridge  just  before  quarters  and 
saw  that  the  New  York  was  hull  down 
and  fast  disappearing  toward  Altares 
to  visit  Gen.  Shafter.  Schley,  as  senior 
officer  present,  had  charge. 

As  we  got  ready  the  ships  opened  :ire 
on  us,  assisted  by  the  western  battery 
and  some  field  artillery.  We  learned  la.st 
night  that  Cervera's  plan  was  to  con- 
centrate all  his  fire  on  this  ship  and 
sink  her.  Then  he  could  get  out  easily. 
We  knew  that  he  had  all  his  fire  con- 
centrated on  us.  but  that  did  not  bother 
us  at  all.  The  shots  were  whistling  over- 
head, but  did  not  seem  to  affect  any- 
body very  much.  Occasionally  an  extra 
large  shell  would  come  too  close  over 
our  heads  and  we  would  dodge,  but  not 
very  often.  I  was  out  on  the  quarter 
deck  a  good  share  of  the  time  and  could 
see  what  was  going  on. 

As    soon    as    the    action    began       we 
turned   shan>  around,   as  did   also   the 
Texas,   but  she  was  slow.   The  Oregon 
and  Iowa  started  ahead  at  full  speed. 
The  Vixen  crawled  out  behind  us.  On 
the   turn    the   leading   ship   got    within 
1100  yards  of  us.       The  Spanish  ship;^ 
after  coming  out  stopped  a  second  in 
the  entrance.   In  doing  so  the      Colon 
forged  ahead,  but  in  starting  up  again 
the  Teresa  passed  ahead  again.       She 
was  the  flagship.      The  Colon  was  on 
her   starboard    side    and    farther    from 
us.   The   Teresa   wa.s   about   abreast   of 
us  and  not  1100  yards  off.      The  Texas 
engaged  the  Oquendo  with  the  aid  of  the 
rest  of  the  fleet.  When  in  short  rant:e 
of  her,  the  Oregon— the  best  ship  in  tiie 
outfit  of  battleships — came  tearing  past 
the  Texas  and  passed  the  Oquendo  and 
was    fast    coming    upon    the    Vizcaya 
The    Iowa    fired   a    few    shots    at       the 
Oquendo.   but   her  principal    work   was 
to   sink    the    torpedo   boats,    which    she 
riddled  with  small  shell  with  the  aid  of 
the   Gloucester.    One    large   shell    from 
the  Iowa  exploded   In  one  of  the   tor- 
pedo   boats    and    she    went    up    in    the 
middle  and   then  disappeared.   We  los* 
sight  of  the  other  boat,   but  afterward 
learned    that    she    had    been       driven 
ashore. 

"Now  for  the  big  ships.  It  was  a  won- 
der that  we  were  not  sunk  at  the  starr 
but   although   hit   a   dozen   times   only 
one  man  was  killed  and  one  wounde.i 
We  turned  around  and  started  along  to 
the  westward  with  the  Spanish  ships 
I  then   went  up  on  the  after      bridge 
which  is  an  exposed  place,  high  enough 
so   that   one   can   get   a   good   view   of 
everything.  The  shells  were  just  rain- 
ing  over.'iead.   I   looked   for  our  other 
ships.       Where   were   they? 

After  watching  the  smoke  for  a  while 
I   made  out  the  Oregon  piling  the  high 
st^as  in  front  of  her,  and  following  fast 
The  Texas  and  Iowa  were  fast  dropping 
astern.    Things   wer--  humming  ar.>uno. 
and  it  did  not  take  long  for  a  good  deal 
|o  happen  at  that  stage.    Occasionally  a, 
shell  w.juld  strike  us.    One  6-5-inch  shtli 
entered  our  lierth  deck  and  cleaned  out 
iour  compartm-nt.  but  the  fire  was  soon 
put  out.    Another  shell  in  the  hamm.ick 
netting  caused  another    fire,    and    that 
was  put  out. 
A  glimpse  at  the     other  sips    showed 


that  our  speed  was  getting  better  and 
bettrr,  as  but  two  ships  were  only  a 
little  forward  of  our  beam  already.  We 
were  standing  the  fire  of  the  three  lead- 
ing ships,  dOd  wor«  un.supported.  Wher-r 
was  the  rest  of  our  fleet','  The  Texas 
and  Iowa  were  still  furth^  to  the  rear, 
and  soon  drpped  out  of  actiott,  The 
Or  gon.  the  only  one  of  the  lot.  waj» 
coming  up  in  the  rear.  I  never  expect 
to  feel  again  the  sudden  raise  in  spirits 
that  that  ship  caused.  It  just  made  a 
man  of  one  again  to  see  her  coming  along 
to  h-lp  us.  As  for  the  Spaniards,  they 
had  fared  tiadly.  It  was  at  this  stage 
that  the  Oquendo  was  seen  to  i)e  ap- 
'proaching  the  shore.  She  was  seen  to 
he  on  fire,  and  soon  ran  high  and  dry  on 
|he  shore  and  hauled  down  th-  flag. 

There  wan  no  stopping  for  us  th-jugh. 
We  were  leading,  and  had  to  stick  to  it 
until  we  sank  or  captured  the  other  ves- 
sels. One  shot  went  through  th-  bot- 
Acm.  below  the  line,  and  opened  one  of 
^lur  trimming  tanks  aft.  Ten  feet  more 
Vind  it  would  have  disabled  the  rudder. 
A-  it  was,  w-  had  one  compartment, 
holding  twenty-five  tons  of  water,  filled 
and  the  hole  was  so  large  that  we  could 
not  pump  the  water  out  as  fast  as  it 
flowed  in.  The  compartment  is  still  fuli. 
One  or  two  more  good  shots  with  our 
8-inch  petroleum  shll^and  the  Vizcay.| 
was  seen  to  be  on  fire.  Pretty  soon  she 
J-eeled  away  over  to  port,  turned  and 
headed  for  the  shore.  Sh-  righted  again 
^nd  begins  settling  fast.  It  locked 
doubtful  if  she  could  reach  the  shore. 
She  did,  as  we  afterwards  learned,  and 
we  have  prisoners  from  her  that  say  eh* 
had  111  killed. 

"No  stopping  yet  for  us.  Only  the 
Oregon  to  help  us  now.  Faster  and 
faster  we  kept  going,  but  still  they 
were  gaining.  The  Colon  at  this  stage 
drew  in  shore  and  passed  ahead  of  the 
Theresa.  All  our  guns  were  playing 
at  the  Theresa  and  the  shot  could  bt* 
seen  striking  all  over  her.  Pretty  soon 
she  headed  out  toward  us.  Our  star- 
board turret  gave  her  one  right  in  the 
bow  in  the  gun  deck.  It  was  enough. 
She  turned  around  and  headed  for  the 
shore,  smoke  coming  out  all  over  her 
from  the  fire.  The  Oregon  gave  her  a 
couple  of  good  big  shells. 

Three  gone  and  but  one  more  to  catch. 
The  Oregon  was  gaining  on  us  a  littlb 
and  was  now  close  on  our  starboard 
quarter.  It  was  nearing  1  o'clock.  An- 
other look  from  the  after  bridge.  Hard 
ahead  was  the  Colon  running  into  a 
little  bay,  sd  tlTat  to  get  out  she  would 
have  to  cross  our  bow  at  ^lort  range. 
We  have  her!  Another  look  and  we  are 
gaining:  Everybody  is  beginning  to 
feel  good  again,  but  all  are  hungry. 
'Battle  will  beat  a  good  square  meal, 
though,  so  dmt  you  care,'  is  about  the 
spirit  everyone  is  in. 

The  commodore  said:  "I  will  got  that 
ship  even  if  I  have  to  follow  it  into 
the  harbor  of  Havana."  At  1:15  a  cheer 
v'cpt  up  as  the  Colon  hit  the  beach, 
fired  a  gun  to  leeward  and  hauled  down 
her  Hag.  surrendering. 

At  2  o'clock  we  had  an  ofilcer,  Capt. 
Cook,  on  board.  A  sorry-looking  lot  they 
were,  but  hardly  any  one  hurt.  One 
8-inch  shell  through  her  ward  room  was 
about  all.  Her  biggest  guns  are  out  of 
her.  but  she  still  has  a  fine  battery  of 
6-inch  guns.  The  vice  admiral  com- 
manding said: 

"I  surrender  my  ship  unconditionally 
to  Commodore  Schley." 

Just  about  this  time,  as  our  boat  left 
the  Colon  to  return,  the  New  York 
steamed  in.  As  soon  as  the  Now  York 
had  called  Schley  aboard  to  have  a  con- 
ference, the  Resolute  came  in  with  the 
news  that  the  Pelayo  and  Carlos  V 
were  coming  down  the  coast  to  the  east- 
ward. Sampson  told  Schley  to  take  th-> 
Oregon  and  return  to  Santiago  at  once. 
We  sent  Graham,  our  press  correspon- 
dent, on  board  the  Vixen,  which  had 
followed  us  along,  as  soon  as  Cook  re- 
turned from  the  CoIdu.  Capt.  Sharp, 
when  I  put  Graham  aboard,  said: 

"Give  that  captain  of  yours  my  com- 
pliments and  tell  him  that  ship  of  his  is 
hell — nothing  more  nor  less  than  hell." 
Schley  was  the  proudest  man  on 
board,  as  he  had  a  right  to  be.  The 
Texas  came  up  to  the  Col^n  when  we 
left  and  cheered  u.s,  as  did  also  the 
Vixen.  The  New  York  cheered  out  of 
courtesy  also.  When  Schley  left  the 
New  York  to  return  here,  Sampson 
said: 

"Well,  the  honor  of  today  is  all  ours 
and  I  congratulate  you."  We  left  the 
New  York  and  Texas  with  the  Colon 
and  started  back  for  this  place  about 
4  o'clock  at  full  speed.  The  Oregon 
was  delayed  in  starting  and  has  tiot 
put  in  an  appearance  here  yet.  When 
about  fifteen  miles  on  the  way  back 
the  Vixen  came  sailing  back  to  us  with 
the  news  that  the  Pelayo  was  aheaJ 
and  steaming  to  the  westward.  W'e 
soon  sighted  her  and  it  caused  us  t.) 
turn  and  steam  back,  slowly  looking 
for  the  Oregon.  Pretty  soon  the  Span- 
lard  headed  for  sea.  We  saw  then  that 
it  looked  more  like  the  Teresa  class,  but 
not  exactly  like  any  of  the  Sipaniards. 
.She  was  painted  white  all  over,  except 
the  stack  and  masts  while  the  Spaniards 
are  all  black.  She  hoisted  an  interna- 
tional signal  and  we  headed  in  close  to 
her.  We  soon  made  her  out  as  an  Aus- 
trian, the  Maria  Teresa,  and  hunting 
for  the  commander-in-chief  to  get  per- 
mission to  enter  the  harbor  of  Santi- 
ago to  take  away  the  Austrian  consul. 
We  gave  her  permission  to  send  a 
small  boat  in  today  to  get  him. 

After    the    official    visits    we    started 

east  again.  It  was  then  dark.  We  soon 

met   the   Dupont   .who   inquired   where 

the    New    York    was.        We    told    her 

forty-nine     miles     from     Santiago  an-l 

told       her       to       inform       the         New 

York    about    the    Austrian.      We    arrived 

here  at  night  about  11:30  p.  m.     The  lirst 

ship  we  ran  across  was  the   Indiana.    We 

hailed  her  and  told  her  the  news  and  got 

cheered.     We  then  found  out  that  prl.^on- 

ers  had  been  picked  up  off  all  the  bpanish 

vessels   that   we  had   destroyed   and    w<-re 

on  the  Iowa  and  Har\-ard  with  a  few  on 

the    Gloucester.      Cervera    himself      was 

aboard  the  Iowa. 

Next  we  hailed  the  Iowa.  The  commo- 
dore called  for  her  steam  launch,  ours  be- 
ing full  of  holes  and  went  aboard  to  see 
tervera.  AVe  then  came  along  the  line. 
Bailed  the  Hornet  and  put  our  flag  lieu- 
tenant aboard  ht»r  with  our  dispatches  to 
let  people  know  how  we  came  out  as  no 
doubt  you  were  in  suspense  a  long  time 
as  to  what  our  condition  was.  We  ha.l 
•stood  the  brunt  of  the  attack  and  nobodv 
know  how  we  had  come  out 

Next  we  hailed  the  Marblehead.  our  o'd 
lighting  ship.  She  was  delighted  to  hear 
of  our  hght.  Thai  ended  the  day.  This 
morning  the  New  York  arrived  here  leav 


came  along  during  the  night  and  wa^ 
rather  surprised  to  find  we  had  no  one 
tor  b«r. 

We  W«re  struck,  all  told,  about  thirty- 
five  times,  »>ut  none  of  the  hits  were  s«i- 
rious,  although  they  all  left  their  foot- 
prints, it  would  Rurprise  you  to  see  the 
ship  now.  She  is  not  much  like  the  pretty 
ship  you  saw  at  Hampton  Roads.  We  all 
hope  by  the  time  you  get  this  letter 
Schley  will  have  another  star  on  his 
Hag  and  have  charge  of  everything. 
There  was  one  time  during  the  hottest 
part  of  the  action  yesterday  that  we  had 
three  15-lnch  and  two  S-inch  guns  out  ot 
commission  but  they  were  all  fixed  ui» 
again  and  were  as  good  when  we  quit 
as   when   we    began. 

I  am  satisfied  now  to  see  the  war  end.  I 
have  seen  two  good  battles  at  least.  One 
a  naval  battle  the  other  ships  against 
fortifications.  I  like  the  fighting  though 
and  the  more  of  that  we  gel  the  better  It 
would  suit  us  but  1  am  c.mtent  to  quit 
now  without  thinking  that  1  had  only  seen 
a  little  and  not  a  real  scrap.  1  would  like 
to  see  the  stars  and  stripes  over  AXori-o 
though  before  we  go  north.  The  last 
bombardment  was  the  only  time  that  we 
have  touched  the  Morro  up  at  all.  Wo 
knocked  some  pieces  out  of  it  on  July  2 
though,  that  sliow  ui)  very  plain.  We 
can  rest  easv  now  and  not  feel  tnat  the 
Spaniards  are  liable  to  attack  us  at  any 
moment.  Tliere  is  no  such  thing  as  esti- 
mating the  value  of  the  experience  that 
we  have  had  by  bombarding  these  forts 
and  being  in  action.  The  more  you  see 
of  it  the  better  you  are  next  time.  Tho 
improvement  in  that  line  is  very  rapid.
